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THE    LITHGOW    FAMILY.

Since  the  gift  to  Angusta,  Maine,  by  that  public-spirited  man  Llewel- 
lyn William  Lithgow,  Esq.,  of  a  magnificent  Public  Library,  the  interest 
in  the  early  members  of  this  family  lias  steadily  increased. 

Careful  search  has  revealed  some  knowledge  of  the  original  family,  and 
many  heretofore  unrecorded  facts  in  connection  with  the  ramifications  of 
its  early  members. 

Robert  Lithgow,  the  original  member  of  this  interesting  family,  came 
to  this  country  in  17 19,  sailing  from  Londonderry,  in  the  north  of  Ire- 
land, in  the  ship  "Olive," 

With  Robert  came  his  wife,  whose  name  was  "  McCtirdy,"  of  Irish  birth, 
an  interesting  picture  cf  whom  is  given  by  Miss  Thompson,  of  Castine, 
Maine,  who  remembers  i:  her  sitting  in  the  attic  of  Fort  Halifax,  and 
listening  to  her  tell  tales  of  the  old  country  as  she  spun  her  flax  on  the 
little  wheel/'*  Several  children  also  came,  of  whom  "Miss  Lithgow," 
"  Margaret,"  and  "Janet.  "  formed  the  little  company.  Later  William  was 
born,  tradition  tells  us  in  Boston,  where  they  first  landed.  This  little 
family  came  from  the  parish  of  G  lender  moth,  County  Deny,  the  old  parish 
church  of  the  Lithgows.  Unfortunately  all  the  church  records  were  burned 
many  years  ago.t 

The  name  Lithgow,  or  Linlithgow,  is  of  local  origin,  derived  from  either 
the  royal  burgh  of  the  rnme,  or  the  loch,  and  the  family  arms  bear  a 
local  allusion. 

The  family  was  widely  distributed  and  filled  important  offices  as  early 
as  the  thirteenth  century.  M agister  Symon  de  Lynlithcu  witnesses  an 
instrument  at  the  church  of  Cargil,  1225.  " "Petrus  de  Ltnlithqw  "  is 
Canon  of  the  Priory  of  St.  Andrews,  1245.  The  widow  of  Stephen  de 
Lithquow  gives  in  trQi  gift  to  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Paisley,  cer- 
tain lands  in  Renfrew,  1280.  Peter  Liniithku,  son  of  the  deceased  John, 
son  of  Alice  Liniithku,  grants  a  charter  on  the  sale  of  a  tenement  in 
Berwick-on-Tweed,  1280  and  1290.  showing  possession  of  three  genera- 
tions prior  to  the  period  mentioned.  Turning  to  the  locality  of  origin, 
John,  William  and  Nicolas  de  Lithcu  are  found  in  garrison  in  the  Peel 
of  Lithcu,    1311-12  —  immediately    before  its   surprise  by  the   adherents 


*  The  McCurdy's  are  an  old  Scotch  family.  In  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  three  brothers  sailed  across  to  County  Deny  and  settled  on  the  farm  lands  of 
Liscarn.  This  was  very  probably  the  family  from  which  Robert  Lilhgow's  family 
came.

of  King  Robert  the  Bruce.  In  1329  John  de  Lithcu  is  one  of  King 
Robert's  household,  rendering  an  account  of  his  disbursements  in  con- 
nection with  the  King's  obsequies.  \\\  1335,  Robert,  High  Steward  of 
Scotland,  afterwards  Robert  II,  grants  to  Richard  de  Lynlithcu,  whom  lie 
styles  "our  beloved  clergyman,"  an  annual  rent  out  of  lands  in  the  burgh 
of  Lynlithcu. 

Prior  to  1364,  Alexander,  son  of  the  before-mentioned  John  de  Lithcu, 
was  in  King  David  IPs  household. — The  following  year  William  Lythcu, 
Burgess  of  Lythcu,  gets  a  safe  conduct  from  King  Edward  111  to  visit  Eng- 
land. In  1384  and  138S  appear  for  the  first  time  respectively  in  the 
Chartulary  of  Paisley  the  names  of  Sir  John  Lithqw,  its  Abbot  for  half  a 
century,  and  Sir  Thomas  de  Lithqw,  his  chaplain,  who  from  the  favors 
shown  to  the  former  by  King  Robert  II  were  most  probably  descendants 
of  that  John  who  had  been  in  his  grandfather's  household.  (Nisbet's 
"Heraldic  Plates.")  The  name  of  John  de  Lithgow,  Abbot  of  Paisley 
Abbey  from  13S4  to  1433,  appears  on  the  tomb  of  Margery  Bruce,  in 
Paisley  Abbey,  King  Robert's  daughter,  and  the  mother  of  the  first  of 
the  Royal  Plouse  of  Stewart,  so  that  the  relationship  existing  between 
the  two  families  must  have  been  very  close. 

The  ancestors  o^  Robert  Lithgow,  therefore,  were  distinguished  in 
many  lines,  serving  the  King  in  Scotland,  in  trie  fifteenth  century,  and 
receiving  many  expressions  of  favor  and  confidence. 

The  estate  of  (i  Dry  Grange,"  close  to  Melrose  Abbey,  early  became  a 
part  of  the  family  possessions,  and  with  many  important  gifts  from  the 
King  others  were  also  added.  Lor  four  hundred  years  "  Dry  Grange," 
with  its  magnificent  old  buildings  bordering  on  the  Tweed,  and  situated 
in  Roxburgh  and  Berwick  counties,  remained  in  the  Lithgow  family, 
until  in.  1886  it  passed  into  other  hands. 

It  covered  over  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  is  sit- 
uated on  rising  ground  overlooking  the  river  Leader,  within  three  miles 
of  Melrose  and  Newton  St.  Boswells,  and  four' miles  from  Dryburgh 
Abbey  and  Abbotsford,  four  from  Edinburgh,  and  is  ten  hours  from 
London. 

Both  salmon  and  trout  fishing  abounds  and  the  shooting  is  excellent. 
The  Duke  of  Buccleuch's  foxhounds  hunt  the  district,  the  kennels  being 
at  St.  Boswells. 

''Dry  Grange,"  in  Teviotdale,  formed  part  of  the  lands  granted  by 
King  David  I,  in  1 1 4 3,  to  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Melrose.  It  is  not 
known  when  the  Lithgows  first  became  vassals  of  the  Abbey.  That 
many  generations  preceded  David  Lithcu  in  "  Dry  Grange "  appears, 
however,  from  a  ratification  in  1544,  by  James  Stewart,  commendator  of 
Kelso  and  Melrose,  whereby,  "  in  consideration  of  the  good  services  done 
to  his  'derrest  Father'  the  late  King  James  the  Fifth,  by  his  servitors 
William  Lyxlythgow  (son  of  that  David),  and  John  Lynlythgow,  his 
son,  he  ratifies  all   previous  titles  to  them   of  tiie  lands  of  Dry  Grange, 

WHICH    THEY    AND    THEIR    ANCESTORS    HAVE    POSSESSED    EOR    A    LONG    TIME." 

"In  the  fifteenth  century  David  Ly.vlythqw,  of  Dry  Grange,  paid  ten 
merks  yearly  '  f u  '  for  the  lands  of  Dry  Grange  when  these  'consisted 
of  trees  and  thickets  and  were  almost  barren,'  and  by  whose  industry 
they  were  rendered  fertile.  Flis  valiant  services  'for  the  defending  and 
saving  of  the  goods  and  lives  of  us  and  our  tenants'  were  fitly  acknowl- 
edged by  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Melrose,  in  a  subsequent  charter  to 


bv 
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his  son, — William  Lyklythqw,  of  Dry  Grange  and  Weltoun,  in  Lvnlyth 
gowshire,  who  accompanied  Sir  Walter  Scott  of  Buccleucb,  Lord  Geo 
Home  and  others,  in  January,  1 525—6,  to  Stirling  against  the  Karl  of 
Arran,  then  in  attendance  on  King- James  V.  In  1527  he  gets  from  the 
Abbot  and  Convent  of  Melrose  a  nineteen  years'  tack  of  the  lands  of  Dry 
Grange;  in  1539-40,  he  and  his  son  John  received  a  charter  from  the 
same  of  the  above  lands  on  account  of  distinguished  services  rendered  to 
the  Abbe}-  by  him  and  his  father  David. 

In  1540  he  had  from  King  James  V,  who  styles  him  'our  beloved, 
household  servitor/  a  charter  of  the  lands  of  Weltoun,  an  ancient  pos- 
session of  the  Lithgows.  On  25th  July,  1560,  the  whole  charters  of 
Melrose  were  placed  in  his  keeping  by  the  Prior  and  Monks  of  Melrose. 
He  died  1 57 1.  His  son,  John  Lixi.ythgow,  of  Dry  Grange,  like  his 
father,  was  in  the  household  of  King  James  V,  and  had  from  him,  in 
1537,  a  gift  of  the  Parish  clerkship  of  Melrose  and,  in  1538,  a  gift  of  the 
profits  of  the  Rector;,-  of  Glasgow. 

"In  1544  he  had  confirmation  of  previous  charters  of  Brurnebank  and 
Prumenott  in  Kelso.  Pie  died  in  159 1-2,"  (From  Nisbet's  "  Heraldic 
Plates.") 

About  1609,  three  brothers,  James,  Robert,  and  David,  sons  of 
Thomas  Lithgow  of  Lanark,  cousins  of  the  Dry  Grange  branch,  left 
Scotland  during  the  Rebellion  and  became  early  "  planters"  in  the  north 
of  Ireland,  in  County  Deny,  purchasing  the  townlands  of  Cam,  Fincarn, 
Lithgow,  Ardnabrocky,  and  Lisnageivin  from  the  Bishops  who  were  the 
original  owners  of  all  the  lands  in  County  Deny.  It  was  from  "  Robert 
the  Planter  "  that  our  Robert  Lithgow  was  descended,  being  his  grandson. 

After  a  short  residence  in  Boston,  we  find  Robert  Lithgow  had 
drifted  into  Maine,  and  settled,  owning  lands,  in  1721,  in  Topsham  and 
becoming  one  of  its  original  proprietors,*  It  was  at  a  critical  time  and  one 
beset  by  danger  on  all  sides  that  Robert  Lithgow  became  a  resident  of 
Topsham,  and  these  dangers  grew  worse  and  worse  until,  in  1722,  he 
was  obliged  to  flee  from  Topsham  with  his  little  family  to  escape  "the 
frights  and  attacks  of  the  Indians  '*  which  devastated  the  settlement.  Bruns- 
wick, four  miles  distant,  was  his  refuge,  where  at  this  time  was  the  garrison 
of  "Fort  George."  built  in  1715  by  Captain  John  Gyles,  within  whose 
walls  Robert  found  protection.  The  description  of  "Fort  George"  tells 
us  :  "  The  Fort  shall  be  three  feet  under  ground,  that  the  wall  shall  be 
three  feet  thick  at  bottom  and  at  least  ten  feet  high  above  ground,  and 


*  In  a  letter  dated  Brunswick,  Maine,  October  7,  1S96,  from  T,  S,  McClellan, 
Esq.,  he  says  : — "  David  Work,  Esq.,  is  the  oldest  man  now  living  at  the  '  Pore- 
side.'  Pie  is  about  my  age,  eighty-five.  I  will  see  him  as  soon  as  the  weather  per- 
mits, and  if  he  can  give  me  any  information  in  regard  to  the  Lithgow  Family,  wdl 
write  you  again.  Twenty-five  years  ago  I  visited  several  times  '  The  Foresidc  '  in 
Topsham,  to  prospect  a  large  timber  lot  there  for  sale,  in  the  thick  woods  thirty 
rods  from  the  travelled  road,  I  found  a  dozen  or  more  old  slate  grave  stones,  among 
pine  trees  three  feet  in  diameter.  They  were  so  weather  worn  and  covered  with 
moss,  it  was  difficult  to  read  their  inscription.  By  scraping  one  I  found  the  name 
of  'James  Mustard,'  who  died  in  1754.  The  lot  was  sold  a  Uw  years  subsequently, 
and  the  lumber  and  wood  cut  off.  The  next  summer  the  lot  was  burnt  over  and  the 
old  slate  stones  were  broken  up  by  the  fire.  An  aged  man  who  was  with  me  when 
I  prospected  the  lot  said  that  most  of  the  slabs  contained  the  names  of  '  Hunter' 
and  '  Lithgow.'  In  the  neighborhood  were  three  old  two  storied  square  houses  con- 
taining four  large  rooms  on  each  floor,  with  a  one  story  L  used  as  a  kitchen  or  cook 
room.     They  were  known  as  the  Hunter  and  Reed  houses." 
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laid  in  lime  mortar,  with  barracks  for  fifteen  men."  A  large  two-story 
dwelling  house,  appearing-  above  the  walls,  made  living  possible.  The 
range  of  its  cannon  protected  the  dwellings  within  their  reach.  In  peril- 
ous time,  the  inhabitants  of  Brunswick  were  hospitably  gathered  within 
the  wall,  and  many  were  the  times  when  this  hospitality  was  strained  to 
its  most  generous  capacity,  as  the  onslaughts  were  bitter  and  oft  repeated. 
Imagine  the  horror,  therefore,  of  the  settlers  when,  in  1736,  the  Gene!,;! 
Court  of  Massachusetts  decided  to  dismantle  "  Fort  George,"  leaving  the 
town  entirely  unprotected  from  the  attacks  of  the  Indians. 

An  earnest  supplication  from  the  people  was  at  once  sent  to  His  Ex- 
cellency, Jonathan  Belcher,  Esq.,  Governor' of  Massachusetts,  begging  to 
have  the  fort  remain.  It  was  signed  by  twenty  families  from  Brunswick 
and  twenty  from  Topsham,  at  the  Brunswick  meeting  house,  April  25, 
1737.  All  to  no  avail.  ''The  honorable  gentlemen  assembled  in  Boston 
were  deaf  to  the  appeal,"  and  decided  to  dismantle  the  fort  and  to  do  so  at 
once,  the  property  reverting  to  the  proprietors.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Pejepscot  proprietors,  held  October  8,  1761,  Belcher  Noyes  was  in- 
structed to  execute  a  deed  of  the  Old  Fort,  with  the  buildings  and  land 
belonging  to  it,  with  the  privilege  of  the  stream  at  the  Falls,  the' half  to 
Jeremiah  Moulton,  Esq.,  the  other  half  to  Captain  David  Dunning.  On 
November  19,  1  76  1 ,  a  written  order  was  given  to  surrender  the  fort  and 
buildings  to  either  Moulton  or  Dunning.      (Pejepscot  Papers,) 

The  ruins  of  this  historical  fort  were  standing  in  1802. 

In  the  meantime  several  garrisoned  houses  had  been  built  as  early  as 
1724--30  by  some  of  the  residents  of  Brunswick,  including  the  "  Dunning 
Garrison,"  built  by  David  Dunning,  a  large  two-story  house  built  of 
strong  timber,  forty  by  twenty-two  feet,  the  second  story  projecting  about 
two  feet  over  the  first  story,  and  had  loop-holes  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling the  inmates  to  fire  upon  the  Indians  when  necessity  required. 
There  was  a  tower  on  top,  from  which  the  teams  could  be  watched  on 
their  way  to  and  fro  from  the  Merriconeag  .Marshes.  This  garrison  was 
probably  the  largest  in  the  town.      (Wheeler.) 

There  was  also  the  McFarland  Garrison,  built  by  James  McFarland 
about  1730.  (He  was  born  1680,  died  1742.)  Itwasa  two-story  block- 
house ;  besides  the  Givern,  Hinkley,  Ham,  Minot,  Scolheld  and  Spear 
Garrisons  and  the  Hunter  and  Reed  Garrisons. 

The  Dunning  and  McFarland  families  both  married  daughters  of 
Robert  Lithgow. 

Soon  alter,  "Robert  Lithgow  "  joined  the  garrison  of  Fort  George. 
Pie  became  a  member  of  Captain  John  Gyles'  Company,  serving  in  the 
Indian  War  one  5  ear  and  two  months  from  1723,  and  was  detailed  in  1724 
from  Tc.psham  for  duty  by  Colonel  Westbrook,  and  later  he  served  in  Cap- 
tain William  Woodsides'  Company,  having  charge  of  "  Province  Gun  "  for 
one  year.  (It  was  Captain  William's  son  who  married  Robert's  grand- 
daughter.) 

We  find  Robert  Lithgow  still  serving  his  country  in  1730  in  Captain 
Larrabee's  First  Company  as  gunner,  and  he  also  served  two  years  more 
in  the  same  company.      After  1732  we  find  no  trace  of  him. 

A  continued  service  of  over  ten  years,  and  devotion  to  his  country, 
may  make  the  descendants  of  Robert  Lithgow  proud  of  their  ancestor. 

William  Lithgow. — It  was  verv  natural  that  William  Lithgow,  the 
only  son  of  Robert,  should  imbibe  and   inherit  from  such  a  father  the 
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interest  he  afterwards  displayed,  and  accounts  for  the  early  development  of 
his  extraordinary  ability.  He  was  brought  up  from  earliest  childhood  in 
the  atmosphere  of  the  fort  life,  first  at  Fort  George,  and  later  at  Fort  Rich- 
mond, In  his  deposition  in  1767  he  tells  us  Fort  Richmond  was  built 
in  1723.  .Situated  at  the  head  of  Swan  Island,  and  built  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Province  as  a  check  to  the  Indians,  and  so  continued  until  other 
forts  were  built,  Colonel  Arthur  Noble  sharing  the  command.  In  1754 
Governor  Shirley,  of  the  Massachusetts  Province,  received  information  from 
Captain  Lithgow  at  Fort  Richmond  that  the  French  were  building  a  fort 
at  the  portage  of  the  Kennebec  and  the  Chaudiere.  The  dismantling  of 
Fort  Richmond  was  urged  and  one  built  above  the  present  site  of  Fort 
Richmond,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  square,  which  was 
accepted,  and  in  1754,  after  an  earnest  appeal  from  the  settlers  of  Maine 
to  the  Massachusetts  Assembly,  Fort  Halifax  was  erected  thirty-seven 
miles  above  Fort  Richmond  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sebasticook,  and  Governor 
Shirley  appointed  Colonel  William  Lithgow,  then  a  Captain,  in  command 
of  the  garrison.  Fort  Western,  at  Augusta,  is  one  of  the  several  posts 
Colonel  Lithgow  was  required  to  garrison  also.* 

Two  years  later  in  Mav,  Colonel  Lithgow  and  a  party  of  eight  men 
were  waylaid  by  a  party  of  seventeen  Indians,  at  Topsham.  and  had  a 
short  but  sharp  engagement  with  them.  Two  of  Lithgow's  party  were 
wounded,  and  two  of  the  Indians  were  killed.  Disheartened  with  the 
result  of  the  encounter  they  retreated  with  their  dead  companions,  and  in 
revenge,  when  returning  up  the  river,  killed  two  white  men. 

Into  Fort  Halifax  Colonel  William  took  his  father  and  mother.  The 
work  on  Fort  Halifax  was  progressing  slowly,  and  Governor  Shirley  there- 
fore sent  word  to  Captain  Lithgow  to  impress  men  to  fill  up  Fort  Halifax. 
The  troublous  times  had  commenced  and  provisions  were  scant}-,  and  dif- 
ficulties on  all  sides  arose.  It  required  Captain  Lithgow's  indomitable 
will  and  marvellous  perseverance  under  overwhelming  circumstances  to 
arrange  an  escape  from  the  network  of  trials,  for  provisions  now  must  be 
had  and  at  once.  The  difficulties  of  transporting  supplies  to  Fort  Hali- 
fax were  very  great.  The  road  built  by  order  of  Governor  Shirley  between 
the  two  forts,  and  the  first  military  road  in  Maine,  was  useless  in  winter, 
owing  to  the  drifts  in  the  valleys  it  traversed.  The  river  was  difficult  to 
ascend.  Eight  boats  of  two  tons  each  provided  for  the  transportation 
proved  a  failure,  and  Captain  Lithgow  was  obliged  to  send  to  Falmouth 
— a  trip  of  twenty  hours  there,  and  twenty-four  back,  for  whale  boats. 
But  the  winter  brought  new  trials,  and  the  provisions  were  able  to  reach 
the  fort  only  through  trie  medium  of  hand  sleds  from  Merry  Meeting 
Bay,  two  hundred  barrels  of  provisions  being  thus  procured.  It  is  not,  as 
Worth's  "  Flistory  of  Augusta  "  tells  us,  "'surprising  that  by  popular  esti- 
mate every  biscuit  sent  to  Fort  Halifax  cost  the  Province  a  pistareen." 

In  1754  Colonel  Lithgow  was  in  great  need  of  help,  and  by  permission 

*  Letter  same  date  to  Lieutenant  Phipps. — "  This  fort  was  the  work  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Company,  and  is  described  as  follows:  '  Four  block  houses  two  stories  high  ; 
two,  twenty-four  feet  square,  and  others  about  twelve  feet  square.  The  block  'nouses 
stand  at  the  four  corners  of  the  picket  work,  fifteen  feet  square,  composed  with  a  row 
of  open  pickets  round  two  squares  within  the  above  picket  work.  The  house  about 
one  hundred  feet  long  and  thirty-two  feet  wide  built  of  sawed  timber  two  stories 
high.  When  this  fort  was  built  it  was  under  Province  Guard,  built  in  1754,  garri- 
soned at  the  public  expense  as  a  dependence  of  Ft.  Halifax  at  Ticonic.'" — Maine 
Historical  Collection. 
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from  Governor  Shirley  " appealed  to  the  two  independent  Captains,  Captain 
Hunter  of  Topsham,  and  Captain  Dunning  of  Brunswick,  lor  assistance." 
Twenty  years  previous  Captain  Hunter  had  married  William's  sisier,  and 
Dunning  was  her  second  husband.  In  a  letter  to  Governor  Shirley, 
January,  1755,  from  Fort  Richmond,  Captain  Lithgovv  writes:  "Captain 
David  Dunning  of  Brunswick,  and  Captain  Adam  Hunter  of  Topsham, 
being  joined  with  other  soldiers  af  Fort  Richmond  in  the  space  of  three 
weeks  hauled  on  hand  sleds  on  the  ice  from  Arrowsic  to  Ft.  Western, 
beds,  blankets,  sheets,  etc.,  and  about  two  hundred  barrels  of  provisions 
to  Fort  Halifax."  In  consideration  for  these  services  Captain  Lithgow 
recommends  them  to  the  government.  In  a  letter  dated  1755  from 
Captain  Lithgow  to  Governor  Shirley  is  the  following:  "Now  J  have 
appointed  Captain  Adam  Hunter  to  be  with  me  en  the  18th.  of  February.0 
There  was  trouble  at  the  fort ;  Captain  Lane  was  removed.  In  a  letter 
from  Governor  Shirley  dated  March,  1775,  to  Captain  Lithgow,  he  says  : 
"I  have  well  weighed  what  you  have  said  concerning  Captain  Lane,  and 
have  determined  to  make  some  other  provision  for  him  and  have  directed 
him  to  come  to  Boston,  and  have  thought  proper  to  appoint  a  second 
lieutenant  under  you,  and  now  enclose  you  a  blank  commission  to  be 
filled  out  by  you  with  Captain  Hunter  and  Captain  Dunning's  name,  or 
some  other  person  in  whom  you  may  have  confidence."  No  early  history, 
in  this  locality  can  be  written  without  the  good  deeds  and  splendid  work  of 
Captain  Liihgow  forming  an  important  part  of  the  story  ;  his  energy  and 
devotion  won  for  him  everlasting  commendation  and  honor.  It  was  in 
1746,  during  the  time  he  was  in  command  at  Fort  Richmond  with  Colonel 
Arthur  Noble  as  his  associate,  that  Colonel  Lithgow  won  and  married  the 
fair  Sarah  Noble,  his  daughter.  The  Noble  family  first  appears  in  connec- 
tion with  a  mortgage  dated  1735  in  Georgetown,  Maine.  In  a  deed  of 
land  to  the  minister  at  Pleasant  Cove,  Colonel  Thomas  Westbrook  (one 
of  the  Pejepscot  Company)  described  the  minister  as  "  in  a  meeting  house 
now  standing"  near  the  house  of  Lieutenant  Arthur  Noble  ;  also  as  one  of 
the  five  selectmen  at  the  organization  of  the  town  of  Georgetown.  The 
deed  was  dated  October  17,  1736. 

On  Worth's  plan  made  for  the  Plymouth  Company  in  1751  is  the  fol- 
lowing :  "  Colonel  Noble's  house  of  two  stories  with  something  like 
match  boxes  at  the  corners  is  distinctly  marked.  Its  location  on  the 
high  bank  gave  it  a  commanding  view  of  the  river  for  a  long  distance. 
Judge  (Col.)  Lithgow  occupied  it  after  he  left  Fort  Halifax,  until  he 
erected  his  spacious  house  in  1766  which  stood  higher  upon  the  George- 
town slope  and  west  of  Colonel  Noble's."  The  Noble  family  came  to  this 
country  from  Enniskilien  County,  Fermanagh,  Province  of  Ulster,  Ireland, 
and  originally  came  from  Scotland,  a  brother  Francis  and  a  brother 
James  coming  also  in  1720.  On  February  5,  1745,  Colonel  Arthur 
Noble  was  commissioned  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  Colonel  Waldo's  regi- 
ment for  the  expedition  to  Louisburg,  He  was  chosen  on  account  of  his 
great  influence  and  reputation  to  officer  one  thousand  men,  and  served 
with  untiring  bravery  during  the  entire  seige.  A  second  expedition  was 
sent  to  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  voted 
to  raise  five  hundred  men  from  Maine,  from  Rhode  Island  three  hundred, 
from  New  Hampshire  two  hundred,  and  Colonel  Noble  was  selected  to 
command  the  forces.  It  was  during  this  expedition  that  this  gallant  soldier 
lost  his  life  at  the  battle   of  Minas,  Nova  Scotia,  1747.      He  was  "shot

dead  by  a  musket  ball  which  entered  his  forehead."  The  manner  of  Colo- 
nel Noble's  death  was  so  heroic,  and  defence  so  tragic,  it  is  worthy  the 
best  days  of  chivahw,  and  no  stone  marks  the  hero's  grave. 

The  year  1775  finds  Colonel  William  Lithgow  again  in  his  country's  ser- 
vice. With  Lieutenant  White  he  collected  a  company  which  went  to  Port- 
land, at  the  "  Lexington  Alarm,"  under  orders  from  Colonel  Mitchell,  and 
in  1760  the  lienor-,  of  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Lincoln 
County,  Maine,  fed  to  his  lot.  fie  was  also  commissioned  judge  of  the 
same  court  under  the  Revolutionary  government  in  1775..  An  old 
account  book  belonging  to  John  Merrill,  who  settled  in  Topsham  in  1760, 
now  in  the  possession  of  his  grandson  William  Merrill,  T.  S.  McClellan, 
Esq.,  of  Brunswick,  writes  in  January,  1896,  "I  find  that  John  Merrill's 
commission  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  dated  1  764,  was  approved  by  William 
Lithgow,  Justice  of  the  Peace." 

judge  Lithgow  possessed  a  fine  natural  disposition,  facetious  and 
pleasant  manners  to  rich  and  poor,  and  this  was  characteristic  of  all  his 
family,  who  were  remarkable  for  their  genuine  and  elegant  deportment. 
(Maine  Historical  Collection.) 

This  is  easily  seen  written  on  the  face  of  the  superb  portrait  which  has 
lately  been  found  by  his  great-grandson,  Robert  Willey,  Esq.,  Boston, 
where  it  had  been  stored  for  many  years.  From  the  portrait  one  is  at 
once  impjessed  with  the  dignity,  elegance,  refinement,  and  kindly  face, 
the  ample  figure  and  broad  shoulders  bearing  the  noble  head  ;  a  robust 
figure  in  elaborate  colonial  dress,  Robert  Willey  writes  as  follows  : 
"His  hair  is  powdered  ;  his  coat  is  brown,  waistcoat  green,  very  richly 
trimmed  with  gold  lace,  his  sword  is  by  his  side,  cocked  hat  under  his 
arm,  and  hand  extended,  the  other  rests  on  his  hip."  Other  relics  of 
this  noble  gentleman,  now  in  the  family,  are  a  silver  whistle  tankard  with 
his  monogram  engraved  upon  it,  and  a  mahogany  case  (in  the  possession 
of  his  daughter  Sarah,  who  married  Samuel  Howard),  containing  knives, 
forks,  and  spoons  marked  "  S.  and  S.H.  1766  "  and  numbered.  Decem- 
ber 20,  1 7 9 S ,  brought  this  interesting  life  to  a  close,  and  his- widow,  Sarah 
Noble,  followed  him  in  1807.      They  had  eleven  children  :

1799  ;  daughter  of  John  Gardiner,  of  Dresden, 
Me.,  the  celebrated  lawyer — (Appleton's  Encyclopedia) — 
and  was  the  father  of  Llewellyn  W.  Lifhgoiu,  Esq.,  of  Au- 
gusta, Me.,  born  in  Dresden,  Me.,  Dec.  2^,  1796,  the 
founder  of  the  Lilhgow  Library  and  Reading  room,  in 
Auo-usla,  a  gentleman  of  courtlv  manners  and  genial  dis- 
position,  and  sterling  character  with  a  broad  public  spirit. 
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He  married  ist,  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bowman,  of 
Augusta,  Me.,  in  1S25  ;  and  2d,  1S69.  Paulino  P.,  daughter 
of  Elisha  Child,  of  Augusta. 
viii.  William,  bom  1750;  died  Feb.  16,  1796.  He  was  a  Major 
in  the  nth  Massachusetts  Regiment  Continental  lane,  was 
wounded  at  Ticonderoga,  and  was  present  at  the  surrender 
of .  Burgoyne.  His  portrait  is  in  Trumbull's  celebrated 
painting  of  that  event,  in  the  Rotunda  of  the  Capitol  at 
Washington,  known  as  the  "Surrender  of  Burgoyne." 
ix.    Arthur,    married    .Martha,    daughter   of  Edmund    Bridge,    of 

Pownai borough,  Me. 
x.    Charles,  born  1771  ;  died  March  24,   1S02,  aged  31. 
xi.    Nancy,  died  17S6,  aged  19. 
A  Complete  history  of  the  marriages  made  by  this  interesting  branch 
of  Robert  Lithgow's  family  can  be  found  in  "  North's  History  of  Augusta," 
a  mere  mention  of  which  includes  the  ''Howards,"  who  claim   royal  de- 
scent through  the  Dukes  of  Norfolk  :   the  "  Gardiners,"  a  notable  family 
descended   from  William  Gardiner  of  South   Kingston,  R.  I.,   1685,  who 
was  educated  abroad,  of  whom  John  Sylvester  Gardiner,  rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  for  twenty-five  years,  the  grandson,  was  a   member  ;   the 
"  Bridge  "  family,  descended  from  John  Bridge  of  Pageisharn,  England, 
who  died   in    1550,  leaving  three  sons.      In    1632  a  descendant  came  to 
America,  and  settled  in  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Miss  Lithgow. — Robert  Litbgow's  oldest  daughter  was  "  Miss  Lith- 
gow,"  who,  we  are  told  in  Wheeler's  ;'  History  of  Brunswick,  Topsham, 
and  Harpswell,"  married  Captain  Adam  Hunter.  Came  to  this  country 
with  her  lather  when  ten  years  old.  In  the  Lithgow  family  there  is  a 
record  of  one  of  William's  sisters  marrying  a  "Hunter  "  ;  nuthing  more 
was  known.  Research  has  revealed  a  must  interesting  character.  The 
"  Independent  Captain  Adam  Hunter  "  was  none  other  than  the 
"Hunter  "  referred  to  above,  who  came  to  this  country  from  Ireland, 
and  became  an  early  settler  of  Topsham  in  1718,  buying  land  of  the 
Pejepscot  proprietors  at  the  same  time  as  Robert  Lithgow  ;  two  lots  of 
one  hundred  acres  each,  at  fixe  dollars  each  ;  also  a  proprietor  of  the 
Cathance  mill-right,  owning  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  land 
and  eighteen  shares  of  the  double  saw-mill,  and  subsequently  owned 
other  property.  He  was  recorded  "wealth}-"  for  those  da}s.  His 
house  was  considered  the  finest  in  Topsham,  and  to  it  strangers  were  wel- 
come and  directed  for  accommodation.  His  property  in  1752,  twenty 
years  after  his  marriage  to  Miss  Lithgow,  was  rated  at  jf  19  igs.  In  175S 
he  was  a  captain  in  the  Indian  War.  In  this  company  was  his  son, 
James  Hunter,  and  James  McFarland  of  Brunswick.  His  property  con- 
tinued to  increase  in  value,  and  in  the  same  year  he  was  estimated  to  be 
worth  £\  15.      In   \  766  he  was  a  selectman.

The  "  Berry  "  family  was  an  old  Georgetown  family. 

The  "  Patten  "  family  came  to  this  country  in  the  early  part  of  the 
last  century,  from  Coleraine,  a  market  town  of  Count}-  Derry,  Ireland, 
about  1727.  Four  brothers  came  at  the  same  time,  of  whom  Robert  was 
one,  and  settled  in  Arundel.      (Kennebunk.) 

Will  of  Adam  Hunter. — Adam  blunter  of  Topsham,  Arthur  Hunter 
of  Topsham,  Administered  roth,  April,  1776.  John  Fulton  and  William 
Randall  sureties.  Inventory  by  James  Fulton,  James  Mustard  and 
William  Randall,  all  of  Topsham,  May  24,  1776.  Account  filed  May 
5>  I777-  Joseph  Berry  of  Topsham,  Gardian  of  his  son  Adam,  grand- 
son of  Adam  Hunter,  deceased,  October  15,  1778.  Order  settling 
estate,  March,  1779,  mentions  children,  James  oldest  son  Robert,  Eliza- 
beth, wife  of  William  Woodside,  Susannah,  wife  of  Benjamin  Lament, 
Mary,  wife  of  Robert  Patten,  Arthur,  youngest  son,  John,  Jane,  deceased 
w  i  fe  ofjoseph  B  e  r  ry .      ( F  r  0  m  L  i  n  coin  P  r  0  b  ate  Records.) 

Ten  children  were  the  result  of  this  marriage  of  Adam  Blunter  and 
Miss  Lithgow,  of  whom  James  Hunter  was  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
interesting.  Born  April  15,  1733,  he  was  early  chosen  as  one  of  the 
selectmen  of  Topsham  ;  serving  in  1767.,  176S,  x  773,  and  1779.  Again 
chosen  to  this  office  in  1780,  but  declined  to  serve.  Served,  however,  on 
the  committee  chosen  in  1781  "  to  procure  seven  men  for  the  Continental 
Army,"  and  was  styled  "Major"  on  the  town  records.  He  married 
Miss  Williams,  daughter  of  Thomas  Williams,  who  came  from  England, 
February  18,  171 7,  "  when  gooseberries  were  in  blow,"  readied  Boston, 
April  17,  1 7 1 7,  "when  the  snow  was  very  deep. "  Major  Hunter  died 
about  1S19,  at  the  age  of  seventy-four. 

Elizabeth  Blunter,  the  oldest  child  of  Adam  Hunter  and  "Miss 
Lithgow/-'  born  September  17,  1733,  married  William  Woodside,  son 
of  William  Woodside  and  Ann  Vincent  of  Brunswick,  and  grandson  of 
Rev.  James  Woodside,  who  was  instrumental  in  bringing  many  emigrants 
to  this  country  from  Ireland  in  1718.  With  him  came  Ids  son  William. 
The  Rev,  James  was  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  preached  a 
short  time  in  Brunswick,  and  returned  to  England,  leaving  his  son 
William  in  Brunswick.     The  following  is  his  petition  : 

M  To  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

"  The  humble  petition  of  James  Woodside,  sole  minister  of  the  Gospel 
in  Brunswick,  New  England.     (From  Rolls  Office,  London.) 

"  That   he  with    fortv  families  consisting   of  one   hundred  and 
persons  did,  in  the  year   171S,  embarque   in   a  ship  at  Derry  Lougn  in 
Ireland,  in  order  to  erect  a  Colony  at  Casco  Bay  in  your  Majesty's  prov- 
ince of  Maine,  N.  E. 

"That  being  arrived,  they  made  a  settlement  at  a  place  by  Indians 
called   '  Pejepscot,'  but  by  them   called   Brunswick,  within  four   miles  of 
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Fort  George,  where,  after  he  had  laid  out  a  considerable  sum  on  a  Garrison 
House  fortified  with  '  palisades  '  and  two  large  bastions,  had  also  made 
improvements  and  laid  out  considerably  for  the  benefit  of  that  infant 
colony. 

<l  The  inhabitants  were  surprised  by  the  Indians,  who  in  the  month 
of  July,  1722,  came  down  in  great  numbers  to  murder  your  Majesty's 
good  subjects  there. 

"I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  William  YVoodside  went  over  from 
Ireland  to  New  England  with  a  considerable  number  of  persons,  that  he 
and  they  settled  in  a  place  called  Brunswick  in  the  eastern  part  of  New 
England,  etc. 

"  Samuel  Shute." 
"  Copia  Vera. 

"London,  June  25,  1723." 

Rev.  James  Woodside's  son  William  obtained  command  of  the  block- 
house at  Maquoit,  between  1714—26.  He  was  raised  to  Captain  of  a 
company  of  Indians  at  the  block-house  in  1744.  The  deacons  of  the 
first  Church  of  Boston  conveyed  to  Captain  William  three  hundred 
and  fifty  acres  of  land.  The  price  paid  was  ^50,  in  1742.  Squire 
Woodside,  as  he  was  called,  was  at  the  siege  of  Louisburg,  1750,  where  he 
received  new  honors  from  the  hand  of  Lord  Loudon,  in  the  commission 
of  chaplain. 

Captain  David  Dunning  was  the  son  of  Andrew  Dunning  and  Susan 
Bond  ;  David  was  known  as  the  "  Independent  Captain  Dunning."  The 
family  came  from  Ashburton,  County  Devon,  England.  He  was  born 
in  1705,  and  died  August  16,  1793.  He  was  an  important  man  in 
Brunswick,  and  with  William  Woodside,  James  McFarland,  Ebenezer 
Stanwood,  Samuel  Stanwood,  Rev.  Robert  Dunlop  and  others,  was  a 
signer  in  1735  of  the  petition  to  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
to  make  Brunswick  a  town,  with  ail  town  rights,  which  was  granted.  As 
early  as  1722  he  built  and  owned  a  block-house  in  Maquoit.  About 
1727  they  moved  to  Brunswick  and  the  family  occupied  the  Dunning 
Garrison. 

In  the  Indian  War,  David  Dunning  was  Lieutenant  in  Colonel  Wil- 
liam Burns'  Company.  He  also  served  six  months,  in  1723,  in  Captain 
John  Gyles'  Company  (who  also  acted  as  Indian  interpreter);  his  father, 
Andrew  Dunning,  serving  in  the  same  company,  served  seven  months. 
This  was  Robert  Lithgow's  Company,  and  explains  the  later  family  con- 
nections. He  was  chosen  selectman  in  1739,  1741,  and  1749.  In  1743 
David  Dunning  was  chosen  Representative. 

In  1747  the  town  voted  to  apply  to  the  general  court  for  "  protection 
against  the  Indians,  and  David  Dunning  was  chosen  to  prepare  a  petition 
on  behalf  of  the  town,  under  instructions  from  Ebenezer  Stanwood,  and 
a  committee  of  three."  This  petition  was  in  all  probability  favorably 
received  by  the  General  Court,  as  the  whole  region  from  Wells  to  Top- 
sham  was  at  that  time  infested  with  Indians.  (Williamson's  "  History  of 
Maine,"  2,  page  252.)  At  all  events,  it  was  either  considered  and  acted 
upon,  or  else  previous  action  on  the  matter  had  already  been  taken,  for 
in  May  following,  Captain  Jordan  was  stationed  at  Topsham  with  thirty 
men.      (''Smith's  Journal,"  page  129.) 

Among  the  Massachusetts  State  papers  is  a  letter  from  Captain  David 
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Dunning,  received  by  the  Secretary  in  1755,  (i  Requesting  two  boats  to 
transport  his  Regiment  from  Brunswick  to  Fort  Western,  which  was 
granted,"  during  his  service  at  Fort  Richmond,  under  Captain  William 
Lithgow,  and  in  the  preparation  of  Fort  Halifax. 

In  1777  Andrew  Dunning,  brother  of  Captain  David.  Dunning,  was 
voted  twelve  shillings  for  the  superintending  and  delivering  of  powder 
and  flint  in  Harpswell,  and  for  reading  the  "Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence." 

In  1757  David  Dunning  was  Captain  of  an  "Alarm  List,"  in  which 
William  Stanwood,  William  Woodside,  and  William  Woodside,  Jr.  (who 
married  Elizabeth  Hunter),  were  of  the  company. 

The  town  of  Brunswick  sent  Captain  David  Dunning  as  its  repre- 
sentative, in  1742,  to  the  General  Couit.  He  continued  to  fill  offices  of 
trust,  and  to  keep  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens  ;  and 
his  services  to  his  country,  of  over  twenty  years  in  military  and  civic  capa- 
cities, made  him  known  and  admired  the  country  round.  He  married 
1st,  a  daughter  of  John  Farren  (authority,  McKeen)  ;  from  Brunswick 
epitaphs,  "  Mrs.  Mary  consort  of.Capt,  David  Dunning  died  Aug.  1784, 
in  her  74th  year."  He  married  2d,  Mrs.  Adam  (Lithgow)  Hunter, 
when  she  was  over  eighty  years  of  age.  This  Miss  Lithgow  was  un- 
doubtedly Robert  Lithgow's  eldest  child,  as  we  learn  she  came  to  this 
country  when  ten  years  of  age.      (From  Wheeler's  Brunswick.) 

In  a  letter  from  T.  S,  McClellan,  Esq.,  of  Brunswick,  dated  October 
30,  1S96,  he  says  :  "When  David  Dunning  married  the  widow  Hunter, 
he  .was  eighty-one  years  old,  and  widow  Lithgow  Hunter  was  long  past 
eighty  years  old,  and  her  grandson  danced  at  her  wedding."  (In  the 
same  letter  he  refers  to  conversations  with  old  Skipper  Malcom,  of  Top- 
sham,  in  1820.) 

Andrew  Dunning,  father  of  Captain  David  Dunning,  landed  at 
Georgetown,  Me.,  in  1 713,  where  he  remained  a  short  time,  removed  to 
Brunswick,  and  settled  the  same  year  in  Maquoit.  He  brought,  besides 
his  wife,  five  sons  : 

i.    William,  who  settled  in  York,  Me. 

ii.    David,  born    1705,  died    1793.     Settled  in   Brunswick,  Me. ; 

married  1st,  Mary  Farren,  and  2d,  Mrs.  Lithgow  Hunter, 
iii.   Andrew,  born  1702. 
iv.    Robert,  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians. 

v.   James,  born  1691.     Lived  at  Maquoit  (Lieut;),  died  June  8, 
1752.      In    1742   James   Dunning  was   chosen    Selectman, 
and   in    1744  was  again   elected  to  the  office.     In  1746  he 
was  elected   Commissioner  to  appear  at  the  General  Court 
in  Boston.      In    174  7  he  was  authorized    to   prepare  a  peti- 
tion to  the  General  Court. 
Some  members  of  the  Dunning  family  claim  that  Andrew  left  a  son 
in  England  named  John,  who  had  a  son  John,  who  became  a  celebrated 
lawyer,    and   was   made   Lord   Ash-burton.      Lord    Ashburton   may  have 
belonged  to   the  same  family,  possibly  a  grandson    of  Andrew's  brother. 
He   left  a   large   fortune    amounting    to   $50,000,000,  still   awaiting  an 
heir. 

"  Andrew  Dunning  kept  slaves  during  his  life,  and  his  family  con- 
tinued to  own  them  for  some  time  after  his  decease.  He  had  a  negro 
lad  of  whom  he  was  very  fond  and  whom  be  always  took  to  meeting  with 
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him.  As  the  lad  at  first  was  too  young  to  sit  in  the  seal  provided  for 
persons  of  this  race,  and  as  it  would  not  do  to  allow  him  to  sit  in  the 
deacon's  row,  he  had  to  take  his  seat  on  the  floor  of  the  aisle,  beside  the 
pew. " 

Andrew  Dunning,  Sr.,  died  1736,  and  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard 
in  Brunswick.  His  gravestone  is  the  oldest  in  the  yard.  It  was  wrought 
and  engraved  by  his  son.  James,  as  follows:

Margaret  Lithgow. — Robert  Lithgow's  second  daughter  was  born 
1706,  and  married  Lieut.  Samuel  Howard,  who  came  to  this  country  from 
Ireland  and  settled  with  his  brother  James  in  Boston,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  last  century,  and  removed  to  St.  Georges  in  1736  and  on  to  the 
Kennebec,  when  the  forts  were  built.  He  was  Lieutenant  at  Fort  Hali- 
fax under  Captain  William  Lithgow  in  the  French  war.  After  the  war  he 
settled  at  Cushnac  on  lot  No.  1,  which  was  granted  to  him  in  1768,  and 
on  which  he  lived  until  his  death.  During  the  Revolution  he  was  two  or 
three  years  on  the  Committee  of  "'Correspondenceand  Inspection,"  of  the 
town  of  Hallowell.  He  died  April  22,  1785,  aged  eighty-four.  H is  wife 
survived  him  and  died  October  24,  1799.  They  were  buried  in  the  old 
Fort  burying-ground. 

Her  family  claim  descent  from  the  Dukes  of  Norfolk,  and  much  of 
the  silver  now  in  the  possession  of  the  family  has  the  Howard  crest 
upon  it.      Margaret  and  Samuel  had  four  daughters  : 

i.  Martha,  married  Colonel  William  Howard,  who  was  born  in 
1740,  and  was  a  Lieutenant  under  Colonel  Lithgow  at  Fort 
Halifax.  He  was  the  first  representative  from  Flal lowed  in 
the  General  Court  in  1775  under  the  Revolutionary  Gov- 
ernment; occasionally  a  Selectman;  succeeded  his  father 
as  Treasurer,  which  he  held  for  twenty-one  years  ;  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in  the  Militia  in  the  Revolution  and  also  a 
Colonel  in  the  State  Militia.  They  had  five  children,  of 
whom  Alary  married  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  S.  j.  Gardiner  of 
Trinity  Church,  Boston.  Colonel  Howard  died  in  1S10, 
and  his  wife  in  17S5. 
ii.  Betsy,  died  unmarried, 
iii.  Sally,  married  John  Lee,  of  Penobscot,  brother  of  Silas  Lee, 

of  Wiscasset. 
iv.   Jane,  married  Ebenezer  Farnell,  of  Vassalborough. 
Three  times   have  the  descendants  of  Robert  Lithgow  married  into 
this  distinguished  family  of  Howard. 

Janet  Lithgow. — Robert  Lithgow's  third,  daughter,  Janet,  was  born 

in   172 1,  and  married    ist, McFariand,  who  died    1742.      She  then 

married  Deacon  Samuel  Stanwood,  a  nrfjst  prominent  man  in  the  annals 
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of  Brunswick.  No  record  of  McFarland  has  been  found.  When  Robert 
lied,  however,  in  1722  from  Topsham  to  Brunswick,  he  found  tliere 
besides  the  Fort,  the  McFarland  Garrison.  One  of  this  family  undoubt- 
edly married  Janet. 

Deacon  Samuel  Stanwood  we  know  married  the  widow  Janet  (Lithgow) 
McFarland.  He  was  the  great-grandson-  of  Philip  Stanwood,  of  Glou- 
cester, Mass.,  who  appeared  there  in  1652,  and  son  of  Lieut.  Ebenezer 
Stanwood,  who  settled  in  Brunswick  in  1719.  He  was  a  man  of  affairs 
and  of  wealth,  who  served  Ins  country  with  devotion,  and  was  often 
called  upon  to  assist  in  public  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration 
ot  his  native  town  of  Brunswick.  He  was  one  oi  the  petitioners  for 
the  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Brunswick  in  1735  with  James  McFar- 
land, David  Dunning,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Dun  lop  and  others.  He 
was,  prior  to  175S,  a  licensed  retailer.  These  early  shops  were  not  con- 
stantly open,  only  when  customers  came  to  make  purchases.  (Wheeler's 
"  Brunswick.")  He  was  chosen  the  representative  to  the  Legislature  from 
Brunswick  in  1776,  and  selectman  for  1752,  1754,  1 7 5 ^ ,  1757,  175S,  1759, 
1 76 1,  1762,  1763,  1764,  1765.  J766.  T/'67,  1772,  1773*  J774,  1776,  1777, 
and  17S2.  Original  proprietor  *  liarpswell  in  1740,  and  representative 
to  Provincial  Legislature  from  there  in  1770.  Representative  to  the 
General  Court  in  1770.  "The  majority  of  the  votes  for  Mr.  Samuel 
Stanwood  were  twentv.  This  is  the  first  mention  of  the  town's  being 
represented  at  the  General  Court."  (Wheeler.)  A  commissioner  to 
present  petition  to  the  General  Court,  May,  1776,  and  delegate  to  the 
General  Court,  June,  1776.  Deacon  Samuel  Stanwood  was  chosen  "  on 
the  Committee  of  Safety  "  in  1776  from  Brunswick  ;  a  marked  honor,  and 
position  of  great  responsibility  during  that  year.  This  distinguished 
gentleman  died  in  1790.  The  inscription  in  the  old  cemetery,  Bruns- 
wick, Me.,  says  :  "Janet,  wife  of  Deacon  Samuel  Stanwood,  died  February 
22,  1776,  in  her  55th  year."  In  the  same  year  he  married,  August  26, 
1776,  Mary  Woodside,  daughter  of  William  Woodside. 

Janet  Lithgow  and  Samuel  Stanwood  had  but  one  child,  Susannah, 
born  in  1744,  who  married  Deacon  Samuel  Dunlop  in  1769.  Pie  was 
born  in  Boothbay,  Me.,  October  16,  1742  ;  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Robert 
Dunlop  and  Janet  Allison  his  wife,  who  came  from  Ireland  in  1735,  and 
settled  in  Brunswick,  a  graduate  of  Edinburgh  University,  in  1733,  anc* 
a  man  of  marked  ability.  Rev.  Robert  Dunlop's  descendants  have  been 
most  distinguished  men,  filling  the  highest  offices  of  the  State. 

Deacon  Samuel  Dunlop  was  chosen  on  the  "Comrrittee  of  Safety" 
in  1779.  with  Samuel  Stanwood,  and  was  a  member,  with  Deacon  Samuel 
Stanwood  and  Deacon  Andrew  Dunning,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He 
was  a  man  highly  respected.     This  gentleman  died  July  28,  1S36. 


GENEALOGICAL   ITEMS  RELATING  TO   THE   HALLEY  AND 
McITKE  FAMILIES. 


By  Eugene  F.  McPike,  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 


The  discoverers  of  that  which  has  had  the  effect  of  causing  our  geo- 
graphical text  books  and  maps  to  be  amplified  and  corrected  are  given 
great  praise,  and  rightly  so,   tmt  the   "explorers  of  the  heavens"  must 
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also  be  accorded  their  due  credit  for  having  rendered,  in  many  instances, 
those  very  discoveries  possible.  Without  the  assistance  which  Astronomy 
has  given    Navigation,  men  would  not  go  down  to  the  sea  with  as  free 

astronomically,  is  no  more  easily  obtainec 
of  knowledge.  Patience,  endurance,  and 
sound  judgment  are  qualities  as  necessary  in  the  one  as  in  the  ethers. 
The  searcher  of  the  skies  .traverses  the  ethereal  depths  with  no  compass 
but  analogy.      His  goal,  outimes,  is  the  invisible. 

Among  the  most  brilliant  names  which  the  science  of  the  stars  has 
given  to  the  world  is  that  of  Edmund  Halley,  who  is,  perhaps,  best,  or 
most  popularly,  known  as  the  discoverer  of  "  Halley 's  comet,"  or,  rather, 
the  first  to  predict  its  return  (which  event,  by  the  way,  will,  it  is  expected, 
again  occur  about  191  1),  although  that  was  but  one;  of  his  many  and 
varied  achievements.  Probably  the  most  nearly  accessible,  extant  life  of 
Halley  is  the  brief  sketch  in  the  "  Encyclopaedia  Britannrca  "  ;  further 
mention  of  him,  however,  being  made  in  the  same  work  in  the  articles 
Newto?i  and  Asfrono?ny.  respectively.  The  sketch  by  "A.  M.  C. "  in  the 
twenty-fourth  volume  of  "Stephens'  Dictionary  of  National  Biography" 
(New  York,  1890)  is  much  fuller,  and  at  the  conclusion  thereof  is  given  an 
invaluable  bibliography  of  the  subject.*  No  biography  of  Edmund  Halley 
has  ever  b^en  published,  although  the  prominent  part  taken  by  him  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Royal  Society  and  the  priceless  service  he  rendered  in 
the  first  publication  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton's  "  Pfincipia,"  as  well  as  his  own 
important  discoveries,  combine  to  make  his  life  one  of  great  interest."]" 
lie  was  born  at  Haggeiston,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch, 
London,  England,  October  29,  1656  (0.  S.),  in  the  third  year  of  the 
Protectorate  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  Of  his  ancestry  no  information  appears 
to  remain,,  further  than  the  statement  that  his  father  (who  was  also  named 
Edmund  Halley  and  was  a  member  of  a  worthy  Derbyshire  family)  was  a 
wealthy  citizen,  and  owned  and  operated  a  soap  manufactory  in  Win- 
chester Street,  London.  Hal  ley's  remarkable  scientific  career  cannot,  in 
this  place,  be  detailed  or  reviewed,  The  investigating  student  has  at  his 
command  ample  means  of  information  on  this  subject.  Lord  Macaulay, 
in  his  "  History  of  England,"  says  that  "Edmund  Halley  investigated  the 
properties  of  the  atmosphere,  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  sea,  the  laws  of 
magnetism,  and  the  course  of  the  comets  ;  nor  did  he  shrink  from  toil, 
peril  and  exile  in  the  cau^e  of  science.  While  he,  on  the  rock  of  Saint 
Helena,  mapped  the  constellations  of  the  southern  hemisphere,  our  Na- 
tional Observatory  was  rising  at  Greenwich."  He  was  elected  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year   1678.      In    1682   he 

*  The  author  "A.  M.  C.t"  however,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  speaks  of  Dr.  Hal- 
ley's  alleged  liberal  ideas  regarding  religious  subjects  in  a  manner  ten  iing  to  leave 
a  false  impression  in  the;  reader's  mind.  Dr.  Halley  was  in  advance  of  the  standard 
of  orthodoxy  at  that  time,  but  his  views  were  only  such  as  have  been  since  acknowl- 
edged (at  least  tacitly)  as  justifiable.  It  is  not  difficult  to  imagine  that  if  the  con- 
temporaries of  Dr.  Halley  were  restored  to  life  they  would  express  considerable 
surprise  to  learn  that  the  highest  dignitaries  of  the  Church  to-day  are,  many  of  them, 
evolutionists;  a  "heresy"  not  even  dreamed  of  then.  The  careful  rca.ier,  before 
forming  an  opinion  of  Dr.  Halley  in  this  particular,  will  do  well  to  read  what  Sir 
David   Brewster  has  to  say  about  it,  in  his  •'  Life  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton." 

f  It  is  indeed  surprising  that  no  biography  of  Dr.  Halley  has  been  published. 
The  material  is  not  inaccessible.  It  would  seem  that  in  view  of  the  expected  return 
of  "  Halley 's  comet,"  and  the  great  public  interest  which  will  be  thereby  aroused, 
such  a  work  could  be  priuted  at  a  profit  to  ail  concerned. 
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married  Mary  Tooke,  a  daughter  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Exchequer,  "with 
whom  he  lived  harmoniously  for  fifty-five  years."  Than  tins  simple 
statement  no  mure  delightful  picture  of  domestic  felicity  is  required. 
After  his  marriage  he  took  up  his  residence  at  Islington.  It  was  about 
two  yeais  later  (August,  168.?)  when  he  made  the  well-known  visit  to  Sir 
Isaac  Newton  at  Cambridge,  resulting,  ultimately,  in  the  publication  of 
the  "  Principia,"  that  wonderful  work  which  caused  a  revolution  in  the 
most  essential  branches  of  natural  philosophy.  By  a  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances, Dr.  Halley  assumed  not  only  the  labor  but  the  actual  expense 
of  publishing  this  great  work,  although  at  much  pecuniary  hazard  to 
himself — and  for  this  he  is  assuredly  entitled  to  the  lasting  gratitude  of 
posterity.  To  the  li  Principia  "  Halley  prefixed  a  set  of  Latin  hexameters, 
composed  by  himself  and  addressed  to  the  author,  the  concluding  line 
being  : 

Nee  fas  est  prophis  mortali  attingere  Divos. 

So  near  the  gods — man  cannot  nearer  go. 

Dr.  Halley  departed  this  life,  January  14,  1742,  fully  possessed  of  all 
his  faculties,  in  the  eighty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  English  people  or  those 
of  English  descent,  who  themselves,  or  whose  ancestors  did,  bear  the  sur- 
name "Halley,"  may,  with' justifiable  pride,  point,  to  this  "indefatigable 
astronomer,"  if  not  as  an  actual  progenitor,  at  least  as  an  early  and  highly 
honored  representative  of  the  family.*  Sir  David  Brewster f  says  of 
him  that  he  "'was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  and  accomplished  phi- 
losophers of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries,"  and  adds  the  fol- 
lowing quotation  from  the  Eloge  of  Halley  by  M.  M'airan  :  "  While  we 
thought  the  eulogium  of  an  astronomer,  a  naturalist,  a  scholar,  and  a 
philosopher,  comprehended  our  whole  subject,  we  have  been  insensibly 
surprised  with  the  history  of  an  excellent  mariner,  an  illustrious  traveller, 
an  able  engineer,  and  almost  a  statesman."  J 

The  writer  has  been  unable  to  locate  any  genealogical  information 
relating  to  the   immediate  descendants  of  Dr.   Halley, §   but  his  grand- 


*  Dr.  Halley's  fame,  even  in  his  own  day,  was  world-wide.  In  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Hal- 
ley, contributed  by  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  Henry  Price,  to  the  "  Eiographia  Britannica" 
(London,  1757),  Vol.  IV.,  p.  2494,  it  is  stated  that  when  Peter  the  Great,  Emperor 
of  Russia,  visited  England,  he  called  for  Dr.  Halley  and  was  so  pleased  with  his  gen- 
eral character  and  wide  knowledge  that  he  admitted  him  familiarly  to  his  table.

§  "  He  had  several  children,  both  sons  and  daughters,  some  of  whom  died  in  in- 
fancy. In  the  history  of  astronomical  discovery,  the  name  of  Halley  wilt  stand  not 
far  from  that  of  Newton,  with  which  it  is  so  closely  associated."  (Imp.  Diet,  of 
Univ.  Biog.,  published  by  William  Mackenzie.  London,  Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  date 
unknown,  prob.  1860-70,  Vol.  II.,  p.  ~38).  In  the  same  work,  opposite  page  787, 
will  be  found  an  excellent  portrait  of  Dr.  Halley,  "  Engraved  by  W.  T.  Fry  from  an 
original  Picture  ascribed  to  Dahi  in  the  possession  of  the  Royal  Society."

Capt.  McPike  probably  removed  from  Maryland  to  Virginia.  He  came 
west  to  Maysviile,  Kentucky  (or  immediate  vicinity),  about  1795.  The 
records  of  Maysville  do  not  show  his  name,  probably  because  of  the  non- 
existence of  any  "  Land  Office  "  at  that  time.  He  married  Martha 
Mountain.  i|     They  had  :

of  a  fmall  village  called  Lee,  where  was  erected  over  him  a  handfome  tomb."  Many 
of  the  rarer  works  relating  to  this  general  subject  are  contained  in  the  Newberry 
Library,  Chicago. 

*  This  statement  is  based  on  farailv  tradition  and  a  reference  to  a"  Miss  Haley 
or  Haly,  a  granddaughter  of  Sir  Edmund  Haley,  English  astronomer,"  in  an  unpub- 
lished MS.  (possessed  by  the  writer),  dated  January  i,  iSSS,  which  was  compiled  by 
the  writer's  father.  Hon.  Henry  Guest  M'Pike,  ex-Mayor  of  Alton,  Madison  County, 
Illinois,  who  had,  in  turn,  copied  it  from  memoranda  given  him  by  his  father,  John 
M'Pike,  some  fifteen  or  twenty  years  previous  to  the  date  last  above-mentioned. 
While  it  is  true  that  Dr.  Haliey  was  never  knighted,  the  use  of  the  title  "Sir" 
clearly  indicates  a  sense  of  the  high  dignity  to  which  he  attained,  and  shows  con- 
clusively that  it  is  the  second  Astronomer-Royal  of  England  to  whom  reference  is 
made.

Spectator  (Lawrenceburg)  for  April  2,  1S25,  contains  notice,  dated  Jan- 
uary 31,  1825,  of  '"',  Dissolution  of  Partnership  "  in  the  printing  business 
K -between  George  H.JDunn  and  John  M'Pike.  The  latter  was  the  editor 
of  The  Indiana  Whig,  a  weekly  newspaper,  the  first  number  of  which 
appeared  April  18,  1834  (published  at  Lawrenceburg).  How  long  he 
continued  this  the  writer  does  not  definitely  know,  but  Vol.  I.,  No.  35, 
January  25,  1844,  was  "  Published  by  Benjamin  B.  Root.".  John  M'Pike 
was  an  Associate  Judge  of  Dearborn  County,  Indiana,  from  1830  to  1  ^ 3 5 , 
and  was  elected   Probate  Judge   in    i$3J.      He  removed  to  Wilmington, 


*  At  the  writer's  request  Prof.  W.  If.  Venable,  of  Cincinnati,  very  kindly  had 
a  careful  search  made  through  old  files  of  Cincinnati  newspapers  for  names  of  mem- 
bers of  "  LaFayette  Committee,"  but  in  vain.  His  able  work,  "  Beginnings  of  Liter- 
ary Culture  in  the  Ohio  Valley.''  contains  several  items  pertaining  to  that  reception. 

Note:  The  names  of  children  of  Capt.  James'-  McPike  are  here  given  in 
order  as  shown  in  unpublished  M.S.  previously  mentioned.  This  is  also  the  authority 
for  other  statements  above  given  as  to  later  descendants. 
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Indiana,  and  subsequently  went  (with  all  his  family  except  one  son, 
Edmund  Halt}')  to  New  Orleans,  expecting  to  find  there  a  good  business 
opening-.  This  was  on  the  eve  of  the  Mexican  War,  and  he  found  it 
necessary  to  return  North,  which  he  did,  going  to  Golconda  and  St. 
Louis,  and  finally  to  Greenville,  Illinois.  There  he  published  and 
edited.  The  New  Era,  a  weekly.  The  writer  has  seen  Vol.  I,,  No.  2, 
October  16,  1847,  showing  at  the  head  of  the  editorial  column  the  name 
of  Zachary  Taylor  as  candidate  for  the  presidency.  This,  it  is  said,  was 
the  fust  announcement  (in  Illinois,  at  least)  of  General  Taylor's  name 
for  that  office.  T/ie  New  Era  contained  several  letters,  signed  "  E.  H.," 
giving  items  relating  to  the  Mexican  War.  These  letters  were  from  John 
MTike's  son,  Edmund  Haley;  above-mentioned.  This  newspaper  was 
not  long  lived.  The  last  number  appeared  (No.  9)  December  j 3,  1847  ; 
the  printing  office  was  sold,  and  John  M'Pike  removed  to  Alton,  Illinois, 
where  he  lived  until  his  decease  in  February,  1876.  He  married  Ly.dia 
Jane  Guest.     They  had  :  *

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PIONEER    PLANTERS  OE   PISCATAWAY,  JJ.  J.,   DURING   THE 
FIRST  HALE  CENTURY  OF  THEIR  SETTLEMENT,  1666-1716.

The  Piscataway  (N.  J,)  planters  settled  there  for  peace  and  quiet  and 
relic-  from  all  kinds  of  contentions.  They  had  endured  their  share  of 
inconvenience  in  New  England  from  the  severities  of  court  justice  and 
the  intolerance  of  the  Established  Church  order.  Piscataway  was  from 
the  first  a  plantation  of  pious  people—establishing  permanent  homes  in 
this  new  and  unsettled  township,  where  they  might  enjoy  the  libera  of 
the  gospel  and  the  fiee  exercise  of  their  own  spiritual  convictions. 

One  liberal  inducement  held  out  from  the  beginning  for  inciting 
emigration  to  East  jersey  was  contained  in  a  paragraph  oi  the  ''Agree- 
ments" of  1664-5  an^  published  throughout  New  England:  "No 
person  qualified  as  a  freeman  shall  be  an}-  ways  molested  or  called  in 
question  for  any  difference  in  opinion  and  practice  in  matters  of  religious 
concernment  ;  but  all  such  persons  may,  from  time  to  time,  freely  and 
fully  enjoy  their  judgments  and  consciences  in  matters  of  religion/' 

This  early  settlement  and  the  neighboring  town  of  Wood  bridge  were 
made  chiefly  from  this  one  motive  of  enjoying  soul  liberty.  For  the 
following  ten  years  emigration  from  the  New  England  provinces  and 
from  Long  Island  to  the  township  of  Piscataway  and  other  parts  of  East 
jersey  was  encouraged  mainly  by  repeated  assurances  from  the  public 
authorities  of  individual  freedom,  both  in  religious  .matters  and  civil 
concerns.  Besides  these  guaranteed  persona!  privileges  there  were  gen- 
erous temporal  inducements  in  the  shape  of  grants  of  land  offered  to 
newcomers. 

The  title  to  ail  the  land  in  East  jersey  was  vested  at  this  time  in  two 
English  gentlemen,  by  deed  from  James,  Duke  of  York,  who  had  him- 
self received  it,  with  other  vast  territory  adjacent,  from  his  brother,  King 
Charles  IE,  by  royal  patent  dated  March  12,    1664. 

The  deed  from  the  Duke  conveyed,  at  first,  the  whole  of  New  jersey 
to  Sir  George  Carteret  and  Lord  John  Berkeley,  who,  as  joint  owners, 
promulgated  the  noted  "'Articles  and  Agreements/'  just  referred  to, 
through  their  representative,  Governor  Philip  Carteret.  By  subsequent 
division  of -the  province  in  1676,  East  jersey  became  entirely  the  posses- 
sion of  Sir  George.  He,  in  turn,  or  the  representatives  of  his  estate,  in 
16S2,  disposed  of  ids  snare  to  William  Penn  and  a  syndicate  of  eleven 
others,  most!)'  Quakers,  as  will  be  further  mentioned. 

The  original  pi'oneers  to  take  up  land  in  Piscataway.  under  the  gen- 
erous terms  of  "The  Concessions  and  Agreements  of  me  Lords  Proprie- 
tors of  the  Province  c^;  New  jersey/'  were  :  Hugh  Dunn,  John  Martin. 
Hopewell  Hull,  and  Charles  Gill  man. 

They  came  in  1666  from  the  most  northeastly  settlements  in  New  Eng- 
land, on  the  border  line  between  what  is  now  the  States  of  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire.  Their  Woodbridge  (N.  J.)  friends,  from  Newbury,  "Mass., 
a  short  time  before,  had  bought,  for  ^8o,  from  the  -t  Eiizabethtown 
Grant/'  of  1664-5,  a  lame  tract  King  between  the  Rahwa\  and  Raritan 
Rivers.  This  Woodbridge  deed  was  dated  December  11,  1666.  Just  a 
week  thereafter,  December  iS,  1666,  one-third  of  the  purchase  was  con- 
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veyed  to  the  four  persons  above  named,  who  called  the  place  'c  New  Pis- 
cataqua,"  at  first,  in  memory  of  the  district  they  came  from  in  New  Eng- 
land. By  an  endorsement  made  on  the  deed,  May  11,  1668,  there  had 
beer:  "joined  to  them  in  the  meantime,  to  be  their  associates,  John 
Oilman,  benjamin  Hull,  Robert  Dennis,  and  John  Smith,"  all  from 
neighboring  localities  in  the  mosTTeirrnte  Eastern   provinces. 

As  a  provision  in  the  deed  specified  the  speed}-  settlement  of  two 
townships,  no  delay  must  be  had  in  fulfilling  this  agreement,  and  others 
were  invited  to  lake  up  farms  within  their  boundaries.  These  few  (8) 
Piseataway  planters  were  soon  followed  by  other  friends  and  acquaint- 
ances from  New  England,  viz. :

and  possibly  a  few  others,  mostly  with  wives  and  children.  But  the 
required  number    oi'  actual  settlers  up  to  this  time,   167c— 1,  had  not  yet 

purchased  land  and  made  such  improvements  as  were  specified  in  the 
grant  to  the  original  patentees.  The  Governor,  however,  waived  all  legal 
objections  on  the  promise  of  renewed  efforts  to  enlarge  the  population 
and  develop  the  territory. 

Before  a  half  dozen  more  winters  had  passed,  the  neighborhood  was 
familiar  with  the  following  names  (1675-80),  as  recent  purchasers  :

Up  to  this  period,  a.d.  16.S0,  nearly  all  the  settlers  had  come  from 
plantation's  in  New  England  colonies,  or  from  Long  Island.  About  the 
end  of  the  second  decade  of  settlement  (1685-6)  there  began  to  be  a 
decided  increase  in  foreign  population  direct  from  the  Old  World. 

Under  date  of  April  16,  i68r,  the  trustee-  of  the  estate  of  Sir  George 
Carteret  (one  of  the  late  Lords  Proprietors  and  at  this  tin  e  owner  of  the 
province)  made  a  proposal  in  England  her  the  sale  of  East  Jersey  for  the 
small  sum  of  four  or  five  thousand  pounds  sterling.  Failing  to  obtain  a 
customer  by  private  application,  the  territory  was  offered  at  public  auc- 
tion in  London  to  the  highest  bidder.  William  Penn  and  eleven  asso- 
ciates, as  previously  staTed.  purchased  the  title  and  government  for 
^"3.400,  and  a  deed  was  given  them  February  1st  and  2d.  16S2.  It  was 
following  this  change  of  ownership  that  the  marked  increase  of  immi- 
gration from  the  Old  World  above  allude  i  to  was  "noticeable  mostly  by 
representatives  and  servants  of  the  new  owners,  ddie  additional  impetus 
to  immigration,  imparted  by  this  change  of  proprietorship,  was  beneficial 
in  more  ways  than  simply  increase  of  population.  Within  a  few  months 
twelve  others  became  equal   owners   in   the    soil,   making  oi  a   company 
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twenty-four  land  holders  composed  of  a  strange  mingling  of  professions, 
religions,  and.  politics.  But  they  immediately  gave  assurance  thru,  the 
same  liberal  terms  formerly  granted  would  be  assiduously  maintained,  as 

well  as  the  unrestricted  rights  of  all  settlers  in  mailers  of  church. 

The  names  of  the  new  owners  of  East  jersey,  most  of  whom  remained 
in  their  European  homes,  were  the  following,  besides  William  Penn  : 

James,  Earl  of  Perth.

Robert  Barclay,  a  famous  Quaker  Controversialist,  and  his  brother 
David  Barclay.

Edward  Byllinge,  a  gentleman  from  same  shire  who  sold  out  to  David 
Cox. 
ylRobert  West,  a  London  barrister. 

Thomas  Cooper,  Jno.  Heywood,  who  conveyed  his  interest  to  John 
Burnet. 

Hugh  Hartshorn,  Clement  Plumstead,  Gawen  Lawrie,  William  Gib- 
son, Thomas  Barker  and  James  Brain,  all  merchants  and  well-to-do 
gentleman  of  London. 

Thomas  Warne  and  Robert  Turner,  business  men  of  Dublin. 

Robert  Gordon,  of  Clunie,  who  soon  transferred  his  share  to  Gawen 
Lawrie,  Deputy  Governor. 

Samuel  Groom,  surveyor-general,  whose  portion  was  shortly  passed 
over  to  William  Doc.kwra. 

Ambrose  Rigg.  of  Surrey,  and  Arent  Sonmans,  a  Hollander  by  birth, 
whose  son  Peter,  inheriting  his  estate  and  coming  to  New  jersey,  became 
the  largest  owner  of  any  one  of  the  proprietors. 

The  Quakers  being  in  the  majority  among  these  recent  purchasers,  at 
once  became  possessors  of  a  kingdom  nearly  all  their  own.  Their  migra- 
tion by  thousands  to  the  shores  of  the  Jerseys,  especially  to  the  south- 
western sections  ;  their  occupation  of  the  soil  for  immediate  and  perma- 
nent improvement,  and  their  management  of  government  affairs  for  a 
short  time  following,  became  one  of  the  most  notable  events  in  the  clos- 
ing years  of  the  seventeenth  century.  Under  their  peaceful  dispensation 
for  a  few  years  the  province  greatly  improved  in  commercial  and  agricul- 
tural advancement,  as  well  as  in  its  civil  government. 

This  contented  state  of  affairs  lasted  less  than  ten  years,  when  the 
government  became  at  loose  ends  and  very  little  increase  followed  from 
new  comers.  The  number  of  proprietors  had  become  so  largely  extended 
every  year  by  sales  of  their  rights  that,  with  their  varied  nationality  and 
^diversity  of  religious  as  well  as  political  views,  it  was  rendered  impossible 
to  secure' unanimity  in  the  councils  oi  the  province.  Finally  a  crisis 
came  in  1702.  when  the  government  of  East  Jersey  was  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered by  the  proprietors  and  people  into  the  hands  of  the  Crown. 
Subsequent  historv  proved  the  wisdom  ol  this  course  in  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  country  under  a  Colonial  management. 

At  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  East  Jersey  to  the  twenty-four  proprie- 
tors in  16S2  the  population  of  Piscataway  was  estimated  at  about  four  hun- 
dred, occupying  the  town  lots  and  outlying  plantations  on  both  sides  of 
the  Radian  River,  embracing  some  fortv  thousand  acres. 
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Prominent  among  the  other  citizens  urn]   freeholders  of  Piscataway  at 

a  date  just  previous  to  the  close  of  the  Proprietary  period  (1702),  were  the 
following  property  owners  and  residents,    many  of  whom   were   sons  of 

pioneer  planters,  whose  names  are  indicated  in  italics,  as  far  as  known  by 
the  writer  :

_  These  constituted  the  heads  of  families  composing-  the  community 
owning  farms  or  living  within  the  township  of  Piscataway,  as  described 
in  laws  of  1693,  under  the  Proprietary  Government.

These  are  the  names  of  most  of  the  early  settlers  of  Piscataway  during 
the  first  half  century  (1666-1716)  who,  with  their  wives,  laid  the  foun- 
dations of  society  and  assisted  in  establishing  its  political,  social,  and 
religious  reputation.  These  are  they  who  cleared  the  forests,  tilled  the 
soil,  built  their  homes,  and  peopled  the  township  with  men  and  women 
who  lived  and  wrought  after  them,  and  dying,  have  left  a  posterity  to 
take  up  the  work  and  continue  it  in  the  strength  of  the  God  of  their 
fathers.  Thus  il  one  generation  passeth  away  and  another  generation

In  memory  of  Isaac  van  Deusen,  who  died  January  14th,  1796,  in  the 
92nd  year  of  his  age.

In  memory  of  Mrs.  Fiche  van  Deusen,  the  late  consort  of  Mr.  Isaac 
van  Deusen,  who  was  born  November  the  30th,  1702,  and  died  June 
28th,  1777.  in  the  75th  year  of  her  age.

[She  was  a  daughter  of  Coonrod  Burghardt,  the  founder  of  the  Housa- 

tonic  Colony,  lacer  Sheffield  and  Great  Harrington.] 

In  memory  of  Isaac  van  Deusen,  Junior,  who  died  the  1  tth  of  April 
18  16.  in  the  73rd  year  pf  his  age. 

[He  was  Isaac  the  Second,  youngest  son  of  Isaac  the  First,  and 
inherited  the  Manor  house  and  part  01  the  Manor.] 

In  memory  oi  Mrs.  Katharine  van  Deusen,  the  late  consort  o£  Mr. 
Isaac  van  Deusen,  Junior,  and  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Jacob  Spoor,  who 
was  born  November  301b.  1744,  and  was  joined  in  matrimony  with  said 
Isaac  October  rth,  1767,  and  died  May  4th,  1794.  in  the  5.0th  year  of 
her  age. 

Isaac  I.  van  Deusen,  died  May  1 6th,  1S31,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age. 

[He  was  Isaac  the  Third,  eldest  sorfl5f  Isaac  the  Second,  and  inher- 
ited the  Minor-  house  and  part  of  the  Manor,  and  inserted  his  lather's 
Christian  name  afier  the  death  of  the  latter.] 
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Christina,  wife  of  Isaac  I.  van  Deusen,  died  September  2nd,  1830,  in 
the  65th  year  of  her  age. 

[She  was  a  daughter  of  Nicholas  Spoor.] 

In  memory  of  Mrs.  Jamima  Spoor,  wife  of  Mr.  Michael  Spoor,  and 
daughter  of  Mr.  Abraham  van  Deusen,  who  died  September  24th,  1S1 5, 
in  the  47th  year  of  her  age 

[Her  father,  Abraham  the  First,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Isaac  the  First, 
and  lived  in  one  of  the  houses  on  van  Deusen  Manor,  This;  van  Deusen 
branch  is  extinct.] 

In  memory  of  Mrs.  Caty,  wife  of  Mr.  John  van  Deusen.  who  died 
August  the  4th,  ,\,n.    1789,  in  the  46th  year  of  her  age.

Isaac  van  Deusen,  died  November  7th,   1854,  aged  85  years.. 
[He  was  Isaac  the  Fourth,  and  the  second  son  of  John  the  First.] 

Eve,  wife  of  Isaac  van  Deusen,  died  March  14th,  1830,  aged  63  years. 

[S\\e  was  a  daughter  of  Richard  van  Huyck,  of  Lee,  and  Jemima  van 

Deusen,  the  eldest  child,  and  only  matured  daughter  of  Isaac  the  First.] 

Abraham  von  Deusen  died  May  12th,  1856,  aged  S3  years. 

[He  was  Abraham  the  Second  and  the  second  son  of  Isaac  the  Second.] 

Sarah,  wife  of  Abraham  van  Deusen,  died  December  3rd,  1S37,  aged 
6y  years. 

[She  was  a  daughter  of  Nicholas  Spoor.] 

Jacob  van  Deusen,  died  September  261b,  1S42,  in  the  73rd  year  of 
his  age. 

[He  was  Jacob  the  Second,  third  son  of  Isaac  the  Second.] 

Jane,  wife  of  Jacob  van  Deusen,  died  January  12th,  1853,  aged  78 
years. 

[She  was  a  daughter  of  William  Hollenbeck,  of  Athens,  Greene 
County,  New  York.]

Coonrod  van  Deusen,  died  December  28,  tSiS,  aged  Si  years. 
[He  was  Coonrod  the  First,  second  son  of  Isaac  the  First,  and  lived  in 
the  brown-stone  house  on  van  Deusen  Manor.] 

Rachel,  wife  of  Coonrod  van  Deusen,  died  August  6,  1 S 2 5.  aged  So 
years. 

[She  was  a  daughter  of  John  Hollenbeck.] 

In  mem  or}'  of  Mr.  Jacob  van  Deusen,  who  departed  this  life  May 
26th,  a-.'d.  18  1  2,  aged  71  years. 

[He  was  Jacob  the  First,  fifth  son  of  Isaac  the  First,  and  the  father  of 
Isaac  the  Seventh,  who  did  very  much  for  the  village  of  van  Deusen, 
which  was  named  in  his  honor,  in  the  early  part  of  the  century,  and 
whose  son,  the  late  Rev.  Fdwin  Martin  van  Deusen,  D.  D.,  was  a  dis- 
tinguished clergyman  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Isaac  the  Seventh  later 
inserted  his  mother's  maiden  name  Laird,] 
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In  memory  of  Miss.  Ficha  van  Dusen,  daughter  of  Mr.  Jacob  and 
Mrs.  Mary  van  Dusen,  who  died  January  22nd,  1812,  aged  20  years. 

In  memory  of  Miss  Rachel  van  Dusen,,  daughter  of  Mr.  Jacob  and 
Mrs.  Mary  van  Dusen,  who  died  April  4th,  1812,  in  the  18th  year  of  her 
age. 

[They  were  the  only  daughters  of  Jacob  the  First  and  Mary  Hart,  and 
met  their  early  deaths  as  the  result  of  being  thrown  from  their  sleigh 
into  the  snow  as  they  were  returning  from  a  ball.  They  were  buried  in 
white  gowns,  which  they  embroidered  at  their  father's  home,  the  Wil- 
liams Mansion,  now  in  the  village  of  van  Deusen,  at  the  same  time  that 
their  cousin,  Catherine  van  Deusen,  only  daughter  of  Isaac  the  Third, 
embroidered  the  one  which  she  wore  when  she  married  Isaac  Wheeler. 
One  of  the  slaves  mourned  himself  to  death,  owing  to  the  deaths  of 
Jacob  the  First  and  his  two  daughters  in  about  four  months.] 

Isaac  van  Deusen,  died  April  20,  i860,  aged  87  years.

Later  inserted  ins  mother's  maiden  name,  Hollenbeck.] 

In  memory  of  Mrs.  Fiche  Burget,  wife  of  Lambert  Burger,  who 
died  August  31st,   1  S  1 6,  aged  53  years. 

[Site  was  the  eldest  daughter  of  Coonrod  the  First.] 

In  memory  of  Miss  Gesie  van  Deusen,  who  died  April  5th,  18 18, 
aged  39  years. 

[She  was  the  third  daughter  of  Coonrod  the  First.] 

Lana  v.  D.  Sharts,  born  August  26,  17S6,  died  April  10,  1854. 

[She  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  Coonrod  the  First,  and  the  wife  of 
Joseph  Sharts,  M.D.] 

This  stone  is  erected  in  affectionate  Remembrance  of  Allen  van 
Deusen,  son  of  John  C.  and  Rebecca  van  Deusen,  who  departed  this 
life  November  2  ist,  1825,  in  the  20th  year  of  his  age. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death. 

Man  couieth  up  like  a  flower  and  is  cut  down. 

[Johr  C.  van  Deusen  was  John  the  Third,  second  son  of  Coonrod 
the  First,  and  later  inserted  his  father's  Christian  name.  Flis  wife  was  a 
de  Freese.j 

Some  of  the  early  van  Deusens  were  buried' in  these  cemeteries  with- 
out headstones,  and  some  were  buried  elsewhere.  The  numbers  attached 
to  their  names  in  life  to  distinguish  them  were  not  used  on  their  head- 
stones, as  they  changed  their  numbers  thus  :-— Isaac  the  Third,  en  the 
death  of  his  grandfather,  Isaac  the  First,  became  Isaac  the  Second,  while 
his  father  who  had  been  Isaac  the  Second,  became  Isaac  van  Deusen., 
and  on  the  death  of  the  latter  he  became  Isaac  I.  van  Deusen.  If  they 
had  always  kept  their  original  numbers  it  would  have  been  less  confusing. 
The  van  Deusen  slaves,  whose  graves  are  now  obliterated,  were  buried 
just  south  of  the  van  Deusen  Manor  Cemeterv,  which  was  originally  only 
for  the  family,  and  which  commands  beautiful  and  extensive  views. 
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"Capt.  George"  was  the  son  of  Shubal  Gorham  and  Puella  Hussey, 
and  grandson  of  Capt.  John  Gorham  and  his  wife  Desire  Rowland. 

Mr.  Henry  S.  Gorham,  of  Brooklyn,  printed  in  the  Barnstable  Patriot 
of  March  3,  1S97,  some  extracts  from  Capt.  George  Gorham 's  Log  Look. 
The  following  item  from  it  shows  that  "Capt.  George"  had  every  oppor- 
tunity to  know  the  earliest  records  of  the  "family. 

"Tuesday  Sept  26,  1727. 

"This  24.  hours  fair  weather  and  wind  S.  W.  still.  We  went  down 
to  Yarmouth,  and  from  thence  to  Barnstable,  and  had  a  good  civil  frolic 
with  several  of  our  former  acquaintance,  and  they  treated  us  civilly  and 
we  lodged  at  Job  Gorhams" 

The  fac-simile  of  the  "  Register  "  of  the  family  of  "  John  Gorham  and 
Eliza  Allen  "  is  that  of  Col.  John  Gorham,  of  Louisburg  fame.  A  full 
list  of  the  names  of  his  fifteen  children  has  not  been  previously  printed. 

The  writer  is  indebted  to  Mr.. John  M.  Gorham,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
for  the  use  of  the  original  records  ( ' l  Wast  Book").

The  above  is  the  oldest  of  four  houses  now  standing  on  the  farm  once 
owned  by  Capt.  John  Gorham,  who  settled  in  Barnstable  in  1652.  It  is 
alluded  to  in  the  will  of  Lieut. -Col.  John  Gorham,  dated  1716,  thus  :  "I 
give  to  Shubael  the  house  in  which  he  now  lives,  and  the  lands  called 
Stoney  Cove  lands."  It  is  alluded  to  in  the  New  England  Historical  and 
Genealogical  Register  for  January,  1S96,  and  the  Editor  has  had  this 
engraving  made  \o  accompany  the  fac-similes  of  the  "Wast  Book." 
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THE   TABLET   AND   THE   SEAL. 

The  members  of  the  Society  will  be  gratified  to  see  the  new  additions 
to  our  building,  viz.,  the  memorial  tablet  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Underbill 
Coles,  and  the  bronze  model  of  the  official  seal,  both  of  which  were 
designed  and  executed  by  the  Messrs.  Lamb  of  New  York. 

The  tablet,  which  measures  two  feet  wide  by  three  in  length,  is  carved 
in  Irish  graystone,  a  material  which  is  growing  in  favor  among  sculptors 
on  account  of  its  texture,  which  enables  the  chisel  to  cut  much  finer  and 
more  delicate  work  upon  its  surface  than  is  the  case  with  other  stones, 
thus  permitting  the  spirit  of  the  artist  to  speak  more  clearly. 

The  seal,  which  will  be  seen  on  the  front  of  the  building  by  all 
passers-by,  is  a  fac-simile,  two  feet  in  diameter,  in  massive  bronze,  of 
the  seal  of  our  charter.  The  illustrations  we  give  of  both  pieces  are  from 
photographic  reproductions  in  half-tone. 
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PROCEEDINGS   OF   THE   SOCIETY. 


The  Society  held  its  first  regular  meeting  of  the  season  on  the  evening 
of  Friday.  October  8th.  Col.  Woolsey  R.  Hopkins  delivered  an  address 
on  "Admiral  Esek  Hopkins,"  in  which  he  introduced  extracts  from  the 
MSS.  of  Rev.  S.  M.  Hopkins,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  giving:  a  very  interest- 
ing account  of  the  life  and  services  of  one  of  our  country's  early  naval 
heroes.  At  this  meeting  the  memorial  tablet  to  Mrs.  Coles  (an  illustra- 
tion of  which  is  given  on  another  page)  was  unveiled  with  appropriate 
ceremonies,  including  an  address  by  Gen.  Egbert  L.  Viele. 

On  November  12th  the  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  L.  Cuyler,  of  Brooklyn, 
gave  a  delightful  talk  on  "Personal  Reminiscences  of  Wordsworth,  Car- 
lyle,  and  other  Notabilities."  Dr.  Cuyler  visited  Europe  soon  after  his. 
graduation  from  Princeton  in  1841,  and  while  in  England  called  on  the 
poet  Wordsworth,  whom  he  described  as  "  dressed  in  an  old  blue  coat, 
check  trousers  and  waistcoat,  a  big  slouch  hat,  some  careless  rig  about  his 
neck,  and  goggles  on  his  eyes."     He  also  met  Dr.  John  Brown,  the  author 
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of  that  most  delightful  book,  "  Rab  and  his  Friends  "  ;  Sir  George  Harvey, 
the  artist ;  Dickens,  and  Carlyle— all  of  whom  he  described  with  keen, 
trenchant  humor  and  abundant  anecdote. 

On  the  evening  of  December  ioth,  Dr.  John  R.  Bailey  read  an  inter- 
esting paper  on  "  Mackinac  Island  and- its  Associations."  Mr.  Hurry,  in 
a  few  well-chosen  words,  paid  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Henry 
Thayer  Drowne,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Society  and  its  former  Presi- 
dent, whose  death  had  occurred  but  a  few  hours  before.

SeAl  of  the  Society. — In  relation  to  the  seal  of  our  Society,  which  was  designed 
in  1869  by  Dr.  Samuel  Edward  Stiles,  and  a  bronze  copy  of  which  has  recently  been 
placed  on  the  front  of  our  building.  Dr.  Henry  Reed  Stiles,  our  first  President, 
writes  us  as  follows  :  "In  regard  to  the  seal,  I  may  take  it  upon. myself  to  say,  in 
my  brother's  place,  as  to  its  origin,  that  we  both  conferred  together  upon  it,  though 
the  merit  of  the  final  design  rests  entirely  with  him.  The  arms  of  the  State  of 
New  York  occupying  one-half  of  the  shield  was  a  matter  of  course,  indicating  the 
field  of  the  Society's  operations.  The  three  books  in  the  other  half,  borrowed  from 
the  seal  (or  coat  of  arms)  of  one  of  the  colleges  of  Oxford,  stand,  in  our  minds,  as 
properly  typifying  the  three  books  or  lines  of  our  Society's  work,  viz.  :  History,  Gene- 
alogy, and  Biography.  The  motto,  '  Et  Patribus  et  Posteritati '  (freely  translated, 
1  Both  for  the  honor  of  Ancestry  and  of  Posterity  '),.was  loaned  by  me  to  the  Society, 
it  being  a  portion  of  my  own  literary  trademark."  A  reproduction  of  the  seal,  as 
shown  in  bronze  on  the  front  of  the  Society  building,  will  be  found  on  another  page 
of  The  Record. 

Tablet  to  Mrs.  Coles. — A  stone  tablet  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Underbill 
Coles,  by  whose  generous  bequest  of  $20,000,  added  to  the  funds  already  in  hand, 
the  Society  was  enabled  to  purchase  the  building  it  now  occupies,  has  been  placed 
on  the  wall  of  the  entrance  hall,  and  was  dedicated,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  at  a 
recent  meeting.

•  OBITUARIES. 

Baetjek,  Herman.  —  A  native  of  Bremen,  Germany,  and  engaged  in  the  im- 
porting business  in  New  York  for  the  past  forty-four  years,  died  in  this  city,  July  13, 
1897,  aged  58  years.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Captain  Herman  Baetjer,  who 
belonged  to  an  old  and  well-known  Bremen  family  ;  was  the  husband  of  Mrs.  Cathe- 
rine P.  Baetjer,  a  resident  member  of  this  Society,  and  leaves  two  surviving  sisters 
and  a  brother  in  Bremen. 

Cass,  Charles  Yv\,  President  of  the  Cass  Realty  Co..  of  New  York  City,  died 
in  Norway,  August  II,  1897.  lie  became  a  member  of  this  Society,  November  17, 
1S93.      He  left  a  widow.      Further  information  has  been  sought  for,  but  not  obtained. 

Drowne,  Henry  Thayer,  an  early  member,  and  from  18S1-18S5  President,  of 
this  Societv,  died  at  his  residence,  Xo.  147  West  Thirty-sixth  Street,  this  city, 
December  10,  1897.  He  was  born  at  Woodstock,  Conn.,  March  23,  1S22,  and 
derived  descent  from  Leonard  Drowne,  who  was  an  early  emigrant  to  Xew  England, 
and  whose  descendants  have  been  mostly  identified  with  the  Colony  and  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Drowne  in  1841  cause  to  this  city,  where  he  passed  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  The  readers  of  the  Xew  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record  will  find  a  very  full  biography  of  Mr.  Drowne  in  the  volume  for  jSS6,  pages 
215-217,  accompanied  by  an  excellent  likeness  of  the  fourth  President  of  our  Society. 
This  carefully  prepared  article  obviates  the  necessity  of  any  more  extended  obituary 
at  this  time.  To  what  is  therein  stated  we  may,  however,  add  that  ".-dr.  Drowne  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  General  Society  of  the  Cincinnati, 
and  as  such  held  in  custody  the  original  article  of  incorporation  of  that  society,  signed 
by  General  Washington,  and  all  the  Revolutionary  generals  ;  that  he  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Xew  York  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  ;  also  of  the  Church 
of  the  Transfiguration  ("  Little  Church  around  the  Corner")  for  thirty-three  years  ; 
and  that .  as  secretary,  director,  and  president  he  served  the  old  National  Fire 
Insurance  of  this  city  for  forty-seven  years.  '    •_ 

It  remains  for  us  who  survive  him  only  to  express  our  deep  sense  of  the  loss 
winch  our  Society  has  sustained  in  his  death,  and  to  quote  (with  a  slight  change  of 
tense)  from  the  article  above  referred  to  the  following  well-deserved  tribute  to  Mr. 
Drowue's  life  characteristics: 

"  It  may  be  truly  said  of  turn  that  he  was  never  happier  thaa  when  rendering  to 
others  (and  frequently  entire  strangers)  those  little  services  which,  however  slight  he 
seemed  to  consider  them,  are  of  such  inestimable  value  to  the  literary  worker  and 
scholar." 

And  again:  "  It  may  be  said  of  Mr.  I'rowne  that  Ids  delicate  ^ense  of  courtesy — 
springing  from  an  inherited  quality  of  refined  tastes  and  genuine  kindness  of  heart — ■ 
and  his  unselfish  spirit  of  helpfulness  contributed  largely,  th  >  igh  most  unostenta- 
tiously, to  the  welfare  of  every  association  —  social,  literary,  .v.  I  religious — with  which 
he  was  connected,  and  drew  to  him  a  wide  circle  of  friends,  whose  sincere  apprecia- 
tion and  respect  reflected  upon  his  daily  life  that  atmosphere  in  which  every  thought- 
ful scholar  delights  to  dwell." 

Drowne,  Rev.  Thomas  Stafford,  D.D.,  younger  brother  of  Henry  Thayer 
Drowne  (above  mentioned),  died  just  one  month  earlier  than  the  latter,  X'ovember  10, 
1S97,  at  Colchester,  Conn.  He  was  born  at  Fruit  Hill,  Xorth  Providence,  R.  I., 
July  9,    1S23  ;  graduated  at  lirown   University  in    1845  and  at   the  General   Theo- 
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logical  Seminary,  New  York  City,  in  1846  ;  was  admitted  to  priest's  orders,  July  r, 
1849,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn  Heights,  On  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, 1848,  he  became  assistant  minister  of  that  parish,  which  positon  lie  held  until 
1S5S,  when  he  was  elected  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Brooklyn,  where  he  served  for 
seventeen  years.  In  1S78  he  removed  to  Garden  City,  L.  I.,  having  been  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  the  Divinity  School  on  the  Cathedral  foundation  and  Ministei  in 
Charge  of  the  services  there.  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Pong  Island  since  its  erec- 
tion, he  was  in  1S70  appointed  Registrar  and  Historiographer  of  the  diocese.  Dr. 
Drowne  was  a  man  of  great  culture,  a  student  especially  of  architecture,  and  associated 
with,  the  late  Minard  Lafever,  architect,  in  the  preparation  of  "  The  Architectural 
Instructor."  He  was  fond  of  the  arts  and  of  literature  in  all  its  branches,  a  lover  and 
collector  of  books  and  pictures.  In  1867  he  published  "A  Commemorative  Dis- 
course on  the  Completion  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn,"  and  an 
address  at  the  memorial  service  on  occasion  of  unveiling  the  mural  tablet  erected,  in 
3871,  to  its  founders.  He  was  a  keen  historical  student,  as  was  testified  by  his  mem- 
bership in  several  State  historical  societies,  as  well  as  in  this  Society  of  ours. 

Dr.  Drowne  married.  (1)  April  13,  1852,  Anne  C.  Beatty,  who  died  April  19, 
1S60  ;  (2)  July  15,  1S69,  Georgiana  Morgan.  For  the  last  (ew  years  he  resided  at 
Flatbush,  L.  I.  He  was  buried  at  Portland,  Conn.,  and  a  widow  and  one  son, 
Leonard  B.,  survive  him. 

EDSALL,  Thomas  HENRY,  formerly  of  the  New  York  Bar,  but  more  lately  a 
resident  of  Colorado,  died  at  Colorado  Springs  in  that  State,  October  26,  1S97.  Mr. 
Edsall,  a  descendant  of  English  and   Dutch  families  prominent  in   the  colonial   affairs 

of  New  York  and  New  Jer- 
sey, was  born  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  passed  a  portion 
of  his  youth  at  Goshen,  N. 
Y.,  was  educated  at  acade- 
mies in  New  York  and  New- 
England,  and  graduated  A. P. 
from  Brown  University  in 
]86l.  Pmtering  with  ardor 
into  the  war  just  then  open- 
ing between  North  and 
South,  he  was  commissioned 
Adjutant  of  the  176th  Regi- 
ment New  York  Volun- 
teers in  1S62  ;  served  with 
his  regiment  in  the  Gulf  and 
on  detached  service  at  head- 
quarters until  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  enlistment, 
near  the  close  of  1S62.  Pie 
then  resumed  the  study  of  the 
law  (commenced  prior  to  en- 
tering the  army)  in  the  offices 
of  O'Conor  &  Dunning,  and 
at  Columbia  College  Paw 
School,  and  was  finally  ad- 
mitted to  the  Bar  in  the 
spring  of  1865.  His  earlier 
years  in  the  profession  were 
largely  spent  in  making  pre- 
liminary researches,  etc.,  for 
Mr.  O'Conor  in  his  trials  of 
the  validity  of  Madame  ju- 
mel's  will  ;  the  indictment  of 
Jefferson  Davis  for  high  trea- 
and  as  a  junior  member  of  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Corrections,  organized  by 
-ists   of  the   city,  for  the    prosecution    of  the  Tweed    Ring.       In  1866  he 
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eminent  ju 
formed  a  partner 
and   upon 


hip   with    Theo.  M.    Davis,  under   firm   name  of  Davis    &    Edsall  ; 

the    dissolution    of  the  old    firm   of  O'Conor  &   P)unning,    he   became  a 

member  of  the    firm   of   Dunning,  Edsall   &    Hart   (later  Dunning,    Edsall,  Hart    & 
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Fowler),  in  which  he  took  an  active  part  until  impaired  health  caused  his  removal  to 
Colorado  in  1SS6.  Willi  the  restoration  of  health  in  the  mountains,  he  resumed  in 
1890  the  practice  of  law  in  the  well-known  law  firm  of  Pattison,  Edsall  &  Hobson, 
of  Denverand  Colorado  Springs,  Co!.,  at  which  latter  place  he  resided,  and  was  gen- 
eral counsel  for  several  large  railway,  mining,  irrigation,  and  other  corpoiations 
operating  in  Colorado,  Utah,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas,  and  was  a 
director  in  several  of  them. 

During  his  earlier  law  career  in  New  York  City,  Mr.  Edsall  became  interested 
in  the  early  history  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  to  which  he  made  several  contri- 
butions ;  was  an  active  member  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society;  member  and 
trusi.ee  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society,  for  which  he  pre- 
pared several  genealogical  papers  of  value.  He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  and 
Vice-President  of  the  New  York  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  ;  a  member 
of  the  University  Club  ;  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States;  of  the  Holland 
Society  of  New  York  ;  the  leading  clubs  of  1  >enver  and  Colorado  Springs,  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Country  Club  at  the  latter  place. 

Mr,  Edsall  is  survived  by  a  widow  (Marie  L.  Burroughs,  of  New  York  City, 
whom  he  married  soon  after  his  return  from  the  army)  and  two  sons.  Burroughs  Ed- 
sall, engaged  in  mining  at  Cripple  Creek,  and  Clarence  Edsall,  a  broker  at  Colorado 
Springs.

This  volume  was  prepaied  from  the  manuscript  of  the  father  by  the  sons  of 
Eleazer  Franklin  Pratt  and  has  been  published  in  the  somewhat  incomplete  form  in 
which  he  left  it.  It  is  replete  with  interest  from  cover  to  cover,  beginning  with  a 
delightful  account  of  the  adventures  of  Henry  Pratt  and  ending  with  a  verbatim 
transcription  of  the  "  Narrative  of  Phinehas  Pratt." 

A  History  of  the  Town  of  East  Hampton,  N.  Y.  By  Henry  P.  Hedges.

A  portion  of  this  book  has  been  devoted  to  a  compilation  by  the  author  of  an 
anniversary  address  delivered  in  1849,  and  of  the  printed  introductions  to  the  four 
published  volumes  of  the  Town  Records.  This  takes,  however,  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  volume,  the  remainder  being  a  history  of  the  town  by  Mr.  Pledges,  written 
after  long  years  of  patient  labor.  The  feature  which,  makes  this  work  of  special 
interest  to  the  genealogist  is  the  appendix  of  extensive  family  records,  which,  when 
we  consider  the  author's  regard  for  accuracy,  are  probably  as  near  correct  as  they  can 
be  made.

Here  is  such  a  book  2s  genealogists  would  be  delighted  to  see  published  by  every 
town  in  old  New  England.  It  is  a  compilation  of  the  facts  its  title  indicates  from 
ancient  land  and  church  records.  These  the  author  has  arranged  alphabetically, 
without  comment,  thus  giving  a  veritable  copy  of  the  records  of  that  town.      If  for 
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no  other  reason  than  to  preserve  its  records  from  the  destructiveness  of  too  frequent 

handling  and  the  iconoclastic  tendencies  of  nineteenth-century  vandals,  every  town 
in  the  cradle  of  America  ought  to  appropriate  sums  sufficient  to  publish  such  a  book.

A  very  complete  record  of  the  descendants  of  William  King  of  Monson,  Mass., 
with  an  index;  of  over  fifteen  hundred  names,  which  is  indeed  a  large  number  for  a 
small  volume.  It  contains  fifteen  plates,  a.  map,  and  a  genealogical  chart,  as  well  as 
an  appendix  giving  short  records  of  other  Kings.

These  records,  printed  by  order  of  the  town,  will  be  received  gladly  by  those 
particularly  interested  in  that  prut  of  the  world,  and  come  as  but  a  sign  of  man's 
increasing  consciouness  of  the  fact  that  even  original  bong  Island  records  cannot 
withstand  the  ravages  of  time.  This  book  has  trie  usual  copies  of  town  meetings  and 
land  grants,  together  with  copious  indexes — general,  personal — of  places,  Indians, 
courts,  Town  Clerks,  deeds,  etc.  Mr.  Hichs,  in  his  introduction,  gives  a  resume  ol 
these  towns'  histories,  and  informs  us  that  the  volume  of  the  records  containing  tho^e 
of  the  first  ten  years  is  now  lost,  though  in  existence  twenty  years  ago.  If  the  culprit 
is  ever  caught,  we  hope  the  trial  will  be  before  a  court  of  antiquarians.

It  seems  strange  to  think  of  a  Huguenot  family,  having  fled  the  wrath  of  Cath- 
erine of  France,  burying  all  its  French  traits  in  the  Netherlands  and  emerging  thence 
a  Dutch  family  of  Nieuw  Amsterdam.  Yet  such  the  author  tells  us  in  this  woik  the 
Boucquet  family  did,  to  such  an  extent  that  Dutch  was  the  language  of  family  inter- 
course. From  New  Amsterdam  the  family  settled  at  New  Utrecht,  in  the  Walloon 
district  on  Long  Island,  and  one  of  the  sons  in  the  second  generation  removed  with 
his  family  to  Fast  Jersey  and  settled  in  Bergen.  The  author  pretends  to  no  com- 
pleteness in  this  volume,  but  puts  it  forth  merely  as  a  starter  for  future  workers.  Sev- 
eral other  Dutch  families  are  included  by  intermarriage,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
we  read  this  interesting  addition  to  our  scanty  information  on  the  subject.

In  this  the 
arrangement  is  alphabetical  according  to  families,  and  is  grouped  in  four  parts  suc- 
cessive with  the  title.  The  facts  have  been  obtained  by  the  compiler  from  no  less 
authentic  sources  than  church  and  town  records  and  then  published  for  private  dis- 
tribution.

Luring  the  Revolution  he  was  one  of  the 
most  earnest  patriots  of  the  town  in  the  support  of  the  cause  of  liberty. 
He  nrstenlisted  in  March,  1776,  under  Captain  Gregory,  and  in  August 
was  "called  out"  to  march  to  New  York  City,  with  the  Ninth  Connecti- 
cut Militia,  under  Col.  John  Mead.  He  was  with  Capt.  Eli  Reed  at 
Rye,  Kings  Bridge,  and  on  the  lines,  and  in  March,  1777,  was  on  tne 
Coast  Guard  or  "Rangers"  at  Stamford  and  Horse  Neck.  He  was 
present  at  the  burning  of  Danbury,  and  was  one  of  the  small  company 
of  patriots  who  compelled  the  British  to  letreat  through  Saugatuck  to 
Compo,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Housatonic  River,  where  they  embarked. 
He  was  with  the  company  that  reinforced  General  Putnam  at  Greenwich, 
and  would  often  reiterate  the  expression  of  "  Brave  Old  Put,"  when  he  in 
turn  became  pursuer,  and  waving  his  sword  over  his  head  shouted, 
"Come  on,  brave  boys."  In  the  winter  of  1778  he  was  made  "  Orderly 
Sergeant"  under  Capt.  Eli  Reed,  and  was  engaged  in  skirmishing  ^at 
NOrwalk  and  Fairfield,  with  a  loss  of  several  in  his  company,  when  the 
enemy  burned    both   these   towns.      In    17S0   he  was   again    on   duty  at 

.  Stamfoid  and  Horse  Neck,  under  Capt.  Nathaniel  Slawson,  and  while 
attending  divme  worship  at  the  church  at  Middlesex,  on  Sunday,  July 
2 2d,  was  with  a  number  of  his  fellow  parishioners  and  the  venerable  Doc- 
tor Moses  Mather,  taken  .prisoners,  carried  to  New  York  City,  and  con- 
fined in  Provost  Prison  until  exchanged  six  months  later.  He  returned 
to  Stamford,  but  was  so  weak  and  emaciated  that  he  had  to  be  carried  on 
a  litter  to  his  home.  Notwithstanding  all  the  suffering  he  had  passed 
through,  he  again  enlisted  in  April,  1781,  as  guard  at  Middlesex  (now 
Darien,  Ct.),  and  remained  in  active  military  service  until  the  close  of 
hostilities.  In  1805  he  was  chosen  Representative  of  Stamford  to  the 
Legislature,  and  held  the  position  for  sixteen  years,  being  reelected  at. 
each   session.      In    1820,  when    it  was  proposed    to   set   off  that  part   of 
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Stamford  known  as  Midddlesex  Parish  or  Society  as  a  separate  town- 
ship, the  people  were   unanimously  in   favor  of  calling  it  f<  Bellville  "  in 

honor  of  the  Representative  who  had  so  long-  looked  after  their  interests 
in  the  Legislature,  but  Representative  Bell  was  strongly  opposed  to  it. 
A  meeting  of  the  Society  was  called,  to  settle  upon  a  name,  and  after 
considerable  discussion  voted  to  leave  the  matter  in  Mr.  Bell's  hands. 
On  returning  to  the  Legislature  Mr.  Bell  met  a  friend  just  returned  from 
the  Isthmus  of  Darien,  and  asked  him  to  suggest  a  name  for  the  new- 
town.  Call  it  " Darien, "  said  his  friend,  and  so  the  infant  town  was 
named  Darien,  The  following  year  Mr.  Bell  was  returned  to  the  Legis- 
lature as  the  Representative  from  Darien,  being  the  hrst  to  represent  that 
town,  as  his  ancestor,  Francis  Bell,  had  been  the  hrst  to  represent  the  town 
of  Stamford  in  the  General  Court  nearly  two  hundred  years  before. 
Thaddeus  Bell  died  October  31,  1851.  being  at  the  time  ninety-three 
years  of  age.

In  1870,  when  the  present  Town  Hall  was  erected,  Mr.  Bell,  owing  to 
his  executive  ability  and  practical  knowledge,  was  appointed  on  the  build- 
ing committee,  and  it  was  mainly  under  his  careful  supervision  and  close, 
untiring  attention  to  the  details  of  its  construction,  that  this,  one  of  the 
foremost  buildings  in  the  town,  was  finally  completed.  Some  years  later 
when,  owing  to  the  increased  requirements  of  the  town,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  main  hall,  the  work  of  altering  and  refitting  it 
for  use  as  an  opera  house  was  put  entirely  in  Mr.  Bell's  charge.  For 
several  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Burgesses,  he  devoted  much  of 
his  time  and  attention  to  borough  improvements,  especially  to  road-mak- 
ing.

authority.  The  meaning  of  Pruyn  is  not  known,  nor  is  there  any  reference  to  the 
fruit  in  the  family  arms,  which  are:  Or,  three  /Dutch)  martlets,  sable.  Crest,  a 
(Dutch)  martlet  sable  in  a  vol- a~f  antique  (for.  The  martlet  of  French  and  Dutch 
heraldry  differs  in  shape  from  that  used  m  English  heraldry.  Pruym  is  not  a  farm  of 
Pruyn,  and  moreover  is  the  name  of  a  Dutch  family  in  no  way  related  to  Pruyn,  and 
which  never  writes  its  name  Pnty«.  The  occasional  occurrence  m  the  early  records 
of  Pruym  or  Pruim  for  Pruyn  is  therefore  misleading  and  an  error. 

Pruym  is  also  the  name  of  a  district  and  city  of  Rhenish  Prussia  now  called  Prtim. 
In  ancient  geography  it  also  occurs  as  the  name  of  a  bay  or  gulf  in  India. 

Pray-/?  has  the  various  forms  of  Proen,  Preun,  Pruen,  Pruin,  and  even  Pryn,  con- 
tracted from  Proenen,  Pruenen,  Preun  en;  Pruynen.  Prunen,  etc.  The  earliest  form, 
Proenen,  appears  before  1350  in  Limbourg,  Holland.  The  contracted  forms  appear 
previous  to  1600.  That  the  m  and  n  confusion  also  occurs  here  occasionally  is  evi- 
dent from  the  following,  dated  An  vers  (Antwerp),  May  12,  1572.  The  Pre'vot 
Morillon  writes  to  Cardinal  Granvelle  : 

"  J'entendez  que  Ton  est  apres  pour  faire  venir  icy  avec  seurte  de  Corps  Christoffre 
Pruy;«  etque  eela  polroit  bien  donner  ung  colp  de  baton  a  Schetz."  (Correspondance 
du  Cardinal  Granvelle,  p.  p.  Piot,  t.  iv.      Br.uxel.les,  iSSj,  page  223.) 

Schetz  and  the  Pruynen-Proenen  were  bankers,  and  the  Christoffre  ITuy;;/  above 
referred  to  was  either  the  former  treasurer  of  Antwerp,  Christopher  Pruynen  or  Pruyn. 
or  his  son  Christopher,  Jr.  The  Pruynen  Street  at  Antwerp  was  named  at  this  period, 
On  a  map  da'ed  1610  (Beetem$'s  Anvers,  pages  20,  21)  it  appears  as  Pruyn  Straat, 
and  is  referred  to  in  documents  as  the  Pruen  Straat,  etc.  During  the  French  occu- 
pation of  the  Netherlands  under  Napoleon  the  street  was  misnamed  Pruiwen  Straat, 
or  Rue  des  Prunes,  being  confused  by  the  French  with  the  fruit,  but  its  old  name 
was  afterwards  restored.  There  is  also  a  family  named  Pruen  in  England — from  iis 
name  evidently  of  Netherlands  origin  as  above — but,  a"?  often  happens,  it  has  laid 
aside  its  older  coat-of-arms  and  taken  out  a  new  one  to  which,  it  may  be  well  for 
uninformed  persons  to  know,  no  one  else  has  a  right.  The  family  is  represented 
to-day  by  Prof.  G.  G.  Pruen  of  Cheltenham,  whose  civilities  I  have  experienced,  and 
to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  information. 

It  seems  right  to  mention  here  families  of  somewhat  similar  names  who  are  not  re- 
lated to  the  Proenen-Pruynen-Proen-I Tuyn  family.  In  this  list  comes,  first,  the  French 
family  of  de  Prohynes,  or  de  Pruynes.  This  family  dates  back,  it  is  said,  to  Soo,  and 
unlike  the  Netherlands  family,  bears  in  its  arms  a  prune  tree.  (See  manuscript  copy 
of  Hazier  in  the  Bibliotheque  A'ationaie,  Paris,  Tome  Toulouse-Mont,  page  iry/, 
where  the  arms  of  Jean  de  Pruynes,  de  la  Bessiere.  are  given  as  De  sable,  a  un  pal 
d 'argent  charge  d 'un  prunier  de  simple  fruit e  d'azur.)  The  de  Pruynes  or  Prohynes 
owned  the  lands  and  chateau  of  Pruynes  or  Prohynes  in  the  Rouergue,  which  were 
afterwards  acquired  by  the  Bancalis  family;  who  thereafter  appear  as  Bancalis- 
Pruynes.  The  de  Pruynes  or  Pruiues  still  exist  in  France,  their  arms  being  given  in 
the  Annual  re  Heraldique,  for  1895,  as  at  present  being  D  'argent,  a  farbre  de  sinople 
entortille  (fun  le'zard d'or  ;  au  chef  d'azur  charge'  de  trois  etoiles  d'or.  Another  family 
that  stands  by  itself  is  ihe  Praun  family  of  Germany.  (See  Siebmacher,  Rand  II., 
Abt.  I.,  Rayern,  page  104,  Tafel,  125. )  Its  arms  have  no  reference  10  the  fruit.  'See 
also  Rietstap's  Armorials.) 

In  England  there  are  also  two  other  families,  Prynne  and  de  la  Pryme.  The 
latter  is  a  Belgian  family,  in  no  way  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing,  as  the  records 
prove.      The  Prynne  family  stands  also  by  itself;  also  the  Prime  family. 

There  is  also  a  Prym  family  in  Germany,  represented  by  Prof.  F.  Prym.  the 
celebrated  mathematician  of  the  University  of  Wurzburg.  He  very  kindly  infoi  as 
me  of  his  descent  from  William  Prym,  a  Protestant  who  lived  in  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury at  Aachen.  This  family  is,  so  far  as  known  from  researches  made,  in  no  way 
related  to  any  of  the  foregoing  families,  yet  it  is  possible  that  it  may  be  connected 
with  de  la  Pryme. 

The  misspellings  and  corruption.-,  of  Pruyn  in  this  Mohawk  Valley  branch  include 
Pryne,  Pruyme,  Pryme.  and  even  Prime,  the  Mohawk  Valley,  F.ssex  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  V.,  Primes  claiming  that  they  were  Pruyn  of  the  Mohawk  Valley, 
and  not  related  to  the  English  families  of  Prime,  of  which  the  New  York  City  family

of  Prime  stands  conspicuous  in  America.  Perhaps  an  old  Bible  or  other  records  may 
turn  up  and  prove  this  which  I  think  maybe  well  founded,  but  there  is  confusion  be 
tween  Brame,  Proehm,  Frame,  and  Prime  in  the  Mohawk  Valley  rec  >rds.  These  con- 
fusions can  be  accounted  for  through  the  contact  of  the  Dutch  settlers  ,vith  the  Germans 
from  the  Palatinate,  who  settled  in  the  Mohawk  Valley;  also  from  the  lack  of  proper 
schools,  to  which  must  be  added  the  wave  of  English  immigration  and  occupation 
against  which  resistance  availed  nothing.  A  curious  and  provoking  confusion  ha- 
arisen  between  Pruyn  and  Perrine.  Perrine,  which  is  a  wholly  different  name  and 
family,  has  in  certain  localities  of  New  York  State  been  contracted  into  Frit:?. 
The  two  names,  Prine  and  Pruyn,  are  indexed  interchangeably  in  the  Deed  books, 
etc..  in  the  Otsego  County  Clerk's  office,  which  adds  to  the  confusion  and  is  wholly 
uncalled  for.

The  following  memorandum  was  recently  discovered  among  some  old 
family  papers,  and  is  published,  as  it  may  prove  of  interest  to  some  of  the 
readers  of  The  Record.  The  original  memorandum,  in  the  handwriting 
of  Judge  Robert  Morris,  of  New  Jersey,  who  was  a  son  of  Robert  Hunter 
Morris,  whose  estate,  Tintern,  was  in  Monmouth  County,  N.  J.,  is  now 
in  the  possession  of  John  Lawrence  Boggs,  of  Perth  Am  boy,  N.  J. 
"Lewis  Morris  Ashfield  Esq  late  of  Monmouth  County,  New  jersey  & 
died  in  or  about  the  year  1769  or  1770  &  by  will  devised  his  estate  real 
&  personal  to  his  son  Redford  subject  to  &  charged  with  his  debts  & 
legacies  amounted  to  £6,300  beyond  its  Proc.  or  interest  value,  will 
dated  Aug  5,  1769  &  proved  Aug  22,  1770  when  admist1  with  the 
will  annexed  was  granted  to  Vincent  Pearce  Ash  field  brother  of  the 
testator. 

Redford  Ashfield  the r  hier  at  law,  divisee  &  Exr  named  in  the 
will  and  his  sisters  Mary  &  Euphemia  (aged  17)  having  renounced  on 
the  20  Aug  1770, 

L.  M.  Ashfield  left. issue 

Redford  Ashfleld  hiss  only  son  usually  residing  &  a  few  years  before 
his  death  in  the  Island  of  Barbadoes,  but  died  about  the  year  17S6  or 
1787,  at  Demarara  without  lawful  issue  Sc  by  will  devised  all  his  estate 
real  &  personal  lying  &  being  in  North  America,  to  his  sister  Euphemia 
&  her  heirs,  now  Mrs.  Brinkerhbff  after  mentioned  Mary  Ashfleld  who 
married  Col.  Elisha  Lawrence  (son  Of  John  near  Allentown,  New  jersey) 
late  of  Nova  Scotia  &  died  (I  think)  near  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  without  issue. — 

Euphemia  Ashfield  who  married  George  D.  Brinkerhoff  &  resides 
with  him  at  Pdrcipanung  or  Parcipany  in  the  Township  of  Hanover  in 
the  County  of  Morris  &  State  of  New  Jersey  &  has  issue  Eliza  or  Elisa- 
beth &  Euphemia  both  under  age. 

Elizabeth  Ashfield  who  married  Wta  Wilcocks,  Esq  of  New  York  & 
died  about  ten  or  eleven  years  since  leaving  issue  Elizabeth  married  to 
I  think  Henry  Watkins,  Lewis  Wilcocks,  Maria  married  to  I  think 
John  French  Ellis  all  of  New  York  and  William  Wilcocks  junr  mariner 
all  of  age,  1  believe.  Lvdia  Ashfield  died  unmarried  early  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  &  I  believe  under  age. 

Catharine  Ashfield,  married -to Schrieve  or  Schrieves  form- 
erly of  Long  Island,  now  of  Nova  Scotia  a  clergyman  ,V  died  ten  or  tv  :lve 
years  since,  seperated  from  her  husband,  whether  by  devorce  or  not  I  do 
not  know,  but  think  I   have  heard   that  he  maried  another  woman  while 

she  lived — She   left  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  married  to Gorrold 

or  Gerrol  of  Natches  in  the  Missisippy  Territory  &  has  several  children  — 
and  Catharine  who  lived  with  her  father  and  married  (I  think)  Isaac 
Wilkins  JunT  of  Nova  Scotia  and  died  a  few  months  after  without  issue."

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age,  Baronetage  and  Knightage."  under  the  bend  of  "  Strathmore,"  a 
lineage  tracing  back  to  Kenneth  I.,  who  reigned  about  850  a.d.  Of 
the  latter,  Robert  the  Bruce,  himself,  was  a  direct  descendant,  and  as 
Queen  Victoria  is  a  lineal  descendant  from  Robert  the  Bruce,  the  de- 
scendants of  Hon.  Sir  Thomas  Lyon,  Knt.,  are  related  by  blood  to  the 
reigning  families  of  not  ontv  England  but  of  Germany  and  other  conn- 
tries  as  well.  Sir  Thomas's  progenitor,  Sir  John  Lyon  (son  of  John 
De  Lyon  of  Fortevoit),  married  Isobel,  a  daughter  of  King  Robert  II., 
of  Scotland  (founder  of  the  House  of  Stuart),  who  was,  therefore,  a 
great  granddaughter  of  Robert  the  Bruce. 

It  has  also  been  said  that  President  William  McKinley  is  the  thirty- 
second  or  thirty-third  in  descent  from  Malcolm*  who  killed  Macbeth, 
and  Malcolm  was  a  direct  ancestor  of  Robert  the  Bruce. 

An  interesting  sketch  of  "  General  Nathaniel  Lyon  and  the  Fight 
for  Missouri  "  is  contained  in  The  Midland  Monthly  (Des  Moines, 
Iowa)  for  August,  1897. 

The  will  I  of  Isaiah"  Lyon, %  of  Woodstock,  Conn.,  was  probated 
December  27,  1813,  in  the  District  of  Pom  fret.  In  it  are  named  his 
children:  Alvan4,  Rufust4,  Peasly4  (son),  "my  daughter,  Betsey4 
Bolles  "  (probably  married),  and  the  son  Luther  W.4  Lyon  was  made 
residuary  legatee  and  sole  executor.  The  witnesses  were  John  Mc- 
Clellan,  Amasa  Carroll,  and  Joseph  Albee.  Jr.,  who  subsequently  made 
the  usual  acknowledgment  before  one  of  their  own  number,  John  Mc- 
Clellan,  Justice  of  the  Peace.  The  latter  was  a  son  of  Captain  (later 
General)  Samuel  McClellan,  whose  name  appeared  in  The  Record^ 
October,  1S97,  page  237,  as  "  McClelland,"  in  error. 

A  letter  dated  Woodstock,  July  11,  1841,  written  by  Luther  W.4 
Lyon  to  his  son,  Luther  W.°  Lyon,  contains  this  item  :  "  I  would  men- 
tion the  death  of  your  Uncle  Alvin  who  died  last  "March  after  a  short 
sickness.     He  died  at  Stafford  [word  here  illegible]  with  his  family." 

Mr.  N.  D.  Skinner,  Town  Clerk,  N.  Woodstock,  Conn.,  reports 
under  date  of  April  19,  1S97,  record  of  Isaiah  Lyon,  born  January  29, 
1743;  son  of  Aaron  and  Elizabeth  ;  also  another  son  of  Aaron,  Jona- 
than, born  April  26.  1741.  This  Isaiah  I, yon  could  hardly  have  been 
Isaiah3,  as  the  latter  is  supposed  (with  good  reason,  as  shown)  to  have 
been  a  brother  of  Ephraim3  Lyon  (of  Ashford)  and,  therefore,  a  son 
of  Ephraim",  and  not  of  '"Aaron."  The  parentage  of  Isaiah3  and 
Ephraim3  is,  apparently,  a  difficult  problem  to  demonstrate  definitely. 

Addenda. — Mr.  Eben  Putnam,  genealogist,  Salem,  Mass.,  asserts 
that  there  was  but  the  one  Lyon  family  in  Wyndham  County,  and  that 
its  ancestors  came  from  Roxbury,  Mass.  ;  therefore  General  Nathaniel 
Lyon  was  a  descendant  of  "the  first  William  "  Lyon,  who  came  over 
from  England  in  the  ship  Hopetuell.  In  addition,  Mr.  Henry  A.  May, 
of  47  Florence  Street,  Roslindale,  Mass.  (who  is  probably  the  best 
authority  on  the  Lyon   family  in  America),  makes  the   positive   state-

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ment  that  General  Nathaniel  Lyon  was  a  descendant  of  William  Lyon, 
ist,  of  Roxbiiry.  In  TJic  American  Antiquity,  Vol.  II.,  published  in 
New  York,  about  1881,  is  given  a  lineage  which  purports  to  show  con- 
clusively that  the  said  "first  William"  Lyon  of  Roxbury  descended 
from  Sir  Adam  Lyon,  Knight,  first  son  of  John  de  Lyon,  Feudal  Baron, 
etc.  The  latter's  third  son.  Sir  John  Lyon,  Knight  (or  Baron  John  de 
Lyon,  Feudal  Baron  of  Forte voit),  was  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Strath- 
more.  All  this  is  somewhat  in  line  with  the  traditions  referred  to  by 
the  late  Dr.  Ashbel  Woodward,  and  reprinted  in  The  Record  for 
April,  1897,  but  Mr.  Henry  A.  May  advises  that  the  said  published 
lineage  (New  York,  1S81)  is  one  that  has  not  been  confirmed  or  proven. 
As  to  its  accuracy  the  writer  cannot  say. 


THE    GUEST    FAMILY.

A?  the  writer  has  elsewhere  remarked  :  "  The  Guests  were  from 
Birmingham,  England."  *  The  first  definite  record  in  America  of  the 
branch  to  which  this  sketch  relates,  is  of  1  Henry  (or  "  Harry  ")  Guest, 
who  lived  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  and  was  an  American  patriot. 
An  amusing  incident  relating  to  Henry  Guest  and  his  tannery  will  be 
found  in  Harper  s  Magazine  for  July,  1874,  page  238,  in  article  entitled 
a  "  Glimpse  of  '  Seventy-six,'  "  written  by  Gharies  I).  Deshler,  Esq.,  of 
New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  from  whom  the  writer  has  received  much 
assistance,  historically.  The  item  referred  to  was  quoted  by  the 
writer  in  an  article  he  contributed  to  The  American  Historical  Register 
(Boston)  for  April,  1897,  where  were  also  given  some  other  facts 
reJating  to  the  Guest  family  which  it  has  been  considered  unnecessary 
to  repeat  in  this  place.  a  Henry  Guest  married  a  "  Foreman/'  They 
had  :

N.  T.,  is 
preserved  what  is  known  as  the  ■'  Record  of  the  Damages  done  by  the  British  and 
their  Adherents  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Middlesex  County,"  which  contains  Henry 
Guest's  affidavit  of  damages  amounting  to  ,£235.  16  s.  10  d.  Henry  and  John 
Guest  (who  were  probably  brother*)  were  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  New  Brunswick,  their  names  appearing  in  the  list  of  17S6.  The  old  "Guest 
mansion  "  is  still  standing  in  New  Brunswick.      The  writer  has  a  photograph  of  it. 
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afterwards  was  a  Captain  in  the  Second  Middlesex  Regiment.* 
His  most  notable  feat  of  arms  was  the  capture  of  Lieut-Col.  Simcoe, 
Commander  of  the  Queen's  Rangers,  October  26,  1779.!

Their  graves  are  near  the  north- 
west corner  of  Race  and  Twelfth  Streets,  Cincinnati,"  where  they  still  lie  in  perpetual 
rest.  Lydia  Dumont  was  born  at  South  Branch  of  Raritan,  August  30,  1773,  died 
in  Cincinnati,  October  9,  1S22. 
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and  Hannah  Thurber,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  pub.  by  Rev.  Mr.  Snow  in 
Conn.,  m.  Dec.  7,  1797-"  They  were,  at  the  time  of  this  event,  nineteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age,  respectively.  David a  Fairfield  died  twenty 
years  later,  leaving  his  widow  with  nine  children,  all  of  whom  lived  to 
reach  maturity.     Children  were  :

who.  according  to  family  tradition,  had  a  large  tailoring  establishment. 

NOTE.— The  writer  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Amos  Perry,  Secretary  afid  Librarian  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Elbstorical  Society,  for  the  information  that  a  ten-paged  pamphlet 
"  Genealogy  of  Thurber  Family  "  (published  some  time  since),  "  contains  no  Will- 
iam of  the  proper  age  to  have  been  the  father  of  Hannah  who  married  D.  Fairfield, 
of  Woodstock,  Conn."  Mr.  Ferry  adds  that  the  "  Thurbers "  came  from  town  of 
Rehoboth,  Mass.

DUMONT  AND  ALLIED  FAMILIES.

THE    DUMONT    FAMILY. 

The  Dumont  family  is  of  French-Huguenot  descent.  In  a  history  of 
Kingston,  New  York,  by  Marius  Schoonmaker  (New  York,  1S88), 
mention  is  made,  page  479,  of  certain  traditions  relating  to  the  origin  of 
the  family.  The  name  of  one  ■'  Durnond —  Walran  De  La  Trimble,"  is 
given.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  Huguenot,  living  in  Pari--,  who  adopted 
as  his  son,  his  nephew,  Walran  Dumont.  They  fled  to  Holland,  where 
the  uncle  remained,  the  adopted  son  coming  to  America  and  settling  in 
Kingston. 
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A  book  which  every  student  of  Dumont  family  genealogy  should 
read  is  a  little  work  entitled  the  "  Centennial  History  of  Somerset 
County,"  New  Jersey,  .  by  Abraham  Messier,  1). I).  (Someiville,  N.  J., 
i S 7 S ) .  We  will  present  here  two  extracts  therefrom,  which,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  genealogy  following,  will  be  found  interesting. 

Pages  60-61  :  "We  have  said  that  Peter  Dumont  was  living  on  the 
Raritan  in  the  beginning  of  1699.  Pie  was  a  large  landholder  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Raritan,  and  the  ancestor  of  those  who  have  since  borne 
that  honorable  name.  Pie  was  born  April  iSth,  1679,  aRd  v/as  l^ie  son  °f 
Wakari  Dumont  and  Gertie,  his  wife.  He  married,  first,  Fametie  Van 
Middlesworth,  who  died  December  25th,  1706  ;  second,  Catelyntie  Rapple- 
yea,  who  died  January  30th,  1709;  and  thirdly,  Janefie  Veghte.  Her 
son,  John,  born  April  13th.  1719,  was  the  father  of  Peter  B.  Dumont,  of 
our  times.  The  Dumont  family  are  of  French  extraction.  Isaac  Dumont, 
of  Bostanquet,  held  a  Fief  by  Knight's  service  in  the  beautiful  Pays  de 
Caux,  in  Normandy.  A  branch  emigrated  to  Holland  in  the  days  of 
persecution.  They  were  early  of  Protestant  principles  ;  and  Isaac  Du- 
mont served  in  the  army  of  William  when  he  came  to  England,  as  others 
of  the  name  had  done  before  him  in  armies  of  the  Prince  of  Orange. " 

Page  61  :  "The  name  of  Vroom  is  found  early  on  the  records  of 
the  church.  Court  Vroom  seems  to  have  been  the  first  of  the  name  re- 
siding on  the  Raritan.  Co;.  Peter  D.  Vroom,  of  revolutionary  days, 
was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Somerset  County  in  his  time.  He  was  born 
Jan.  27th,  1745,  O.  S.,  two  miles  from  Raritan  Landing.  Early  in  life  he 
lived  in  New  Vork,  whence  he  came  to  reside  on  the  Raritan,  near  the 
junction  of  the  north  and  south  branches.  Tie  married  Elsie  Bogart,  and 
died  on  this  Plantation.  He  v/as  one  of  the  few  individuals  who  raised 
the  first  military  company  in  the  beginning  of  the  revolutionary  war,  in 
which  he  served  as  lieutenant  and  captain,  and  was  appointed  major  of  the 
Somerset  battalion  by  joint  meeting  in  1777  ;  and  afterwards  a  lieutenant- 
colonel.  He  led  a  company  at  the  battle  of  Germantown  and  was  in  the 
service  during  the  war.  During  his  life  he  occupied  almost  every  office 
of  trust  in  the  county.  At  the  close  of  the  revolution,  he  was  made  High 
Sheriff,  and  then  Clerk  of  the  Pleas,  afterwards  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
a  Member  of  Assembly  in  1791  and  several  succeeding  years,  member 
of  council  for  1799  to  1S04,  and  a  long  time  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
court,  afterward  an  elder  in  the  church  ;  and  always  a  leading  coun- 
cilor.     He  enjoyed  an   unblemished  reputation,  and  died   in  November, 
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1S31,  in  the  87th  year  of  his  age — having,  in  his  time,  filled  as  large 
space  in  public  life  as  any  of  the  prominent  men  of  his  day  in  Sorners* 
County.     Pie  was  the  father  of  the  late  Gov.  P.  D.  Vroom."* 

For  detailed  and  reliable  records  of  the  Dumont  family,  acknowledg- 
ment of  indebtedness  must  be  made  to  another  source.  Application 
was  made  to  the  Fluguenot  Society  of  America  (New  York)  for  informa- 
tion, and  the  writer  was  referred  to  J.  B.  Dumont,  Esq..,  Plainfield, 
N.  J.,  who  has  most  generously  transmitted  the  results  of  his  long  and 
exhaustive  researches  in  France,  Holland  and  America.  While  he  has 
made  personal  examination  of  the  records  in  Kingston,  New  York, 
among  published  authorities  may  be  cited  the  Kingston  Church  Records 

*Col.  Peter  Dumont  V room's  mother  was  (Jerretie  Dumont,  daughter  of  Peter 
Dumont  by  his  third  wife,  Jannetje  Veghte,  and  Col.  P.  D.Vroom\s  son.Gov.  Peter 
Dumont  Vroom,  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Peter  J.  i>.  Dumont. 
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compiled  by  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Hoes.  The  personal  researches  by  the 
writer  hereof,  have  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  immediate  ancestry  and 
descendants  of  4Peter  Dumont  (Hendrick,  Peter,  Wallerand). 

'Wallerarid  Dumont,  the  first  permanent  settler  bearing  that  surname, 
in  the  colonies,  of  which  any  record  has  been  found,  was  the  ancestor 
of  those  residing  in  Ulster  County,  New  York-,  and  Somerset  County, 
New  Jersey,  before  1700.  He  emigrated  from  Amsterdam,  Holland, 
to  New  Amsterdam,  in  the  year  1657.  He  was  unmarried  when  he  emi- 
grated, and  in  the  record  made  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  lie  gave  his 
birthplace  as  Coomen,  Flanders  (now  Commines,  Department  Nord, 
France,  eight  miles  north  of  Lille).  He  was  a  cadet  ("  adelborst  "), 
said  to  be  similar  to  our  second  lieutenant,  in  a  company  of  soldiers  sent 
by  the  Dutch  West  India  Company  to  Director  General  Stuyvesant. 
thher  French  Protestants  of  same  name  came  from  Caen,  Normandie  ; 
some  of  whom  went  to  England  and  others  to  Perle,  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Africa,  and  descendants  of  the  name  are  now  living  in  both  places. 
It  is  difficult  now,  if  not  impossible,  to  obtain  reliable  information  of 
family  records,  in  consequence  of  the  general  destruction,  by  order  of 
the  iken  existing  government,  of  French  Protestant  churches  and  of  many 
of  the  houses  and  private  papers  of  Protestant  families.  A  tradition  that 
some  of  Wallerand  Dumom's  family  renounced  the  Protestant  faith  to 
retain  their  property  has  been  handed  down  to  descendants  in  America, 
but  it  has  never  been  verified.*  The  name  has  been  found  in  many 
parts  of  France.  All  efforts  to  trace  his  family  beyond  Coomen,  Flanders, 
have  been  unsuccessful. 

Wallerand  Dumont  came'  over  either  in  the  ship  Draeivat,  Captain 
Beslevoer,  which  sailed  from  Amsterdam,  April  2,  1657,  or  the  fan  Bap- 
tist, which  sailed  from  same  port  December  23,  1657.  The  latter 
belonged  to  Dutch  West  India  Company,  and  brought  over  a  com- 
pany o(  soldiers  for  Governor  Stuyvesant.  Two  sisters  of  Wallerand1 
Dumont  came  over  about  1663,  in  ship  Spotted  Cow  ;  one  Margaret!1, 
with  her  husband,  Pierre  Nouee,  and  Elizabeth,  a  single  woman  who 
afterwards  married  Meynard  Journeay,  and  settled  on  Staten  Island. 
Pierre  Nouee  and  wife  settled  at  Woodbridge,  N.  J.  (opposite  Staten 
Island),  and  the  "  Noe's  "  are  probably  their  descendants.  Wallerand1 
Dumont  settled  at  Esopus  (now  Kingston),  N.  Y.,  about  1660.  He 
married,  January  13,  1664,  Grietje  (Margaret)  Hendricks,  widow  of  Jan 
Aertson  (who  was  killed  in  second  Esopus  war,  by  Indians).  She  had 
one  daughter  (by  first  husband),  who  afterwards  married  Hendrick  Kip. 

Wallerand  Dumont  appears  to  have  been  one  of  the  influential  and 
reliable  inhabitants  in  Kingston  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Military  Council 
in  second  Esopus  war  ;  served  as  Schepen,  or  Magistrate,  of  Kingston, 
from  May,  1669,  to  May,  1671.  (The  Magistrate's  record  book  of  this 
period  is  still  in  existence,  and  from  it  Mr.  J.  P.7  Dumont  has  made  the 
following  tracing  of  signature  of  Wallerand1  Dumont. )  He  was  a  deacon 
in   Dutch  church,   in    1673,  and   died   between  June   25,   1713    (date   of

pounds  sterling  to  his  wife,  Catherine,  and  child  that  may  be  born.  Will 
dated  November  4,  1760.  and  names  as  executors  his  brother,  Peter, 
and  friends,  John  Atstine,  Eronimus  Alstine,  and  John  Oothout.  The 
above  is  all  taken  (by  J.  P.  Dumont,  Esq.)  from  will  as  recorded,  but 
the  writer  has  received  a  copy  of  a  copy  of  the  same  will,  from  Mr. 
Eugene  R.  Detraz,  of  Yevay,  Indiana,  a  great-great-grandson  of  ^Peier 
Dumont  (Hendrick,  Peter,  Wallerand).  which  fully  confirms  all  par- 
ticulars herein  given.  It  has  been  considered  strange  that  the  will  of 
Hendrick  Dumont  should  only  name  three  children,  Peter,  Mary,  and 
John  as  surviving.  Five  of  the  children  born  by  second  marriage  are 
not  mentioned  in  will  ;  two  certainly  had  died,  as  the  twins  born  after 
father's  decease  rook  names  of  two  born  before,  and  besides  these  two, 
three  others  seem  to  have  died  young,  which  is  possible  but  seems  some- 
what improbable.  According  to  family  tradition,  Peter  Dumont  had  a 
(half?)  sister.  Catherine, t  who  married  a  "  Staats."  They  had  one 
child,  Catherine,  who  never  married,  lived  to  great  age,  was  wealthy,  died 
in  Albany,  N.  Y.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Mary  Traverier,  the 
younger,  Flendrick  Dumont  continued  to  maintain  respect  for  his  mother- 
in-law,  as  is  evidenced  by  a  letter  written  to  her  by  him  shortly  before  his 
decease.  The  original  (yellow  and  time-worn)  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mrs.  Julia  Merrill  Moores,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  whom  it  was 
presented,  about  i860,  by  her  grandaunt,  6Jane  (Peter).  By  the  kind- 
ness of  Mrs.  Moores,  the  writer  gives  below  a  copy  of  this  letter.  It  is. 
ad dressed  : 


about  i860,  she  had  seen  in  "an  old.  Harper"  some  pictures,  of  houses  on  Staten 
Island,  and  immedia'ely  recognized  one  among  them  as  the  old  Dumont  home,  which 
had  probably  then  passed  into  other  hands.  This  picture  the  writer  has  been  unable 
to  locate.  The  family  physician  of  the  Dumont's  was  Dr.  Jennings,  father  of  Gov- 
ernor Jennings.

JOHN    RUDDEROW    AND    HIS    DESCENDANTS. 
By  Dr.   Jno.    R.    Stevenson. 


"John  Rudderow  was  the  son  of  'John  and  Ann  {ne'e  Jones)  Rud- 
derow of  (i  Her  Nant,"  Wales,  Great  Britain,  and  was  born  about  1660. 
He  was  educated  for  a  lawyer  in  England.  About  the  time  the  Quakers 
under  William  Penn  began  the  settlement  of  West  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania  (1680-1681),  John  Rudderow  was  sent  over  by  the 
Government  as  a  "Crown  Surveyor,"  whose  duty  it  was  to  report  to 
the  home  government  upon  the  surveys  made  by  the  surveyors  of  the 
Proprietors.  He  superintended  the  laying  out  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia (1681-1682-1683).  Having  finished  his  work  he  was  about  re- 
turning home,  when  a  vessel  arrived  at  Philadelphia  bringing  a  company 
of  Welsh  colonists  to  whom  William  Penn  had  granted  a  Charter  for  a 
large  tract  of  land  near  Philadelphia,  now  "  Bryn  Mawr  "  ;  among  these 
were  his  father,  mother,  and  Robert  Stiles  and  family.  In  16S4,  John 
Rudderow  bought  a  tract  of  land  in  Chester  Township,  Burlington 
County,  New  Jersey,  and  by  subsequent  purchases  acquired  all  the 
land  between  the  forks  of  Pensawkin  Creek  in  that  township,  for  a  mile 
back  from  the  forks.  John  Rudderow  the  Sixth,  still  owns  and  lives  on 
a  part  of  this  tract. 

John  Rudderow  took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  his  township 
and  county.  He  served  for  several  years  as  Town  Clerk  and  the 
minute-book  of  Chester  Township,  still  preserved,  is  partly  kept  in  his 
own  handwriting.  In  1706,  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  ''Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions"  of  Burlington  County,  New 
Jersey,  and  served  until  1709,  inclusive.  He  was  an  adherent  of  the 
Church  of  England  (otherwise  he  could  not  have  held  the  official  posi- 
tion of  "Crown  Surveyor"),  held  services  in  his  house,  and  in  his  will 
bequeathed  ten  pounds  "Whenever  a  church  shall  be  built  hereaway." 
This  legacy  was  paid  by  his  son  John  to  St.  Mary's  Church,  Colestown, 
upon  its  organization  (1752).  Between  1690  and  1700.  John  Rudderow 
was  engaged  in  the  shipping  trade  between  Philadelphia,  the  West 
Indies,  and  England  ;  the  agreement  of  co-partnership  between  him  and 
Captain  Howell,  his  partner,  is  still  preserved.  In  this  way  he  imported 
the  bricks  from  England  with  which  to  build  his  house,  which  has  since 
been  torn  down.  He  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Robert  Stiles,  whose 
family,  together  with  his  father  and  mother,  had   removed   to   Chester 
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Township,  Burlington  County,  New  Jersey.     His  will   is  dated    in  1729 
and  probated  1733.      His  children  were  :

*The  Spicers  were  one  of  the  most  prominent  Quaker  families  in  New  Jersey. 
Samuel  Spicer  and  Esther,  his  wife,  came  to  New  Jcr>ey  from  Gravesend,  Long 
Island,  in  16S5.  They  were  the  grandparents  of  Thomas  Spicer.  Together  with  the 
Rudderows  they  owned  all  the  land  from  Camden  to  near  Morrisc-own,  a  distance  of 
nine  mile^.  Jacob  Spicer,  the  oldest  son  of  Samuel  Spicer,  removed  to  Cape  May. 
He  and  his  son  Jacob  represented  that  county  for  forty  years  in  the  New  Jersey 
Assembly.  The  son  of  Jacob  Spicer  was  one  of  the  authors  of  "  Teaming  and 
Spicer's  Laws  of  New  Jersey.-'  the  tir>t  and  most  complete  law  book  ever  published 
n  the  State.  A  sketch  of  this  family  has  been  published  in  Vl  Clement's  Early  Set- 
tlers in  Newtown,  New  Jersey,"'  and  in  an  "Outline  Sketch  of  the  Early  History  of 
the  Cape  May  County,"  by  Rev.  Daniel  Hughes,  D.D.,  published  in  the  paper, 
"Star  of  Cape  May,"  in  1892.

NOTES. 

DE  Graaf. — Claas  Andriese  de  Graff  came  from  Holland,  probably,  about  1670, 
and  settled  in  Schenectady,  New  York.  He  was  a  son  of  Cornelius  de  Graaf,  Free 
Lord  of  South  Poelsbrock.  Burgomaster  of  Amsterdam  in  1656.  On  one  of  the 
windows  of  the  old  Kirk  of  Amsterdam  are  the  arms  of  the  de  Graafs — also,  carved 
on  the  gateway  of  a  side  chapel. 

There  are  de  Graaf  tombs  in  Antwerp.  C. 

'Martin  DiLLENBACK  was  born  in  the  Palatinate,  now  a  part  of  the  German 
Empire.  Date  of  birth,  death  and  marriage  unknown  ;  17IO,  landed  in  New  York 
and  went  with  a  large  number  of  ids  countrymen  to  Livingston  Manor,  N.  Y.;  1711, 
volunteered  for  the  Expedition  into  Canada  (known  as  Nicholson's)  ;  was  a  member 
of  Capt.  John  Conrad  Weiser's  Company  ;  1725.  was  one  of  the  twenty-seven  who 
were  granted  a  tract  of  12,700  acres  of  land,  known  as  the  Stone  Arabia  Patent. 

2  BALTUS,  his  son,  was  born  at  Stone  Arabia,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  date 
unknown  ;  he  married  (Mary  Metzger),  August  5,  1763  ;  served  in  Revolutionary 
War  with  Tryon  County  militia  from  1779  to  1783  ;  buried  at  Stone  Arabia,  Mont- 
gomery County,  N.  Y. 

3  John  B.,  son  of  iJaltus,  was  born  June  27,  1764,  at  Stone  Arabia,  Montgomery 
County,  N.  Y. ;  married  Susanna  Moak  ;  died  March  31,  1S42  ;  he  was  buried  at 
Stone  Mills,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y. 

4  Solomon  DlLLENBACK  was  born  in  Danube.  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  March 
1,  1805  ;  he  married  (Amy  McMuliin),  date  unknown  :  removed  from  Herkimer 
County  to  Orleans,  Jefferson  County,  and  died  December  27,  1S63,  at  Omar,  Jeffer- 
son County,  N.  Y. ;  buried  at  Stone  Mills,  Jefferson  County,  N.  V. 

3  Lewis  Spencer  Dillenback  was  born  December  3,  1S44,  at  Orleans,  Jefferson 
County,  N.  Y. ;  he  married  (Harriet  C.  Close),  Eremont,  Ohio,  April  26,  1S76.  Re- 
sides at  No.  132  W.  77th  Street,  New  York  City,  to  winch  city  he  removed  in  1877  ; 
1S64  was  appointed  Hospital  Steward,  U.  S.  N.,  and  attached  to  U.  S.  S.  Mahopac  ; 
later  in  the  same  year  resigned  to  accept  appointment  in  Commissary  Department  of 
the  army  ;  served  before  Petersburg  until  the  Evacuation,  and  was  at  Appomattox  at 
the  time  of  the  surrender  of  Lee's  Army  ;  after  the  war  he  returned  to  Chaumont, 
Jefferson  County.  N.  Y. ;  and  in  1S67  removed  to  Albany  and  remained  about 
eight  years  before  coming  to  this  city. 

The  Harleian  Society. — The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  the 
Council  Room  at  140  Wardour  Street.  \\\,  on  the  2S:h  of  January,  Lord  Arriherst  of 
Hackney  in  the  chair.  The  Report  of  the  Society  stated  that  there  were  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty  members,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  subscribed  to  the 
Register  Section.  During  the  year  1897  this  Society  has  issued  three  volumes  :o  its 
members  :  (1)  "  The  Yisitations  of  Cambridgeshire  in  1575  and  1619,"  under  the 
editorship  of  Mr.  J.  \Y.  Clay,  F.S.A.;  (2)  "The  Registers  of  Durham  Cathedral, 
from  the  commencement  in  1009  to  the  end  of  1S96,"  fully  annotated  by  the  late 
Capt.  E.  A.  White,  E.S.A.,  under  the  editorship  of  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.

QUERIES. 

CUYLER. — Hendrik  Cuyler,  born  in  Amsterdam  (probably)  in  the  year  1637, 
came  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  7664,  with  his  wife  Anna,  and  their  son  Johannes,  who 
was  born  1661.  The  Cuyler  coat-of-arms  contains  simply  an  arrow  on  a  red  and 
blue  field.  The  crest  is  a  crown  mural,  with  arrows  and  battle-ax  crossed.  The 
motto,  "Deo,  non  Sagittis  Fide."  Reynier  Cuyler,  the  brother  of  Hendrik,  was 
living  in  Amsterdam  in  1675,      There  are  Cuyler  tombs  in  Antwerp. 

It  is  desired  to  find  out  when  certain  Cuylers  left  New  York  and  settled  in 
Savannah,  Georgia,  supposed  to  be  descended  from  Henry  Cuyler,  who  married 
Catherine  Cruger,  and  some  of  whose  descendants  probably  went  to  Savannah  some- 
where from  1790  to  1S00.  C. 

Rutgers. — Was  Anthony  Rutgers,  who  was  a  Captain  of  New  York  Militia  and 
Member  of  Colonial  Assembly,  1726-36,  died  174S,  first  wife  Hendrickje  (?)  Vander- 
water,  the  mother  of  Alice  or  Elsie  (?)  Rutgers,  who  married  Leonard  Lispenard,  or 
was  she  by  his  second  wife  Cornelia  Benson  ne'e  Roos  ?  Any  information  relative 
to  the  ancestry  of  whichever  one  was  her  mother  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by 
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Hyde. — Wanted,  date  of  marriage,  and  name  of  wife  of  Samuel  Hyde  (son  of 
Jonathan  and  Hannah  [Dana]  Hyde),  born  in  Newton.  Mass.,  September  7,  1719  ; 
died  in  Methuen,  Mass.,  October  22,  1775.  Also  birth  of  their  daughter,  Hannah 
Hyde,  about  1 750.  E.  H.  SLADE. 

De  Sille,  Kip,  Breyant,  Terheun,  Van  Reypen,  Berry,  Secor,  Sicard,  Tise, 
Marcelis.  —  r.  Anna,  daughter  of  Nicasius  de  Sille,  "  first  councillor  "  in  the  Dutch 
provincial  gov  unmenr,  married,  in  1660,  Hendrick  Kip  ('Mrs.  Lamb's  "  New  York"), 
who  settled  in  Hackensack,  after  living,  it  is  supposed,  on  the  Delaware,  where  some 
of  his  children  may  have  been  baptized.  In  1697  Nicasius  Kip  and  Antie  Breyant 
had  a  child  baptized  in  Plackensack.  Evidently  he  was  a  son  of  Hendrick  and 
Anna,  for  the  name  Nicasius  is  unusual,  and  at  the  time  family  names  were  rigidly 
adhered  to.  Catxina,  daughter  of  Nicasius  and  Antie,  was  baptized  at  Hackensack, 
September  12,  1700,  and  married  Dirk  Terheun,  October  13,  i';?.~.  Elisabeth,  their 
daughter,  was  baptized  at  Hackensack,  July  22..  1739.  Daniel  Van  Reypen.  of  Ber- 
gen, married  Elizabeth  Terhune.  who,  says  "  Winfield's  History  of  Hudson  County," 
was  born  July  15,  173^.  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  witnessed  baptism  of  a  grand-daugh- 
ter of  Dirk  Terheun.  From  these  data  I  deduce  the  following  lineage  :  Daniel  Van 
Reypen  married  Elizabeth3  Terheun  (Catrina4  blip,  Nicasius3  Kip,  Anna2  de  Sille, 
Nicasius1  de  Sille).

Whose  daughter 
was  his  wife  Damaris?  Ti is  son,  Benedict  Arnold,  of  Newport,  R.-l.,  b.  1641. 
When  and  where  did  he  die?  Married  9  March,  167 r,  to  Mary  Turner.  Whose 
daughter  was  she  ?  Miss  THOYTS,  Sulhamstead,  W.  Reading. 

Samuel  "Marshall. —Can  any  of  your  readers  throw  light  on  the  ancestry  of

REPLIES   AND   CORRECTIONS. 

Baetjer  (Correction).  —  Herman  Baetjer's  death  was  at  the  age  of  59.      He  had 
been    engaged   in  the   importing    business    here    for    thirty-five    years,    not    forty-four 
as  previously  stated  (p.  53)  ;   and  his  wife  was  daughter  of  the  late  G.  Marsiglia,  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  New  York  City.         H.  R.  s.

Sir: — I  wish  to  offer  a  few  corrections  to  the  article  contributed  by  Mr.  Mer- 
sereau  on  the  Conkltng  Family,  and  published  in  the  July,  1S96,  issue  of  The  Record. 

Errors  in  genealogical  problems  are  difficult  to  avoid,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
Mr.  M.  will  be  pleased  to  be  set  aright. 

First: — Ananias  and  John  Conkiine  were  first  recorded  at  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1638 
and  1640,  respectively.  They  were  associated  together  in  the  manufacture  of  glass, 
and  their  "  Home  lots"  were  near  to  each  other  :  yet  while  it  seems  right  to  presume 
them  brothers,  there  appears  to  be  no  evidence  substantiating  the  claim. 

■Second: — The  Town  Records  of  Southold,  L.  I.,  credit  both  Ananias  and  Tohn 
with  ownership  of  property  at  that;  place  as  early  as  1651  ;  in  fact  they  then  had 
"  Home  lots,"  and  appeared  to  occupy  them.  The  East  Hamp'on,  L.  I.  records  do 
not  mention  Ananias  until  July  5,  1653,  at  which  time  allottments  of  land  were  made 
him.  It  is  entirely  probable  that  Ananias  and  John  settled  at  Southold  during  the 
year  1650.  Ananias  afterward  moving  to  East  Hampton. 

Third: — The  old  tomb-stone  in  the  church-yard  at  Southold,  placed  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Captain  John  Conkelvne,  who  died  April  6,  1694,  marks  the  grave  of  John 
Conklin,  Jr.,  not  John  Conklin.  St., who  died  at  Huntington,  L,  I  ,  Feb.  23,  1684. 
Several  of  his  children  having  settled  there  about  the  year  I&60. 

Fourth: — The  children,  Jacob  and  Elizabeth,  credited  to  Ananias  as  having  been 
baptized  at  Salem,  are  misplaced.  They  were  children  of  [oho  Conklin  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  and  were  mentioned  in  the  will  of  John,  as  published  in  the  Town  Rec- 
ords of  Huntington.  Other  children  mentioned  were  John  and  Timothy  and  a 
grandchild,  Rebecca  Hubert.  Elizabeth,  who  married  Jonas  Wood,  Jr.,  of  Hunt- 
ington, was  made  Executrix  of  his  estate.  It  is  believed  that  John  also  had  a  son 
Thomas  who  died  at  maturity,  and  a  daughter  Rebecca  who  married  Thomas  Brush. 
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Fifth: — Hester,  daughter  of  Ananias,  must  have  been  ten  years  older  than  the 
records  credit  her,  if  not,  she  married  George  Miller  before  her  eighth  birthday. 
The  East  Hampton  Town  Records  say  that  the  Church  arranged  with  Jeremiah 
(soon  after  his  father's  death)  to  care  for  his- sister  Hester  "  For  one  year  and  an 
half"  .''..."  Till  she  were  eight  years  old."  This  was  clearly  an  error  and  un- 
doubtedly should  have  read  "Till  she  were  eighteen  years  old."  She  would  then 
have  been  more  eligible  to  matrimony,  and  have  reached  the  lawful  age  to  manage 
her  own  estate. 

Susan  Conkline  was  a  member  of  the  "  First  Church"  of  Salem  about  the  time 
(1639)  that  Ananias  was  credited  as  a  member.  Though  proof  is  lacking,  she  was 
undoubtedly  the  wife  of  Ananias  and  the  mother  of  his  children. 

I  would  refer  to  "Salem  and  the  Conkling  Family,"  published  in  Vol.  XXXI., 
Historical  Collections  of  the  Essex  Institute.

The  head  of  the  Ten  Broeck  family  in  this  country  was  Wessel  Ten  Broeck,  who 
came  to  the  Colony  of  New  Netherlands  with  Peter  Minuit  in  1626.  The  eldest  son, 
Wessel  Wesselse  Ten  Broeck,  settled  in  Kingston,  and  his  descendants  are  known  as 
the  Kingston  Ten  Broecks.  The  third  son,  Hendrick  Wesselse,  resided  in  New 
York  and  left  many  descendants.  The  present  volume,  however,  is  devoted  to  the 
descendants  of  the  second  son,  Dirck  Wesselse  Ten.  Broeck,  and  appears  to  be  a  full 
record  of  them  from  the  first  to  the  sixth  generations,  where  one  or  oiher  parent  bore 
the'surname  Ten  Broeck,  and  in  the  last  three  generations  of  all  his  descendants  irre- 
spective of  name.  The  work  bears  evidence  of  having  been  carefully  and  thoroughly 
compiled.  The  volume  is  enriched  with  interesting  and  beautifully  executed  copies 
of  family  portraits,  coa'ts-of-arms,  seals,  etc.  A  fac-simile  of  the  Pay  Roll  of  Capt. 
Johannes  Ten  Broeck,  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  Fort  Ontario,  1762,  is  of 
special  interest.  Miss  Runk  deserves  much  praise  for  the  judgment  slit  has  shown  in 
having  the  book  well  printed.  As  a  specimen  of  good  typography  and  press  work  it 
may  well  serve  as  a  model  for  a  modern  genealogy.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  in  this 
connection  the  great  improvement  that  has  been  shown  in  the  printing  of  genealogies 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  (lays  of  poor  ink  and  paper 
are  past.  It  should  be  mentioned  slso  that  the  present  volume  contains  three  admir- 
ably arranged  indexes,  and  that  the  binding  is  in  excellent  taste,.  B.  W.  P.

This  pamphlet  gives  in  attractive  form  the  descendants  of  two  brothers  who  came 
from  Baden,  Germany,  to  the  Mohawk  Valley  in  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth 
century.      It  is  good,  and  an  index  would   make  it  better.

Flint  of  Salem,  with  a  Cory  of  the  Wills  and  Inventories  of  the  Estates 
of  the  Ftrst  Two  Generations.

The  emigrant  ancestor,  Thomas  Flint,  came  to  Salem.  Mass.,  as  early  as  1650, 
perhaps  earlier  ;  but  in  that  year  his  name  first  appears  on  the  Records. 

The  compilers  have  confined  themselves  to  the  Flint  name,  and  female  lines  are 
not  carried  out.  The  family,  like  many  located  in  the  quiet  of  New  England  towns, 
has  been  unk  lown  to  fame  ;  and  while  few  have  attained  prominence,  all  seem  to 
have  lived  useful  lives. 

This  is  not  a  pretentious  book.  It  contains  much  information,  well  arranged, 
substantially  on  the  plan  adopted  by  The  Record,  with  brief  biographical  sketches, 
and  is  neatly  printed.  The  Society  is  indebted  for  its  copy  to  Mrs.  Geo.  Wilson 
Smith,  ne'e  "Emma  Adelia  Flint  U\Yrn.  Henry,  60irin,  5Johri,  'Samuel,  3Johri,  "  John, 
1Thomas),  whose  manuscript  annotations  have  added  to  the  value  of  the  book. 

All  students  of  genealogy  recognize  the  value  of  wills  and  probate  records. 

We  must  say  again,  a  full  index  is 
a  necessary  part  of  every  genealogy — four  pages  of  heads  of  iamilies  will  not  meet 
the  want.  These  books  are  consulted  oftenest  by  those,  roc  of  the  name,  seeking 
possible  alliances  ;  therefore,  an  index  of  names  other  than  that  treated  of,  is  more 
important  than  the  family  itself,  because  one  interested  in  the  name  would  be  apt  to 
go  through  the  book,  while  searchers  for  other  names  merely  refer  to  the  index  ;  this 
class  will  be  the  majority,  and  they  will  be  disappointed,  since  life  is  too  short  to  read 
everything  on  the  chance  of?a  reference  to  the  name  desired.

The  biographies  are  in  some 
case;  quite  full.  The  index,  of  ninety-one  pages,  makes  the  contents  available,  and 
the  price,  S5.00  in  cloth,  is  very  reasonable.

Reformed  Church  of  Salem,  N.  Y..  which  pulpit  he  rilled  for  eleven  years. 
His  health  then  failing,  his  son  Alexander  was  made  his  colleague,  and 
together  they  served  until  the  former  died  in  1802.  James  'Proudfit 
married,  first,  r;  second,  Miss  Houston  of  Philadelphia.

The  meaning  and  derivation  of  Totyl,  Totehill,  Tuthill,  or  Tuttle, 
has  been  treated  of  so  exhaustively  in  The  Tuttle  Family  by  G.  F.  Tuttle 
(1S83),  and  The  Tuthill  Family  Meeting,  by  Hon.  W,  II.  Tuthill  (1S67), 
that  it  is  superfluous  to  discuss  it  here.  Families  living  near  the  natural, 
or  artificial  mounds  called  tot-hills  which  abounded  in  widely  separated 
localities,  probably  adopted  that  designation  as  ?  surname.  A  common 
origin,  or  even  blood  relationship  between  all  those  who  bear  this  name, 
is  therefore  unlikely. 

Blomeneld,  the  historian  of  Norfolk,  gives  anjaccount  often  or  eleven 
tumuli,  the  largest  of  which  is  called 
tut-hill,  near  Thetford,  Norfolk,  Eng- 
land, doubtless  raised  by  the  Danes  to 
cover  their  slain,  in  a  battle  with  King 
Edmund,  a.d.  S71. 

The  arms  of  the  Tu thills  of  Norfolk- 
shire,  as  given  in  the  Visitation  of  Essex, 
of  1634,  are  :  "Or,  on  a  chevron  azure, 
three  crescents  argent.  Crest,  a  leopard 
passant,  sable,  crowned  or,  on  a  mound 
vert." 

These  arms,  without  the  crest,  are 
found  in  the  church  of  Trowse-with- 
Newton,  Norfolkshire.  England,  on  the 
tomb  of  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Sir  Roger 
Dalyson,  daughter  of  William  Tuthill,  of 
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Newton,  Gent.,  and  granddaughter  of  John  Tuthill,  of  Saxlingham.  She 
died  27  Sept.,   15S5,  in  her  19th  year. 

John  Tuihill,  of  SaxHngham,  father  of  Henry,  b.  in  1580,  was  perhaps 
brother  of  William  Tuthill,  named  above. 

1.  Henry  Tuthill,  of  Tharston,  Norfolk  Co.,  England,  b.  in  1580,  3rd 
son  of  John  'burn ill,  of  Saxlingham,  m.  Alice  (Gooch  ?).  His  will, 
dated  20  March,  161.S,  proved  20  April,  1619,  in  England,  mentions 
John  Gooch,  father ;  Margaret  Rail,  mother-in-law  ;  Ann  Woodyard, 
kinswoman  ;  John  Tuthill,  brother  ;  wife  Alice,  and  the  five  children 
below.  The  Church  Register  of  St.  Marys,  Tharston,  contains  the  entry 
of  Henry's  burial  on  2O  March,  16 1 8 .  It  also  records  the  baptism  of  all 
his  children.

"Pilgrim  John  was  probably  identical  with  John  Tuihill,  named  with 
Capf.  Underbill  in  1638—9  at  Piscatawa,  now  Dover,  N.  H. "  He  returned 
to  England,  remarried,  and  left  descendants  there. t

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Township  of  Waterford  in  the  County  of  Gloucester  in  the  Province  of 
New  Jersey,  Yeoman,  for  and  in  Consideration  of  the  Sum  of  Forty 
Pounds  proclamation  Money,  to  me  in  band  paid  before  the  Ensealing 
and  Delivery  of  these  presents  by  Edward  Gibbs  of  the  Township  of 
Newton  in  said  County  presents,  do  bargain  and  sell  unto  the  snid 
Edward  Gibbs  a  Certain  Negro  Girl  named  Tenor  aged  Twelve  Years  the 
Fourth  Day  of  November  Next  To  have  and  to  Hold  the  said  Negro  Girl 
by  these  presents  bargained  and  sold  unto  the  said  Edward  Gibbs  his 
Executors,  Administrators  and  assigns  forever.  And  I  the  said  Isaac 
Hornor  for  myself,  my  Executors  and  Administrators  the  said  Negro  Girl 
bargained  and  sold  unto  the  said  Edward  Gibbs  his  Executors  and  Ad- 
ministrators, and  against  all  and  every  person  or  persons  whatsoever 
Claiming  or  pretending  to  Claim  any  Eight  or  property  thereunto  shall 
and  will  Warrant  and  forever  defend  by  these  presents.  In  Witness 
whereof  I  the  said  Isaac  Horner  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  and  seal  the 
Twenty  Fourth  Day  of  August  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy  One.

Edward  Gibbs  lived  at  that  time  in  Haddonfield,  where  he  built  a 
large  three  and  a  half  storied  brick  house,  still  standing,  and  in  part  in 
use  as  the  post-office. 

Isaac  Hornor  resided  close  by  in  the  adjoining  township  of  Water- 
ford.  He  was  the  great-grandson  of  Isaac  Hornor  who  was  enrolled  as  a 
taxable  in  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  in  16S3. 

Two  years  afterwards,  11  day,  7  mo.,  1685,  it  is  recorded  in  the 
minute  book  of  the  newly  organized  "Friend's  Meeting-"  in  Chesterfield, 
Burlington  County,  West  Jersey,  that  "Isaac  Hornor  and  Thomas  Farms- 
worth  is  desired  to  speak  to  *John  Hornor  to  be  at  the  next  meeting  to 
give  an  account  of  how  matters  stand  in  relation  to  the  children  of  John 
Brown,  late  deceased,  which  is  left  with  him  to  bring  in  an  inventory  of 
the  goods  left  by  John  Brown."  More  is  disclosed  of  Isaac  Hornor's 
family  in  a  census  taken  of  Northampton  township,  which  adjoined 
Chesterfield  in  Burlington  County,  in  1709.  Among  the  families  enu-

The   husband  Isaac  was  dead,  as  appears  by  his  will,  which   was   pro- 
bated the  year  previous  (Liber  ot  Wills,  No.   1,  page  248,  Trenton),  and

No  slaves  were  named  as  belonging  to  the  Horndrs,  but  out  of  forty- 
two  families  resident  of  Northampton  township,  seven  are  credited  with 
slaves,  whose  total  number  was  fifteen;  Nine  of  these  were  Negroes  and 
six  Indians. 

Bartholomew  Ilornor,  in  1721,  married  Elizabeth  Wills,  whose  father 
was  a  slaveholder,  Moving  with  the  gentle  ripple  of  migration  which 
was  then  setting  southward,  Bartholomew  ITomor  appears  as  the  overseer 
of  highways,  in  1725,  in  Chester  township  next  below  Northampton,  in 
Burlington  County.  Ten  years  afterwards  be  went  still  farther  south  into 
Gloucester  County  and  purchased  a  tract  of  land  about  three  miles  from 
Iladdonrieid,  This  he  conveyed  to  his  son  Jacob,  who  dying  intestate- 
it  descended  to  his  oldest  son  Isaac  Homer,  the  seller  of  the  slave  girl. 
The  latter  married  Elizabeth  Kay,  the  sister  of  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the 
bill  of  sale. 

Slaves  were  introduced  into  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey  soon 
after  its  settlement:  16.77-— 1680.  They  were  not  brought  by  the  Qua- 
kers from  England.  These  occasionally  had  white  servants  with  them, 
but  oftener  purchased  the  services  of  those  emigrants  who  sold  themselves 
to  pay  for  their  passage  across  the  ocean,  and  were  known  as  "  Redemp- 
tioners. "  No  better  description  can  be  given  of  how  this  was  done  than 
the  quaint  record  in  the  Gloucester  County  Court  book,  dated  March  2, 
1  701.  "Griffith  Morgan  makes  complaint  agst  a  Servant  woman  of  her 
deserting  of  his  Services  ye  1st  of  Instant.  The  servant  appearing  and 
alledging  that  her  passage  was  paid  in  Scotland,  she  came  from,  and  that 
she  was  not  any  servant  ;  upon  which  ye  said  Griffith  produces  an  order 
of  Chester  Court  in  Pensilvania,  for  her  service  of  five  years  to  one 
E.  Evans  eve,  and  his  assignment  to  ye  said  Griffith.  Wereupon  ye  Bench 
order  that  ye  s'd  Servant  perform  her  time  of  Servitude  according  to  ye 
s'd  assignment." 

Negro  slaves  appear  to  have  been  brought  into  this  colony  by  settlers 
from  New  York  and  its  vicinity.  At  least  the  earliest  records  of  them 
appear  in  families  from  that  section,  and  they  and  their  descendants  held 
the  greater  number  of  slaves. 

One  of  the  earliest  records  of  a  negro  slave  occurs  in  the  family  of 
Richard  Stockton,  who  came  from  Flushing,  Long  Island,  where  he  was 
credited  with  one  slave,  to  "Oneanikon,"  Burlington  County,  West 
Jersey,  in  1692.  A  trust  deed  is  recorded  in  Liber  B,  page  612,  in  Tren- 
ton. It  says,  "  Mary  Shinn  of  Burlington  county,  widow  of  Thomas 
Shinn,  deceased,  late  of  said  county  to  Richard  Stockton  Jr.  of  Burling- 
ton county  brother  of  said  Mary,  and  John  Shinn  Jr.  of  said  county, 
brother-in-law  of  said  Mary  "  .  .  .  "  to  be  married  to*  Silas  Cris- 
pin of  Pennsylvania  &c.  The  deed  conveys  land  receive,]  by  the  widow 
from  her  husband  Thomas,  to  be  he'd  in  trust  ;  "  also  a  negro  boy 
Tabby  for  the  use  of  Thomas  and  Samuel  Shinn  sons  of  said  Mary." 
This  document  is  dated  December  28,  1697.  The  will  of  Thomas  Shinn 
bears  date  4d.  S  mo.   1694. 

One  of  the  large  owners   of  slaves  was  John  Thorne,!  son   of  Joseph

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and  Mary  Thome  of  Flushing,  Long  Island,  A  deed  recorded  in  Tren- 
ton, N.  J.  (Liber  Q,  page  451),  and  dated  June  2,  1704,  says  that  John 
Reading  sold  to  "  fohn  Thome  ye  son  of  Joseph  Thome  of  Flushing 
and  Island  of  Nassau  "  for  £100,  262*4  acres  "in  the  town  bounds  of 
Gloucester,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,"  New  Jersey.  The  curious 
part  of  the  transaction  is.  that  the  son  was  only  fourteen  years  old  when  his 
father  bought  the  land  in  his  name  ;  for,  the  Flushing  Friend's  records 
give  John  Thome's  birth  on  5  day,  8  mo.,  1690.  There  are  other  in- 
stances of  deeds  having  been  executed  to  minors  in  West  Jersey.  It 
shows  the  forethought  of  the  parent  in  providing  in  advance  for  the  future 
of  a  son,  and  likewise  the  confidence  reposed  in  the  Quaker  authorities 
that  no  dispute  as  to  the  right  of  such  a  title  would  be  recognized.  The 
accuracy  of  the  records  above  quoted  is  evinced  by  the  will  of  John 
Thorne,  which  is  dated  June  2,  1768,  and  proved  September  1,  1769 
(Liber  of  Wills  No.  14,  page  51).  In  this  document  he  especially  men- 
tions, among  other  bequests,  the  26234  acres  he  bought  of  John  Reading. 
This  makes  his  age  to  have  been  79  years. 

John  Thorne  married  Ann,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Hinchman 
of  Flushing,  L.  I.  ;  who,  May  18,  1699,  bought  1,000  acies  in  Gloucester 
county,  N.  J.,  and  removed  there.  The  latter  and  his  descendants  held 
many  slaves.  The  father  and  son-in-law  lived  adjoining,  near  to  Had- 
donfield  Friend's  .Meeting,  of  which  they  were  members,  and  their  families 
were  buried  in  the  graveyard  attached  to  it,  and  not  on  their  own  planta- 
tions, as  was  often  the  custom,  especially  of  non-Quaker  landed  proprie- 
tors. Both  had  separate  burying  grounds  for  their  slaves  on  their  own 
plantations,  which  are  still  to  be  seen.  Adjacent  to  the  Thorne  slave 
graveyard  a  small  settlement  of  negroes  was  started,  as  the}-  were  occa- 
sionally manumitted  by  their  owners,  which  bears  the  significant  name  of 
Guineatown.  Among  these  was  one  family  who  claimed  to  be  descended 
from  an  African  prince.  Their  progeny  has  become  numerous  ;  and 
while  some  are  degenerates,  others  maintain  a  superior  position  among 
their  race,  and  their  traditional  genealogical  descent  is  as  carefully  pre- 
served as  is  a  recorded  one-  among  whites. 

Thomas  Thorne,  a  younger  brother  of  John,  removed  from  Flushing 
to  Gloucester  County,  married  another  daughter  of  John  Hinchman,  and 
became  a  large  slaveholder.

THE   DUMONT    FAMILY. 
(Continued  from  Vol.  XXIX.,  April.  1898,  p.  109  of  The  Record.) 

Peter    J.   B.4   Dlqiont   (John   Ba ptists,    Peter",    Wallerand1),   married 
Susan  Van  Middleswart  and  had  three  daughters,  as  follows  : 

i.  Jane",  married  Fred.  Frelinghuysen.     They  were  the  parents 
of  Fred.    Frelinghuysen,    U.  S.    Senator  from   New  Jersey, 
and  Secretary  of  State  under  President  Arthur. 
ii.    Maria5,  married  William  Etmendorf. 

iii.  Ann1,  married  Peter  Dumont5  Yroom,  who  was  Governor  of 
New  Jersey. 
4.  "Peter4  Dumont  (Hendrick3,  Peter".  Walierand2)  was,  as  previously 
stated,  born  on  Staten  Island,  in  1744.  Fie,  however,  removed  to  Hills- 
borough township,  Somerset  County,  New  jersey,  where  he  resided  during 
the  period  of  the  war  of  the  American  Revolution.  Family  tradition 
recites  that  lie  was  (as.  indeed,  appears  the  inscription  upon  his  tomb- 
stone in  Vevay,  Ind.)  '''a  soldier  of  the  Revolution"  ;  that  his  services 
for  the  cause  of  freedom  were  even  more  outside  the  ranks  than  as  a 
soldier,  and  that  General  Washington  often  consulted  him.  Certain 
accounts,  still  in  existence,  indicate  that  he  may  have  been  in  the  com- 
missary department,  but  it  is,  perhaps,  more  likely  that  he  was  the 
"Peter  Dumont,  Captain,  Second  Battalion,  Somerset,"  mentioned  in 
Adjutant-general  Strykers  Official  Register,  page  3 S 9 . '"  It  is  also  said 
that  Peter4  Dumont  "ran  mills  day  and  night  to  help  the  soldiers  at 
Valley  Forge,"  and  that  this  resulted,  ultimately,  in  irretrievable  loss  to 
him  financially.  He  was,  according  to  family  tradition,  High  Sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  he  lived,  and  the  name  appears  in  the  "History  of 
Somerset  County,"  previously  mentioned,  in  a  list  of  sheriffs,  page  6 
of  Appendix,  thus:  "1777,  '78,  '79,  Peter  Dumont."  Peter  Dumont 
moved  to  New  Brunswick,  N.  J,,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  record  of  births 
of  his  children.  From  thence  he  went  to  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  and  was  prob- 
ably the  proprietor  of  Dumont's  Ferry,  which,  a  century  ago,  was  located 
on  the  Hudson  River  about  two  and  one-half  miles  below  Fort  Miller. 
A  toll-bridge  has  since  been  erected  there,  and  the  Champlain  Canal 
crosses  the  river  in  that  immediate  vicinity.  Captain  Moses  Guest  (a  son- 
in-law  of  Peter  Dumont)  relates  in  his  "  Poems  and  Journal/'  second 
edition  (Cincinnati,  1824),  page  144,  that  on  December  11,  1796,  he  was 
at  Dumont's  Ferry  and  had  a  conversation  with  "Mr.  Dumont."  From 
that  locality  Peter4  Dumont  removed,  about  1S14,  with  his  wife,  to 
Vevay,  Switzerland  County,  Ind..  where  he  resided  until  his  decease,  in 
1821,   aged  seventy-seven  years.      Pie   married   Mary  Lowe  f  (or  Low),  a 


*  However,  the  writer  cannot  locate  any  tradition  to  the  effect  that  Peter  Dumont: 
was  a  captain  during  the  Revolution.  This  Captain  Peter  Dumont  may  have  been 
Peter3  Dumont,  paternal  uncle  of  Peter4  Dumont.  and  the  latter  possibly  was  a  private 
in  Captain  Jacob  Ten  Evck's  Company,  First  Battalion,  Somerset.  See  extract  from 
Adjutant-general  Stryker's  Official  Register,  hereinafter  presented. 

f  The  vowel  sound  in  the  name  "  Lowe"  is  not  long  *'o/'  but  is  pronounced  as  in 
the  word  "allowed."  It  is  said  that  a  large  portrait  of  Mary  Lowe  Dumont  is  now 
in  Indianapolis,  in  the  possession  of  the  family  of  the  late  General  Ebenezer  Dumont. 
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daughter  of  Cornelius  Lowe,  October  25,  1770.  After  the  death  of  her 
husband,  Peter  DuttiOnt,  Mrs.  Mary  Lowe- Dumont  went  to  live  with  her 
son,   Abram    B.   Duinoni,    in   Vevay.      The    family    papers   and    records 

therefore,  very  naturally,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  latter's  child  ten,  and 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  M.  J/'  Morerod  (in  order  to  facilitate  answering  the 
writer's  inquiries)  placed  most  of  them  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Eugene  R. 
Detraz,  who,  as  before  stated,  is  a  great-great-grandson  of  Peter'1  Dumont 
and  a  French  scholar.  Mr.  Detraz  advises  that'some  are  in  French  and 
others  in  English,  the  former  mostly  in  the  original,  and  the  latter,  in 
some  instances,  copies.  Among  the  papers  are  some  wills,  marriage  con- 
tracts, receipts,  accounts,  and  letters,  some  dating  as  early  as  1660. 
Business  engagements  prevent  Mr.  Detraz  from  furnishing  copies  of  all 
the  documents  at  present,  but  he  has  kindly  enabled  the  writer  to  present 
the  following  : 

New  Jersey  *  John  Baptist  Dumont  aged  fifty-two  yeais  personally 
appeared  before  me  John  i  Berrier  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
cort  of  the  province  of  New  Jersey  and  being  duly  sworn  maketh  oath 
that  to  this  deponent  has  know  the  family  of  Peter  Traverrier  near  thirty 
years  past.  That  on  his  first  acquaintance  with  them  that  Peter  Traverier 
was  deseased  but  Mary  Traverier  was  commonly  and  reputed  to  be  the 
widow  of  the  same  peter  was  then  living,  and  that  Mary  Traverier  the 
yonger  was  also  commonly  deemed  and  reputed  as  the  only  child  and 
heir  of  this  Peter  Traverier,  That  Hendrich  Dumont  the  brother  of  this 
deponent  married  this  ?>Iary  Traverrier  junior,  that  Peter  Dumont  is  the 
only  son  and  heir  at  law  of  this  Hendrich  and  Mary  who  are  both  dead.

The  following  memorandum,  made  by  Peter4  Dumont,  is  among 
family  papers  in  Vevay,  Indiana  : 

''Captain  Peter  Traverier  of  Masha  having  married  Marie  Arnand 
the  widow  of  Jean  Parlier  of  La  Tramblade,  And  this  Peter  Traverrier 
had  two  children,  twins  a  son  and  a  daughter  without  issue.  The  sons 
name  was  Peter  Traverrier  who  married  Mary  Reseau  (the  daughter  of 
Renier  Reseau)  of  the  island  of  Ray  (or  in  French  LTle  De  Ray)  and 
they  had  an  only  child  a  daughter  called  Mary  Traverrier  and  this 
daughter  was  married  to  Hendrich  Dumont  of  Bariton  Landing  and  this 
daughter  she  had  one  only  son,  that  is  Peter  Dumont  myself." 

Copy  of  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  of  Bordeaux  :

fin  this  place,  between  "John  "  and  "  Berrier,"  are  some  marks  or  a  word  which 
Mr.  Detraz,  says  he  is  not  certain  about,  probably  the  name,  "  Berrier,"  illegibly 
written  and  consequently  erased  and  rewritten. 
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"  7o  the  Citizen  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bordeaux  : 

1  Peter  Dumont  now  living  in  the  town,  and  county  of  Saratoga  in 
the  state  of  New  York  humbly  petition  before  the  honerable  members 
of  your  city  for  the  recovery  of  properties  left  by  my  forefathers  in  the 
time  of  prosecution  against  the  Protestants  within  the  Generalite  of  Bor- 
deaux in  the  village  De  La  Trembiade,  some  situated  in  the  island  of 
Nev,  and  some  in  Sintonge  as  you  will  find  by  the  papers  annexed  to 
this  which  will  be  delivered  to  your  honer  by  the  Consul  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  now  residing  in  Bordeaux. 

Saratoga  April  20th  1797." 

(The  writer  cannot  locate  any  record  or  tradition  of  a  reply  having 
been  received  by  Peter  Dumont,  to  the  above  letter.) 

Peter4  Dumont  was  an  earnest  Presbyterian,  a  strong  Calvinist,  "a 
fatalist."  He  accumulated  quite  a  library,  mostly  religious  books,  still 
preserved  in  Vevay.  His  arduous  services  (particularly  night  work)  in 
behalf  of  his  country,  during  the  Revolution,  conduced  to  the  ultimate 
loss  of  his  eyesight,  and  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  of  his  life  his 
faithful  wife  read  to  him.  Although  sightless,  old,  and  poor,  he  was  too 
proud  to  accept  a  pension.  It  is  not  surprising  that  he  endeavored  to 
secure  the  restoration  of  his  ancestral  estates  in  France.  It  is,  of  course, 
highly  improbable  that  the  French  government  would  now  take  any 
action  in  that  direction, 

Peter  Dumont's  wife,  nee  Mary  Lowe,  was  a  most  estimable  woman 
in  every  respect.  She  was  fair,  with  beautiful  blue  eyes.  The  writer 
has  been  informed  that  Mr.  Bush,  pastor  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Indianapolis,  said,  at  one  time,  that  Mrs.  Mary  Lowe-Dumont,  was,  in 
character  and  attainments,  among  the  most  superior  women  he  had  met 
in  the  West  ;  that  she  read  the  best  books,  and  was  a  particularly  pleasing 
reader.  Her  parents,  Cornelius  and  Catharine  Lowe,  lived  in  Schamo- 
ken,  New  Jersey,  during  the  French  and  Indian  war  and  were  warned  by  a 
friendly  Indian  to  move,  lest  they  be  massacred.  They  went  to  Genes- 
see,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Mary,  was  born  in  Schamoken,  N.  J.,  in 
1750.  (For  this  information  relating  to  the  Lowe  family,  the  writer  is 
indebted  to  Mrs.  Julia  Merrill  Moores  of.  Indianapolis,  who  adds  that 
she  saw  her  great-grandmother,  Mary  Lowe-Dumont,  just  before  her 
death,  and  that  the  latter  appeared  very  cheerful,  and  "interested  me 
much  by  reciting  poem  after  poem."  Mrs.  Moores'  information  relating 
to  the  Lowe  family  was  received  by  her  chiefly  from  her  grand  aunt,  Jane.) 
Mrs.  Moores  has  also  kindly  furnished  the  following  (which,  by  the  way, 
is  fully  confirmed  by  data  ieceived  by  the  writer  from  Mrs.  M.  J.  More- 
rod,  of  Vevay,  Indiana,  where  is  preserved  the  original  family  bible,  Dutch 
text,  which  has  never  been  out  of  the  family  ;  record  is  in  handwriting 
of  Peter4  Dumont)  : 

"  A  copy  made  from  the  fly  leaf  of  my  great  grand  father  Dumont's 
bible — now  in  the  possession  of  his  great-grandson,  Dumont  Reid  : 

"Peter  Dumont,  son  of  Hen d rick',  grandson  of  Peter,  was  bom  the 
1st  day  of  October  1744.  Mary  Lowe,  daughter  of  Cornelius  Lowe  and 
grand  daughter  of  Albert  Lowe  was  bom  the  3rd  day  of  June  1750. 
Peter  Dumont  and  Mary  Lowe  were  Married  on  Thursday  the  25th 
October  1770  by  Dominie  Van  Haerlengen. 

'Thursday  August  15th  1771,  was  Born  our  first  daughter,  Mary,  at 
7  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  baptized  by  Domini  Van  Haerlengen. 
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Monday  August  30th  1773  was  Born  my  second  daughter  Lidea 
at  S  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  Baptized  by  Domini  Van  Elaerlengen.

Peter4  Dumont  died  in  182 1,  in  Vevay,  Indiana,  and  his  wife,  in 
January,  1841.  The  latter 's  funeral  took  place  from  the  residence  of 
her  son,  A.  B«*  Dumont  ("with  whom  she  had  long  lived  ").,  Monday, 
January  25,  184 1.  Long  may  the  name  of  Peter  Dumont  be  preserved 
as  of  a  patriot  who  gave  his  all  for  his  country  ;  long  may  his  wife  be 
remembered  as  typical  of  all  that  is  best  and  noblest  in  womanhood.

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George  Parker,  of  Oxford,  who,  on  a  recent  visit  to  London,  went  to 
Somerset  House,  and  made  a  copy  of  Dr.  Hailey's  will,  which  is  repro- 
duced below,  verbatim  ;  the  words  within  brackets  being  comments  by 
Mr.  Parker : 

"Will  of  Edmund  Halley,  dated  1736.' 

"In  the  Name  of  God,  I  Edmond  Halley  Doctor  of  Laws  and 
Astronomer  in  the  royal  Observatory  in  Greenwich  [so  in  the  Register] 
park  being  in  good  health  of  Body  as  well  as  of  perfect  and  sound  mind 
and  memory  considering  the  certainty  of  Death  and  uncertainly  of  the 
time  of  it  in  order  when  it  shall  happen  to  leave  behind  me  my  fTainily 
in  peace  Do  therefore  make  and  Declare  this  my  last  Will  and  Testa- 
ment in  manner  and  form  following  ;  Imprimis  :  I  recommend  my  Soul 
to  the  Mercy  of  Almighty  God,  And  as  to  my  Body  my  Will  and  Desire 
is  that  it  may  be  Interred  in  the  same  Grave  with  that  of  my  Dear  Wife 
lately  deceased  in  the  Church  yard  of  Lee  in  Kent.  Next  since  my  Son 
Edmond  is  in  actual  possession  of  the  best  part  of  the  Real  Estate  of  the 
ilamily,  and  may  Inherit  the  rest  after  my  Decease  the  whole  being  of 
greater  Value  than  the  personal!  Estate  1  have  to  leave  my  two  Daugh- 
ters Margaret  Halle}-  and  Katherine  now  wife  to  Mr.  Henry  Price  And 
besides  he  being  retained  in  the  Service  of  the  Crown  as  a  Surgeon  seems 
to  be  sufficiently  provided  for  My  desire  is  that  he  may  therewith  be  Con- 
tented and  accept  of  Twenty  pounds  for  Mourning.  As  for  my  personal 
Estate  consisting  in  the  remainder  of  a  Lease  of  a  House  in  Cannon  St., 
'London,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs.  Mary  Camm  or  her  Assigns,  as 
likewise  in  Goods  ready  Money  plate  Books  &c.  I  give  them  to  my 
said  two  daughters  Margaret  and  Katherine  to  be  equally  divided  between 
them  hoping  that  the  Division  may  be  made  amicably.  Lastly  I  hereby 
constitute  and  appoint  my  said  Two  Daughters  joint  Executrices  of  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament  which  is  written  with  my  own  Hand.

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NOTES.. 

Oyster  Bay  Marriages.— The  Baptist  Church  at  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  had  for 
its  first  pastor,  Rev.  William  Rhoads,  and  was  succeeded  by  Robert  Feeks,  who  was 
ordained  pastor  1724,  and  remained  with  the  church  until  1741,  Rev.  Thomas 
Davis  for  a  short  while  acted  as  supply. 

Rev.  Benjamin  Coles  came  after.  He  was  born  April  6,  1737,  and  began  to  preach 
very  young.  He  Mas  stationed  at  Stratford,  Conn,  six  years;  at  Hopewell,  N.  J., 
seven  years  ;  and  at  Scotch  Plains,  N.  J.,  two  years,  and  the  rest  of  his  life  at  Oyster 
Bay,  where  he  died,  1S10.  Some  years  before  his  death  he  was  troubled  with  a 
burdensome  corpulency,  disqualifying  him  from  regular  service. 

Rev.  Marmaduke  Earle  succeeded  him  ;  and  to  him  we  are  indebted  for  the  fol- 
lowing record  of  marriages,  seemingly  the  first  record  kept  by  any  of  the  pastors  of 
the  church  :

History  of  Annapolis.  J  thank  you  for  your  notice  of  the  history  ;  but  I 
wish  you  could  have  made  time  to  mention  the  various  New  York  families  and  old- 
New  York  names  referred  to  in  the  book,  such  as  Budd,  DeLancy,  PJurland,  and 
many  others.  Many  families  came  here  from  New  York  in  17S3  and  afterwards  left. 
so  that  the  names  have  died  out  here,  Gareau  and  Darouc  and  De  St.  Croix  among 
the  number.  We  had  a  Yanderbilt  among  the  Dutch  of  Clements.  On  page  74,  lines 
9--10,  you  mention  a  Martin  Johnson.  A  lady  in  New  York  is  writing  here  hoping 
lean  help  her  trace  a  Martin  J.,  who,  she  thinks,  came  here  from  New  England,  but 
I  am  sure  he  came  from  New  York.  Fie  died  here  in  1S13,  leaving  sons  YVm. 
Martin  and  John.  Now  Wm.  Martin  was  ensign  in  the  second  New  York 
Loyalist  Company  (Grant,  Captain)  and  it  may  be  that  he,  the  ensign,  is  the  Martin 
that  came  here.  On  page  92,  last  lines,  it  appears  that  Rev.  Shreve,  father  of  two  or 
three  prominent  Church  of  England  ministers  in  this  Province,  left  a  wife  behind 
him,  and  married  again  here.  I  have  found  a  great  many  instances  where  wives  of 
Loyalists  refused  to  follow  their  husband's  fortunes,  and  returned  to  their  own  families 
when  the  latter  espoused  the  Colonial  cause,  and  the  Loyalists  on  coming  here  married 
again.  Can  you  tell  me  if  there  was  any  enactment  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States 
dissolving  the  marriage  in  such  cases,  or  of  the  English  Parliament  ? 

I  am  told  by  descendants  of  our  Loyalist  Dutch  that  I  have  mis-spelled  the 
old  name  Famieha.  I  looked  through  your  magazine  to  see  if  I  could  find  the 
name,  in  order  to  get  the  old  spelling,  but  could  not  find  it;  nor  do  I  know  what 
modern   English  name  it  is  equivalent  to. 

Durland:  Am  I  right  in  my  history  in  suggesting  that  this  is  only  a  corruption 
of  Van  Der  Lind  ? 

.  That  the  rc-marriage  of  separated  Loyalists  in  this  country  was  deemed  per- 
fectly legal  is  clear  from  the  fact  that  clergymen  published,  such  persons  and  married 
them  in  full  knowledge  of  the  facts.  For  the  next  generation  or  two  the  fact  that 
one  was  born  of  a  re-marriage  of  a  man  who  had  a  wife  living  was  covered  up,  but 
it  is  now  coming  to  light,  and  I  have  always  felt  curious  to  know  by  what  authority 
such  marriages  were  contracted  here.       Am  satisfied  there  were  separate  divorces.

Rev,,  THOMAS  SlTREVE,  a  Loyalist,  and  minister  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  no 
doubt  the  one  referred  to  on  p.  92,  April  number  of  the  RECORD,  in  the  memo,  of  the 
family  of  Lewis  Morris  Ashfield,  died  at  Lunenburgh,  Nova  Scotia,  Aug.  21,  1S16, 
in  the  62d  year  of  his  age,  having  been  rector  of  the  parish  T2  years.  Isaac  Wilkins, 
D.D.,  whose  name  is  also  mentioned  in  the  same  article,  was  father  and  grandfather 
respectively  of  two  Lewis  Morris  Wilkinses,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Nova 
Scotia    and  otherwise  eminent.

A  Query  occurs  in  The  Record,  XXVII. ,  p.  216,  based  on  the  supposition  that 
Catharine,  dau.  of  Gen.  Philip  Schuyler,  married  Samuel  Bayard  Malcolm,  son  of 
Gen.  Wm.  Malcolm,  whose  wife  Sarah,  was  a  dau.  of  John  Ayscough  by  his  wife 
Catharine,  who  was  dau.  of  a  certain  Samuel  Bayard,  whom  the  Querist  seeks  to 
identify.      All  this  involves  considerable  error. 

Catharine,  youngest  dau.  of  Gen..  Ph.  Schuyler  (Jr.),  d.  Aug.  26,  1857,  in 
Oswego,  N.  Y.,  aged  76  ;  her  first  husband,  Samuel,  was  son  of  B.-Gen.  William 
Malcolm  ;  her  second  husband  was  Maj.  James  Cochrane,  son  of  Surg.  Gen.  Coch- 
rane of  the  Rev.  Army.  Capt.  Samuel  Bayard,  a  privateersman  out  of  New  York 
prior  to  the  Revolution,  died  in  1784.  aged  78,  leaving  a  son  Peter  whom,  in  his  will, 
he  cut  oil  with  a  shilling.  The  Captain's  wife  was  Catharine,  dau.  of  George  and 
Elizabeth  Carpender;  she  had  sisters,  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  of  whom  the  first  mar- 
ried Dr.  Richard  Ayscough,  of  New  York,  who  died  May  29,  1760,  aged  37,  the 
father  of  Sarah,  who,  in  1772,  married  B.-Gen.  William  Malcolm  and  had  dau., 
Elizabeth  Carpender  Malcolm,  b.  Nov.  16,  1772.  Elizabeth  Carpender,  sister  of 
Mrs.  Ayscough,  married  Sidney  Breese,  leather-dresser,  of  New  York,  and  was 
mother  of  Samuel  Breese,  of  Shrewsbury,  N.  J. 

Capt.  Richard  Bayard  was  a  son  of  Peter  B.,  who  m.  Oct.  5,  1699,  Rachel  Van 
Bael  (or  von  Balen),  and  was  grandson  of  Petrus  Bayard,  marked  on  the  Dutch  Ch. 
Records  of  N.  Y.  as  "  Labadist  gewonden,"  who  in  1674  m.  Blandina  Kiersted, 
granddaughter  of  Anneke  Jans  ;  Petrus  was  also  nephew  of  Peter  Stuyvesant,  the 
Director  General  of  New  Amsterdam.  I.  j.   G. 

— November  16,  1761,  !<  Abraham  Mowrison  of  the 
Owlla  Kill,  in  the  County  of  Morris  in  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Province  of 
New  Jersey,  ffarmer."  executed  a  bond  "  unto  David  Demorest,  of  the  County  of 
Bergen  .  .  .  Cordwainer,  in  the  just  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Pounds  Current 
Money  of  the  Province  of  New  York"  with  condition  that  said  Mowrison  should, 
upon  payment  to  him  by  said  Demorest,  in  one  year,  of  four  hundred  pounds, 
convey  to  said  Demorest.  or  to  such  person  "as  the  said  David  Demorest  shall 
nominate  .  .  .  and  to  the  use  of  the  children  of  fackamintie  Sister  to  "  said 
Demorest,  t.iat  piece  of  land  "at  the  Owl  Kill  in  Morris  County  and  now  in  the 
Actual  Possession  of  the  said  Abraham  Mowerson,"  free  from  incumbrances 
"  Except  the  Lords  Propriator's  Quit  Rents."  By  indorsed  "memorandum"  of 
April  22,  1762,  signe.l  by  "David  Dames  t  "  (sic),  it  is  agreed  "that  before  the 
Ensealing  and  Delivery  of  the  within  Bond  there  shall  be  Deducted  the  Sum  of 
Seventy  Pounds.'1  Both  bond  and  memorandum  were  witnessed  by  Par  Parmyter 
and  Casp.  Zaboiski. 

4David  Davidse  De  Maree  ('David,  "Jean,  *David  de>  Marets)  married  Maritie, 
daughter  of  Pieter  Jansen  Kap  Van  Blerckum,  and  had  5Jacomina,  who  married 
Abraham  Mowrison,  the  obligor  above  named,  5David,  the  obligee,  and  other  chil- 
dren. aDavid  married  Catharine  Seckor  (Sicaar,  Sicard  ?)  and  had  "Rachel,  who  mar- 
ried 5John  EL  Van  Houten  (4Helmigh,  Johannes  Helmigse,  MIelmigh  Roelofse, 
iRoeiof  Cornelisen).  Through  this  marriage,  evidently,  the  bond  came  among  the 
Van  Houten  papers,  mentioned  in  The  Record,  Vol.  XXVIL,  p.  187.  5Tacomina 
and  Abraham  had  five  children  baptized  at  Schraalenburgh,  N.  J.  She  died  after 
October  24.  1756,  and  he  remarried  April  7,  1760. 
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4Hc!migh  Van  iloutcn  was  horn  [nne  22,  1729,  and  baptized  at  Acquackanonck, 
July  6,  1729,  as  shown  in  the  published  records  of  the  church  at  that  place.  See  the

OBITUARIES. 

Hoagland,  Cornelius  Nevius,  M.D.—-A  Life  Member  of  this  Society,  a 
well-known  philanthropist,  and  a  scientist  of  wide  reputation,  died  April  24,  1898, 
at  his  resilience  in  Brooklyn,  N.  V.  Born  November  23,  1828,  in  Neshanic,  Som- 
erset County,  N.  J.,  and  removing  with  his  father's  family,  in  1831,  to  Piqna,  Miami 
County,  Ohio,  he  early  imbibed  the  spirit  of  active  progress  of  the  West  ;  entered 
Sterling  Medical  College,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1851,  and  eventually  graduated 
from  the  Western  Reserve  College,  at  Cleveland.  During  the  earlier  years  of  his 
medical  career,  he  entered  actively  into  politics,  and  became  County  Auditor  of  Mi- 
ami, Ohio.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Rebellion,  in  1861,  he  entered  the  service  a* 
first  lieutenant  in  the  Lafayette  Blues,  of  Troy,  Ohio,  attached  to  the  nth  Ohio 
Infantry.  His  medical  knowledge  rendered  his  services  peculiarly  acceptable, 
and  in  October,  1861,  he  was  made  surgeon  of  the  71st  Ohio  regiment,  and  served 
as  such  until  the  end  of  the  war,  bearing  also  until  the  end  of  his  days  the  mark 
of  honorable  service  in  the  shape  of  a  scar  from  a  wound  received  at  Nashville. 
At  the  close  ot  the  war,  Dr.  Hoagland  left  medicine  for  a  mercantile  life,  and 
with  great  success.  He  removed  to  Brooklyn  in  1S68,  and  by  1876  had  retired  from 
active  business  with  a  considerable  fortune.  He  was  best  known  in  connection  with 
the  manufacture  of  the  Cleveland  Baking  Powder,  of  which  company  he  was  presi- 
dent for  many  years  and  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  wealth  was  used  in  a  quiet 
and  unostentatious  manner  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  He  established,  adjoining 
the  Long  Island"  College  Hospital  and  in  affiliation  with  it,  the  Hoagland  Labora- 
tory, in  18SS,  at  a  cost  of  8100,000,  for  the  purpose  of  original  research  into  bacteriology, 
believing  that  much  more  could  be  done  for  the  benefit  of  humanity  by  successful  work 
in  this  direction  than  in  any  other  medical  line.  Especially  did  Dr.  Hoagland 
put  himself  at  the  head  of  the  department  of  photo-micrography,  in  which  work  he 
became  much  skilled.  In  the  exhibition  of  the  institution  at  the  World's  Fair  its 
photographic  reproductions  were  unexcelled. 

Dr.  Hoagland  was  also  greatly  interested  in  kindergarten  work,  a  branch  of 
which  in  Brooklyn  (named  after  him),  he  maintained  at  a  personal  expense  of  Si, 200 
a  year,  saying:  "It  seems  to  me  to  be  a  most  rational  and  beneficent  way  of  dis- 
pensing money  for  the  benefit  of  the  recipients.  If  any  one  feature  of  the  free  kin- 
dergarten work  seems  more  important  than  another  to  me,  it  is  that  at  the  most  im- 
pressionable age  children  are  afforded  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  character  of  mind 
and  body  that  will  be  lasting  and  far  reaching,  making  them  better  and  happier  men 
and  women  than  they  would  otherwise  be.  I  am  profoundly  impressed  with  the 
great  importance  of  this  work,  and  hope  and  believe  that  it  may  soon  become  more 
generally  appreciated." 

Dr.  Hoagland  was  also  a  director  of  the  Brooklyn  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  taking 
in  it  a  deep  interest,  and  devoting  a  considerable  s;im  of  money  each  year  for  its  suc- 
cess, in  addition  to  giving  it  personal  attention.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Microscopi- 
cal Society  of  London,  Life  Fellow  of  the  American  Geographical  Society  of  New- 
York,  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Soci- 
ety, and  the  Long  Island  Historical  Society,  hie  was  a  regent  of  the  Long  Island 
College  Hospital,  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  and  a  trustee  of  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity, Antioch  College,  Adelphi  College,  the  People's  Trust  Company,  and  the 
Dime  Savings  Bank,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  and  Oxford  Clubs.  On 
January  r,  1S9S,  he.  made  a  New  Year's  gift  of  $24,000  to  the  PL  rgland  Laboratory', 
$20,000  to  the  Kindergarten  Society,  and  814,000  to  the  Brooklyn  1  ye  and  Ear  Hos- 
pital.     He  was  President   of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  last-named,  institution. 

On  August  10,  1S52,  he  married  Eliza  Ellen  (daughter  of  judge  David  11.) 
Morris,  of  Miami  County,  Ohio,  by  whom  he  had  three  children,  all  surviving  him. 
viz.  :  Cora  A.,  wife  of  George  T.  Tangeman  ;  Luella  J.  Hoagland,  and  Elizabeth 
K.,  wife  of  Charles  O.  Gates. 

Austin,  William,  admitted  a  member  of  this  Society  June  26,  1S35,  was  born 
at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  October  2,  1S15  ;  graduated  at  Union  College,  N.  Y.,  1S32  ;  was 
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admitted  to  the  bar  in  1837,  and  died  at  Tybce  Island,  Ga.,  July  S,  1897.  lie  was 
never  married.  He  was  die  son  of  William  .and  Dorothy  (Halenbeck)  Austin,  of 
Albany,  N.  V.  A  descendant  of  I.-^aac  Casparse  Halenbeck  and  Dorothy  Bosch; 
their  son  Hendriek  was  baptized  March  13,  1692,  and  married  Susanna  Bratt,  Decem- 
ber 7,  I'/JS;  among  their  children  was  Anthony  Halenbeck,  who  married  Cornelia 
Cooper,  December  12,  1766,  the  parents  of  Dorothy,  the  mother  of  Wm.  Austin  de- 
ceased ;  she  was  born  February  16.  17S6,  and  died  September  7,  1S54. 

fKWKTT,  Rev.  Augustine  David  Lawrence,  D.D.,  Life  Member  of  this  So- 
ciety {January,  1890)  ;  died  in  this  city  29  April,  1898.  lie  possessed,  in  an  eminent 
decree,  the  heritage  of  a  pious,  honorable,  and  patriotic  ancestry. 

liis  iaincr,  Capt.  DAVID  JEWETT,  born  17  June,  1772,  "a  man  of  uncommon 
power  .of  body  and  mind  "  and  of  a  romantic,  adventurous  nature,  read  law  with  Gov- 
ernor Griswold,  but  entered  the  U.  S.  Navy,  where  he  soon  attained  the  rank  of  cap-

tain.  Retiring  from  the  service  in  June,  1S01,  under  the  Peace  Enlistment  Act,  he 
entered  the  navy  of  Chili,  in  her  war  for  independence.  Later,  he  became  Brigadier 
General  Effective  of  the  Armada  of  the  Brazilian  Empire,  holding  the  position  for  many 
years  and  enjoying  close  confidential  relations  with  the  Emperor  Dom  Pedro,  who,  in 
recognition  of  his  superior  military  and  naval  experience,  made  him  Admiral-Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  all  the  forces  of  the  empire.  He  died  in  July,  1842.  His  wife  was 
Eliza  (daughter  of  Alderman  Augustine  Micks)  Lawrence,  o(  New  York  City,  whom 
he  married  in  1027. 

Capt.  David  Jewett's  father  was  Dr.  David  Hibbard  Jewett,  of  Montville, 
Conn.,  born  21  August.  1742  ;  surgeon  to  the  Fourth  Battalion  of  Connecticut  State 
Troops  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  who  married,  August,  1769,  Patience, 
(daughter  of  Major  Charles  and  Anne  Latimer)  Bulkley,  born  23  April,  1749.  Major 
Charles  Bulkley  was  son  of  Rev.  John  Bulkley,  grad.  Harvard,  1699,  first  minister  of 
Colchester,  Conn.;  son  of  Major  Gersham   Bulkley,  born    1636,   who   married,    1659, 
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Sarah,  daughter  of  President  Chauncey,  second  president  of  Harvard  College  ;  son 
of  Rev.  peter  Bulk  ley,  lirst  minister  of  Concord,  Conn.;  son  of  Edward  Bulkley, 
D.D..  educated  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  and  a  native  of  Co.  Bedfordshire, 
England,  whence  he  emigrated  to  New  England  in  1635,  and  of  whom  it  is  said,  on 
his  tombstone,  that  "he  was  honorable  in  his  descent,  of  rare  abilities,  extraordinary 
industry,  excellent  bearing,  master  of  many  languages,  exquisite  in  his  skill  in  divinity, 
physics  and  law,  and  of  a  most  exemplary,  Christian  life." 

Dr.  David  Hibbard  Jewett,  who  died  1S14,  was  the  son  of  Rev.  David  Jkwett, 
born  1714  ;  grad.  Harvard  College,  1736;  pastor  at.  New  London,  Conn.;  chaplain 
in  the  French  and  Indian  and  in  the  Revolutionary  wars;  married  Patience  Phillips; 
was  also  a  missionary  to  the  Mohicans,  and  conducted  the  funeral  rites  over  Uncas, 
the  celebrated  chieftain  of  that  tribe. 

Rev.  David  Jewett  was  son  of  JOSEPH  Jewett  and  Mary  Hibbard,  married  27 
March.  1706;  sou  of  Capt.  Joseph  Jewett,  of  Ipswich,  Mass..,  and  his  wife  Ruth 
(daughter  Thomas)  Wood,  married  16S0;  son  of  Joseph  Jewett,  younger  brother 
of  Dea.  Maximilian  Jewett,  bap.  in  Bradford,  England,  1609  ;  married,  1634,  to 
Mary  Mallison,  in  England;  was  made  a  freeman  in  New  England  in  May,  1639. 

Besides  what  is  above  stated,  the  record  of  Mr.  Jewett's  ancestry  includes  such 
well-known  American  names  as  Lawrence,  Luquecr,  Hicks,  Cowenhoveft,  Van  Zandt, 
Apple-top,,  etc. 

Rev.  A.  D.  Lawrence  Jewett,  D.D.,  was  born  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  12  Jan- 
uary, 1S30;  prepared  for  college  at  Dalrymple  Military  School,  Alexandria,  Va. ; 
entered  Williams  College  (Mass.)  and  graduated  1852.  A  four  years'  course  at 
Princeton  Theological  .Seminary  followed,  after  which  he  assumed  the  duties  of  his 
first  pastorate,  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  Piermont,  N.  Y.,  where  his  duties 
were  shared  by  his  wife..  Elisabeth  Hall  Dickinson  (daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Richard 
W.  Dickinson,  a  noted  theological  writer  and  preacher),  to  whom  he  was  married 
April  22,  1S56,  before  completing  his  student's  course.  After  this  time  his  affiliations 
were  entirely  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  his  next  call  being  to  the  church  at 
Throgg's  Neck,  N.  V.,  a  noted  Presbyterian  church.  His  third  was  the  First  Pres- 
byterian church  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  from  1S6S  to  1S74,  and  was  terminated  in 
the  latter  year  by  the  necessity  that  arose  for  his  retirement  from  active  work  in  con- 
sequence of  a  severe  sunstroke,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  never  entirely  recovered. 

During  the  civil  war  he  tried  to  enlist,  but  was  refused  on  account  of  physical 
disability.  He  nevertheless  found  work  to  do  for  his  country,  as  the  soldiers,  in 
camp  and  hospital,  on  David's  Island  and  various  points  along  the  Sound  had  cause 
to  remember.  In  spite  of  physical  weakness,  he  continually  sought  opportunities  for 
doing  good.  Ble  was  interested  in  many  charities,  and  his  kind  deeds  remain  a 
memorial  in  many  hearts,  more  enduring  than  airy  monument  of  marble  or  bronze 
could  be. 

Dr.  Jewett  was  wonderfully  successful  in  his  ministerial  work,  especially  among 
the  children  and  the  aged.  His  pastorates  were  always  productive  of  many  acces- 
sions to  the  church  which  was  so  fortunate  as  to  have  him. 

Some  years  before  his  death  he  purchased  the  beautiful  property  known  as 
Mont-Lawn,  at  Nyack-on-the-Hudson,  which  he  took  much  pleasure  in  improving, 
and  which  (in  1S94)  he  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Christian  Herald  in  its  work  of 
providing  li  summer  outings  "  for  the  poor  children  of  New  York  City.  The  house, 
the  lodge,  and  the  pretty  chapel,  as  well  as  the  fields  and  woods  of  Mont-Lawn,  were 
freely  opened  to  these  little  city  waifs,  and  he  took  great  pleasure  in  daily  personal 
oversight  and  attention  upon  them.  Through  the  kindness  of  his  son,  Major  Jewett, 
the  privileges  of  this  The  Christian  Herald  Home  for  the  children,  have  been  con- 
tinued since  Dr.  Jewett's  death. 

Dr.  Jewett  was  a  member  of  the  Jekyll  Island  Club,  the  Kappa  Alpha  Fraternity 
of  Williams,  and  the  Williams  College  Alumni  .Association,  also  o\  several  religious 
and  literary  associations,  and  also  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  since  the  first  year 
of  its  incorporation. 

Of  a  tender  and  sympathetic  nature,  his  hear-  warmed  towards  all  in  affliction  or 
distress.  Possessed  of  ample  means,  he  was  able  to  dispense  a  most  bounteous 
charity,  and  many  are  there  to-day  who  will  sincerely  mourn  the  death  of  him  who 
was  indeed  a  friend  to  them.  He  was  a  man  who  attracted  others  to  him  not  alone 
because  of  his  fine  presence  and  commanding  figure,  but  chiefly  on  account  of  his 
genial  disposition  and  cordial  manners.  None  was  too  lowly  to  be  despised  by  him, 
and   none  so  great  as  to  make  him  forget  his  manly  dignity  or  lose  his  self-respect.

He  was  consistent  and  courageous,  fighting  always  for  what  he  believed  to  be  the 
truth  and  right,  and  never  flinching  from  the  consequences  of  his  acts. 

A  patriot,  a  man  of  learning  and  culture,  a  refined  scholar  and  gentleman, 
without  pride  or  ostentation,  doing  his  work  in  the  world  to  the  full  measure  of  his 
ability  and  making  the  world  better  for  his  having  lived  in  it,  his  place  will  indeed  be 
hard  to  till.      All  the  good  he  accomplished  will  never  be  known. 

Dr.  Jewell's  wife,  whom  he  married  April  22,  1856,  was  Elisabeth  Hall,  daughter 
of  Rev.  Richard  W.  Dickinson,  of  New  York,  and  she  was  born  February  21,  1S33. 
Her  father,  a  native' of  Saybrook,  Conn.,  and  a  graduate  of  Vale  College,  was  son  of 
Capt.  Charles  Dickinson,  and  her  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Charles  (son  of  Elihu  and 
Catherine  Crick)  Hall,  of  Cecil  Co.,  Md. 

The  children  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  D.  jewett  and  his  wife,  Elisabeth  Hall,  were  : 

1.  Richard  Dickinson  jewett.  bom  at  Piermont,  N.  Y.,  July  6,  1S57  ;  married, 
December  6,  1S83,  Elise  Melinda  (only  daughter  of  F.  Leopold  and  Melmda  Pollen) 
Schmidt,  of  New  York  ;   has  five  children  ;   is  a  lawyer. 

2.  Elisabeth  Hall  Jewett,  born  at  Piermont,  N.  Y. ,  July  21,  1S5S  ;  died  March 
28,  1859. 

3.  Sarah  Jewett,  born  N.  Y.  City,  October  3,  1S60;   died  April  25,  1S97. 

4.  Margaret  Coleman  jewett,  born  N.  Y.  City,  October  15,  1S63  ;  died  Feb- 
ruary 7,  1867. 

5.  Gertrude  Jewett,  born  N.  Y.  City,  April  14,  1S6S  ;  died  March  8,  1S79. 
Wendell,  JACOB,  for  the  last  thirty-five  years  a  merchant  of  this  city,  died   May 

21,  1S9S.  He  was  the  second  surviving  son  of  the  late  Jacob  Wendell,  of  Ports- 
mouth, N.  H.,  where  he  was  born  in  1S26,  and  the  sixth  in  descent  from  Evert 
Jansen  Wendell,  of  Albany,  being  thus  identified  with  some  of  the  oldest  and  most 
honorable  families  of  New  York,  Massachuset ts.  and  New  Hampshire.  In  1843  he 
became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  J.  C.  Howe  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  and  in  1S63  removed 
to  this  city,  and  was  here  actively  engaged  in  the  business  of  that  firm  until  its  disso- 
lution in  1874,  being  at  its  head  for  the  past  twenty-four  years.  He  was  a  director  of 
the  Continental  Insurance  Co.,  of  the  North  British  and  Mercantile  Insurance  Co., 
and  of  the  Merchants'  National  Bank,  of  this  city,  the  Board  of  l.)irectors  of  which 
last-named  company,  by  a  minute  adopted  by  the  Board,  upon  the  occasion  of  his 
death,  thus  honorably  summarized  his  character  and  mercantile  standing  in  the 
community  : 

"  Mr.  Wendell's  well-disciplined  mind,  cultivated  by  education  ;  his  spotless 
integrity,  unblemished  by  any  compromise  with  wrong  :  his  sound  judgment,  guiding 
an  intelligent  industry  ;  and  his  refinement  of  disposition,  ever  reflected  in  the  cour- 
tesy of  his  demeanor,  long  ago  earned  for  him  a  high  place  among  the  honored  and 
successful  merchants  of  New  York.  He  displayed,  the  same  qualities  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  trust  as  a  director  of  this  bank;  and  among  us,  as  elsewhere,  his  pru- 
dence, wisdom,  and  fidelity  were  joined  with  a  singular  gentleness  and  mode;:}  ;  so 
that  while  wc  placed  our  sure  reliance  in  his  wise  counsel,  our  hearts  were  drawn  to 
him  by  the  gracious  ties  of  friendship.  Happy  and  beloved  in  his  long  and  well- 
spent  life,  his  memory  will  not  be  effaced  from  the  minds  of  us  who  have  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  his  associates,  and  we  make  this  record  of  him  for  those  who  shall 
come  after  us." 

He  was  a  member  of  our  Society  ;  also  a  vestryman,  (or  many  years,  of  Calvary 
Church.  His  wife  (who  survive?  him)  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  N.  A.  Barrett,  of 
Boston;  and  his  sons  (all  living)  are  Barrett,  Gordon,  Evert  Jansen,  and  Jacob 
Wendell.  Mr.  Wendell's  integrity,  simplicity,  and  dignity  were  representative  of 
the  best  characteristics  of  the  ancient,  sturdy  Dutch  stock  from  which  he  sprang,  and 
endeared  him.  to  all  who  knew  him. 
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At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  January  14.  ivp.  President  J.  G.  "Wilson  in 
the  chair,  a  most  interesting  paper  was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Newland  Maynard  upon 
*•'  Benjamin  Franklin;  or.  The  Colonial  Days  of  America. "'  Col.  Win.  E.  Van  Wyck, 
Miss  M.  Bergh  Brown,  and  Miss   Adeli  Kneeland  were  proposed  for  membership. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  of  the  Society  was  held  January  28,  1S9S,  at 
which  reports  of  officers  were  received,  which  have  since  been  printed  in  the  Year 
Book  distributed  among  the  membership.      The  persons  proposed  for  membership  at 
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the  previous  meeting  were  duly  elected,  and  the  following  were  proposed,  viz.  :  Mr. 
T.  J.  Oakley  Rhinelander,  Mr.  Edward  Sutton,  and  Capt;  James  I'aiker,  late  U.  S.  X. 
The  election  for  three  trustees  to  fill  the  places  of  two  whose  terms  had  expiied,  and 
of  one  deceased,  resulted  in  the  election  of  Messrs.  Rowen  A\  .  1  ierson,  Thomas  G. 
Evans,  and  Dr.  Henry  R.  Stile--,  to  serve  for  three  year.-.  On.  motion  of  Mr.  Mar- 
shall \V.  Greene,  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  requested  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
a  change  of  name,  by  omitting  the  vvoids  "and  Biographical  "  from  the  present  name 
of  Tin:  Record. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  February  I ith,  the  nominations  for 
membership  made  at  the  previous  meeting  were  confirmed,  and  Mr.  R.  Rurnham 
Moffat,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Thomas,  Mi.  Philip  V.  R.  Van  Wyck,  Jr.,  and  Edward  G. 
Cockey  were  proposed  as  member?.  Gol.  Fred.  D.  Grant  then  delivered  an  exceed- 
ingly interesting  paper  upon  "A  Roy's  Recollections  of  the  Vicksburg  Campaign  of 
1S63,"  which  was  listened  to  with  the  greatest  interest  and  pleasure,  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  duly  offered  therefor.  After  the  presentation  and  exhibition  of  some 
Civil  War  relics  and  documents  by  Mrs.  Russell  Sage  and  Gen.  J.  G.  Wilson,  as  also 
of  a  copy  of  the  "  Underbill  Genealogy"  by  its  author,  the  meeting  adjourned, 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  March  nth.  Members  proposed  at 
previous  meeting  were  duly  elected,  and  Mr.  Orville  B.  Ackerly  and  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Smith  were  proposed  as  members.  The  Hon.  Isaac  Townsend  Smith,  Consul- 
General  for  Siam,  then  read  an  interesting  paper  on  "  International  Complications 
in  the  China  Sea,''  for  which  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  tendered,  togeiher  with 
a  request  for  a  copy  for  publication.  This  paper  has  since  been  published  for  private 
circulation,  under  the  title  of  "European  Spoliations  in  the  Oriental  World  as  Affect- 
ing the  Commercial  Rights  of  the  United  States." 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  April  S,  rSgS.  at  which  Tames  H. 
Reid  and  Mrs.  Edward  M.  Townsend  were  proposed  for  membership,  and  those 
proposed  at  previous  meeting  were  duly  elected.  William  Faterson,  Esq.,  of  the  New 
Jersey  bar,  read  a  quaint  and  most  interesting  "paper  on  "  The  Manhattan  Apostles," 
the  progenitors  of  the  Columbian,  or  Tammany  Order,  as  it  is  at  present  known. 
The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  unanimously  tendered  to  Mr.  Faterson,  who  then 
exhibited  to  the  Society  an  autograph,  letter  (dated  1703)  of  Robert  Faterson,  the 
founder  of  the  Bank  of  England,  and  later  the  originator  of  the  •  famous  Darien 
Scheme.  Mr.  Faterson  then  presented  to  the  Society's  library  a  curious  original  doc- 
ument, written  on  many  huge  sheets  of  parchment,  being  a  claim  of  proprietorship 
to  a  large  portion  of  East  Jersey,  by  virtue  of  purchase  from  the  Indians.  This  doc- 
ument, executed  in  1664  and  confirmed  by  Governor  NiColl  in  that  year,  bears  the 
signatures  (duly  attested)  of  449  persons  interested — a  most  valuable  collection  of 
early  Jersey  autographs.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  tendered  to  Mr.  Faterson 
for  this  valuable  gift. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  evening  of  May  13,  1S9S,  at 
which  the  President,  Gen.  James  Grant  Wilson,  delivered  an  extempore  address  on 
his  personal  "  Recollections  of  Lincoln  and  Grant."  Commencing  with  a  graceful 
allusion  to  Washington,  as  "  the  Founder,"  illustrated  with  a  few  traditional  anec- 
dotes of  interest,  he  passed  to  Lincoln,  as  "the  Liberator,"  with  whom  he  had  en- 
joyed an  acquaintance  of  some  six  years,  and  related  some  hitherto  unpublished  anec- 
dotes, particularly  illustrative  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  tenderness  of  heart  and  generosity  ; 
and  then  proceeded  to  speak  of  Gen.  Grant,  ''the  Savior "  of  the  Republic,  with 
many  anecdotes  and  characteristics  of  the  great  warrior,  as  he  had  known  him  offi- 
cially and  socially  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century.  President  Wilson's  eloquent 
address  was  listened  to  with  eager  interest  by  the  large  audience  assembled,  and  a 
copy  requested  for  publication.  H.    R.   s. 

As  allusion  has  been  made  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Year  Rook  (our  first  publica- 
tion of  this  kind),  let  me  say,  my  report  shows  thirty-two  new  members  added  in 
the  year,  fourteen  of  whom  were  brought  in  by  me.

In  four  years  prior  to  1S97  this  Society  increased  at  the  rate  of  40  per  cent,  more 
per  annum  than  in  that  year.  How  many  will  you  add  in  1S9S?  For  my  part,  95 
new  members  in  four  is  better  than  14  in  one,  but  109  is  fair  for  one  member.

The  plan  of  the  work  is  to  give  the  title  page  of  each  book  published  on  the 
genealogy  of  an  American  family,  and  the  number  of  pages,  together  with  any  other 
information  thought  desirable.  Tins  edition  is  arranged  alphabetically,  and  where 
there  is  mure  than  one  book  on  the  same  family  name,  they  are  arranged  chronologi- 
cally. The  foot-rotes  of  former  editions  have  been  omitted,  and  in  their  place,  we 
have  endeavored,  when  we  could,  to  embody  in  the  title  p^.ge  of  each  book,  in 
brackets,  such  matter  as  seemed  necessary  in  order  to  make  the  title  of  the  book  give 
an  idea  of  the  contents  ;  generally  the  name  of  the  American  founder  of  the  family 
and  the  place  and  date  of  his  settlement  here.  Many  genealogies  are  published  with 
title  pages  which  give  no  idea  whatever  of  the  subject  of  the  book.  No  other  bibli- 
ography of  genealogy  has  ever  been  published  in  America. 

The  Old  White  Church.  Centennial  Celebration  of  the  Untied 
Presbyterian  Church  Building,  Salem,  X.  V.     Svo,  100  pp.,  illustrated. 

Miss  Harriet  M.  Williams,  of  Salem,  N.  Y. ,  has  again  shown  her  deep  interest 
and  ability  in  genealogical  work  by  publishing  another  Salem  book,  under  the  above 
title.  Besides  the  historical  sketch,  letters,  etc.,  the  volume  contains  a  complete  list 
of  the  worshippers  in  this  church  ico  years  ago,  and  of  their  descendants  who  are 
now,  or  have  recently  been,  on  the  church  records — so  arranged  as  to  indicate  their 
ancestry.  Also  a  list  of  all  the  pastors,  elders,  and  trustees  for  100  years.  Of  the 
illustrations,  the  most  interesting,  perhaps,  is  the  facsimile  diagram  plan  of  the 
interior  of  the  church,  from  an  old  pen-and-ink  drawing  made  in  1797.  Tins  rare  old 
relic  shows  every  pew,  the  name  of  its  occupant,  and  the  yearly  rental  paid.  This, 
with  the  half-tone  illustration  of  the  old  meetingdiouse  ^stilt  standing),  we  reproduce 
in  this  issue  of  The  Record,  in  connection  with  the  F'roudfit  family  genealogy. 

Prominent  Families  of  New  York.  Being  an  Account,  in  Biographical 
Form,  of  Individuals  and  Families  Distinguished  as  Representatives  of 
the  Social,  Professional  and  Civic  Life  of  New  York  City.  MDCCCXGVII. 
Pp.  641.      Leather. 

This  series  of  sketches  of  individual  citizens  of  New  York  comprises  a  large 
number  of  the  early  inhabitants  of  this  and  other  colonies.  Some  eleven  thousand 
different  names  appear,  a  number  of  these  many  times.  The  index,  of  fifty  pages, 
arranged  in  three  columns,  will  be  useful  to  those  seeking  clues  in  genealogical  re- 
searches. This  book  is  not  illustrated,  and  apparently  no  business  is  advertised.  So 
far  as  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  it,  the  brief  biographies  seem  to  be 
such  as  would  be  appropriate  to  preserve  for  memorials  of  the  membership  of  any  of 
our  literary,  historical  or  hereditary  societies.  Yery  many  of  the  members  of  all  of 
these  appear  and  the  ancestors  of  many  more. 

Annals  of  Our  Colonial  Ancestors  and  Their  Descendants  ;  or,  Our 
Quaker  Forefathers  and  Their  Posterity.  Who,  where,  when,  and  what 
have  they  been  ?  And  what  have  they  done  or  undergone  that  might  be  of  interest 
to  their  relatives  in  time  to  come?  Embracing  a  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Register  of  nine  generations—about  two  hundred  particular  families — of  the  Shot- 
well  Family  in  America,  arranged  alphabetically  by  households  ;  together  with  the

The  above  title  gives  a  fair  description  of  this  book.  There  are  20  pages  of  half- 
tone portraits  and  views,  and  full  indexes.  The  book  also  includes,  besides  the  Shot- 
well  family,  Berry,  Bowne,  Cocks,  Gardner,  Greene,  Hartshorne,  Hicks,  Hong,  King, 
Latham,  Ilolden,  Moore,  Pound,  Thorne,  Watson.  Webster  and  Winthrop,  largely 
drawn  from  unpublished  original  records.      Many  will   unite  in  welcoming  this  book.

In  the  year  1635,  and  probably  in  the  month  of  May,  the  ship 
"  Susan  and  Ellen,"  Edward  Payne,  Master,  set  sail  from  the  port  of 
London  for  New  England.  Among  the  ninety-four  passengers  whom 
she  carried  were  Simon  Crosby,  husbandman,  aged  26;  Ids  wife,  Ann, 
aged  25,*  and  their  son,  Thomas,  an  infant  of  eight  months.  All  of  the 
ship's  company  '"brought  certificates  from  the  Minister  and  Justices  of 
the  Peace  that  they  are  no  subsidy  men  and  are  conformable  to  the 
order  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England."  f 

, Every  attempt  to  fix  the  place  of  Simon's  English  home  has  been 
unsuccessful. 

We  know  that  the  name  Crosby  signifies  Cross-borough  or  Cross- 
town,  and  that  it  is  borne  by  eight  places  in  England.  They  are  as 
follows  :  (1)  The  parish  of  Crosby-upon-Eden,  near  Carlisle,  in  Cum- 
berland, containing  the  villages  of  High  Crosby  and  Low  Crosby, 
which  is  supposed  to  have  derived  its  name  from  the  ancient  cro^s  to 
which  the  inhabitants  resorted  for  prayer  before  the  church  was  built 
on  its  site  in  the  reign  of  Henry  E;  (2)  a  village  in  the  western  division 
of  Cumberland  ;  (3)  and  (4)  two  villages,  Crosby-Garrett  and  Crosby- 
Ravens  worth,  in  Westmoreland  ;  (5)  a  village  in  the  North  Riding 
of  Yorkshire;  (6)  a  village  in  Lincolnshire,  and  (7)  and  (S)  two 
villages,  Great  Crosby  and  Little  Crosby,  suburbs  of  Liverpool  in 
Lancashire. 

The  family  must  originally  have  derived  its  name  from  one  of 
these  places.  Thus  in  1220  one  Simon  de  Crosseby  is  mentioned  as 
holding  land  in  Crosby  in  Lancashire,  from  which  village  he  had  evi- 
dently drawn  his  surname.  In  the  early  part  of  the  Seventeenth  Cen- 
tury the  name  is  found  in  London,  and  in  Essex,  Hertfordshire,  and 
other  counties  near  the  metropolis.     Only  one  bearer  of  the  name   had

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distinguished  himself,  and  this  was  Sir  John  Crosby,  a  wealthy  mer- 
chant, who  became  alderman  and  sheriff  of  London  in  1470,  and  was 
knighted  by  Edward  IV.  in  1471  for  helping  in  the  defence  of  London 
against  an  attack  of  pirates.  Sir  John  built  Crosby  Palace,  now  called 
Crosby  Hall,  for  his  residence,  at  that  time  the  finest  house  in  London. 
The  hall,  "  throne-room,"  and  council  chamber  are  still  standing.  The 
palace  was  once  occupied  by  The  Duke  of  Gloucester,  afterwards  Rich- 
ard 111.,  and  has  been  immortalized  by  Shakespeare.  In  ll  Richard 
III."  Gloster  asks  Lady  Anne  to  " repair  to  Crosby  House  "  (Act  1, 
Sc.  2).  h\  the  same  house  Sir  Thomas  -More  lived  seven  years  and 
wrote  his  Utopia.  Sir  John  Crosby  was  sent  by  King  Edward  III.  on 
a  mission  to  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  and  Brittany.  He  died  in  1475, 
and  his  tomb  in  St.  Helen's,  Bishopsgate,  London,  is  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  monumental  architecture  in  England.  One  of  his  sons  was 
named  Thomas.  It  is  impossible  to  prove  any  connection  between 
this  family  and  the  emigrant  of  1635,  although  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
they  came  of  the  same  stock. 

We  have  information  relating  to  some  of  Simon  Crosby's  fellow- 
colonists  of  1655  which  leads  us  to  suppose  that  he  may  have  come  to 
America  as  one  of  the  company  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Shepard,  who 
crossed  the  ocean  in  that  year  and  settled  at  Newtown,  now  Cambridge, 
Massachussetts.  This  Mr.  Shepard  was  preceded  or  accompanied  by 
a  large  number  of  his  friends  and  acquaintances.  He  was  a  graduate 
of  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  had  taken  orders  in  the  Church  of 
England,  and  had  held  livings  in  Yorkshire  and  Northumberland,  but 
he  entertained  conscientious  scruples  regarding  the  ceremonies  of  his 
church,  and  was  consequently  so  harassed  by  those  in  authority  that 
he  left  England,  and  became  one  of  the  most  eminent  clergymen  in 
New  England.  The  chief  reason  for  establishing  Harvard  College  at 
Cambridge  was  the  fact  that  he  lived  there,* 

In  his  autobiography  Mr.  Shepard  gives  an  account  of  his  emigra- 
tion. He  says:  ''Divers  people  in  Old  England  of  my  old  friends 
desired  me  to  go  to  New  England  there  to  live  together  and  some  went 
before  and  writ  to  me  of  providing  a  place  for  a  company  of  us,  one  of 
wThich  was  John  Bridge,  and  I  saw  divers  families  of  my  Christian 
friends  who  were  resolved  thither  to  go  with  me."  In  1631  they  set 
sail,  but  were  driven  back  by  bad  weather.  Again,  in  August,  1635, 
they  embarked  on  the  <l  Defense."  "And  so  the  Lord,  after  many  sad 
storms  and  wearisome  days  and  many  longings  to  see  the  shore,  brought 
us  to  the  sight  of  it  upon  October  2,  1635,  and  upon  October  the  3rd, 
we  arrived  with  my  wife,  child,  brother  Samuel,  Mr.  Harlekenden,  Mr. 
Cooke,  etc.,  at  Boston.  When  we  had  been  here  two  days,  on  Mon- 
day, October  5,  we  came,  (being  sent  for  by  friend-  at  Newtown)  to 
them,  to  my  brother  Mr.  Stone's  house  ;  and  that  congregation  being 
upon  their  removal  to  Hartford  at  Connecticut,  myself  and  tho.-e  that 
came  with  me  found  many  houses  empty  and  many  persons  willing  to 
sell,  and  here  our  company  bought  off  their  houses  10  dwell  in  until  we 
should  see  another  place  fit  to  remove  into  ;  but  having  been  here 
some  time,  divers  of  our  brethern  did  desire  to  sit  still  and  not  to 
remove  farther,  partly  because  of  the  fellowship  of  the  churches,  partly

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because  they  thought  their  lives  were  short  and  removals  to  near 
plantations  full  of  troubles,  partly  because  they  found  sufficient  for 
themselves  and  their  company."*  Mr.  Paige,  the  historian  of  Cam- 
bridge. Massachusetts,  says,  referring  to  the  records  of  that  town, 
that  "  the  larger  portion  of  those  whose  names  first  appear  in  1635  and 
1636  may  safely  be  regarded  as  members  of  his  company,"  and  in  t he- 
list  which  he  appends  we  find  the  name  of  Simon  Crosby,  and  of  five  of 
his  fellow-passengers  of  the  "Susan  and  Ellen."  Altogether  at  least 
thirteen  of  those  who  sailed  on  that  vessel,  including  women  and  chil- 
dren, settled  at  Newtown  (Cambridge)  in  1655  or  1636.  We  have 
every  reason,  therefore,  to  believe  that  they  were  followers  of  -Mr. 
Shepard.  The  "Susan  and  Ellen  "  undoubtedly  landed  her  passengers 
at  Boston,  and  it  was  only  a  short  time  afterwards,  and- before  the  end  of 
1635,  that  we  find  Simon  Crosby  living  at  Newtown.  He  was  admitted 
as  a  freeman  on  March  3d,  1636,  and  on  November  7th  of  the  same 
year  his  fellow-townsmen  honored  him  by  choosing  him  as  Selectman. 
On  September  41b.,  1637,  he  was  elected  Surveyor  of  Highways;  he 
was  Selectman  again  in  1638,  and.  on  October  26th  of  that  year  he  was 
elected  Constable.  His  house  stood  at  the  corner  of  Brattle  Street  and 
Brattle  Square,  nearly  where  the  old  Brattle  House  was  afterwards 
built. t  On  December  5th,  1636,  land  was  granted  to  him  and  six  others 
for  pasture.  If  he  was  one  of  those  followers  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shepard 
who  "  thought  their  lives  were  short,"  he  was  not  mistaken,  for  he  died 
at  Cambridge  in  September,  1639,  at  the  early  age  of  one-and-thirty, 
after  only  four  years  of  life  in  America.  The  records  show  that  he 
died  intestate.  He  left  a  widow  and  three  young  children — Thomas, 
born  in  England  in  1635  ;  Simon,  born  at  Cambridge  in  August,  1637, 
and  Joseph,  born  also  at  Cambridge  in  February,  1639. 

Ann  Crosby,  the  widow  of  Simon,  doubtless  continued  to  live  at 
Cambridge  with  her  children  until  about  the  year  1646  or  1647,  when 
she  married  the  Rev.  William  Tompson,  of  Brain-tree,  now  Quincy,  a 
village  on  the  coast  south  of  Boston.  On  October  15,  1 65  1 ,  she  took 
out  letters  of  administration  on  her  first  husband's  estate  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  his  property  in  Cambridge,  and  on  August  8,  1652, 
she  sold  the  house  with  six  acres  adjoining  and  also  147  acres  of  land 
in  the  neighborhood."! 

Mr.  Tompson,  her  second  husband,  was  a  man  of  some  distinction. 
He  was  a  native  of  Eancashire,  had  been  educated  at  Oxford,  and  had 
been  settled  as  a  clergyman  in  the  North  of  England.  Mather  gives  him 
a  place  in  his  "Magnalia": 

"  Oxford  this  light  with  Tongues  and  Arts  doth  trim; 
And  then  his  Northern  town  doth  challenge  him. 
His  time  and  strength  he  centred  there  in  this. 
To  do  good  works  and  be  what  now  lie  is. 
His  fulgent  virtues  there  and  learned  strains. 
Tall,  comely  presence,  life  unsoiled  with  stains, 
Things  most  on  Worthies  in  their  stories  writ, 
Did  him  to  move  in  Orbs  of  service  fit."' 

Mr.  Tompson  was  also  an  author.      Mr.  Winthrop  calls  him  Ci  a  very

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holy  man."  In  Hubbard's  history  he  is  said  to  have  had  a  melancholy 
temperament  and  a  crazy  body,  which  description  hardly  coincides  with 
Mather's  poetic  flight.*  He  came  to  America  in  1636  or  1637,  and  was 
ordained  first  pastor  of  the  church  at  Brain  tree  in  1639.  In  1642  with 
the  consent  of  Ins  church  he  went  on  a  missionary  tour  to  Virginia,  the 
voyage  thither  taking  twelve  weeks  on  account  of  stormy  weather. 
Mather  recounts  Ids  experiences  as  follows: 

"  When  Reverend  Knowles  and  he  sailed  hand  in  hand, 
To  Christ  espousing  the  Virginia  land, 
Upon   a  ledge  f  of  craggy  rocks  near  staved, 
His  Bible  in  his  bosom  thrusting  saved: 
The  Bible,  the  best  cordial  of  his  heart, 
4  Come  floods;  come  flames,  (cried  he;  we'll  never  part.' 
A  constellation  of  great  converts  there, 
Shone  round  him  and  his  heavenly  glory  were. 
Gookins  was  one  of  these;  by  Tompson's  pains, 
Christ  and  New  England  a  dear  Gookins  gains.  "  \ 

In  January,  1643,  while  Mr.  Tompson  was  absent  in  Virginia,  his  first 
wife  died,  leaving  a  family  of  young  children.  After  his  return  from 
Virginia,  as  we  have  seen,  he  married  Ann  Crosby,  and  without  doubt 
took  her  young  children  to  Brain  tree  to  be  brought  up  with  Ids  own. 

In  164S  he  attended  the  Synod  at  Cambridge,  and  Winthrop  relates 
the  following  anecdote: 

"  Jt  fell  out  about  the  midst  of  his  (Mr.  Allen's)  sermon,  there  came 
a  snake  into  the  seat  where  many  of  the  elders  sate  behind  the  preacher. 
It  came  in  at  the  door  where  many  people  stood  thick  upon  the  stairs. 
Divers  of  the  elders  shifted  from  it,  but  Mr.  Tompson,  one  of  the  elders 
of  Braintree,  a  man  of  much  faith,  trode  upon  the  head  of  it,  and  so  held 
it  with  his  foot  and  staff  with  a  small  pair  of  grains,  until  it  was  killed. 
This  being  so  remarkable,  and  nothing  failing  out  but  by  divine  provi- 
dence, it  is  out  of  doubt,  the  Lord  discovered  somewhat  of  his  mind  in 
it.  The  serpent  is  the  devil ;  the  Synod  the  representative  of  the 
churches  of  Christ  in  New  England.  The  devil  had  formerly  and  lately- 
attempted  their  disturbance  and  dissolution;  but  their  faith  in  the  seed 
of  the  woman  overcame  him  and  crushed  his  head.  "  § 

Mr.  Tompson's  health  was  finally  undermined  by  melancholia  and 
he  retired  from  his  labors  as  a  preacher  in  1659.  He  was  sixty-eight 
years  old  when  he  died  in  1666,  having  at  the  last  recovered  his  peace 
of  mind,  but  leaving  his  family  in  straitened  circumstances.  His  grave- 
stone in  Braintree  (now  Ouincy)  churchyard  recites  that  : 

"  He  was  a  learned,  solid,  sound  divine, 

Whose  name  and  fame  in  both  Englands  did  shine." 

Johnson  in  his  "Wonderworking  Providence  -;  says  that  the  officers 
of  Braintree  had  "  somewhat  short  allowance"  ,  and  adds  that  "  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Tompson  is  a  man  abounding  in  zeal  for  the  propagation

of  the  Gospel  and  of  an  ardent  affection,  in  so  much  that  he  is  apt  to 
forget  himself  in  things  that  concern  his  own  gooxl."  These  farts 
account  for  the  subsequent  need  of  his  family.  In  1665  a  contribution 
was  made  tor  his  benefit  in  the  Dorchester  church  of  which  In- had  been 
.a  member.  As  early  as  166 1  there  was  a  dispute  between  Mr^.  Tompson 
and  the  deacons  of  Braintree.  In  1668,  after  her  husband's  death,  she 
presented  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  complaining  that  moneys  due 
her  for  his  services  were  withheld,  although  she  goes  on  to  say  that  she 
"humbly  craves,  that  she  may  not  be  interpreted  to  accuse  the  Church 
of  acts  of  any  injustice  or  neglect  in  the  place  where  she  lived."  Mather 
refers  as  follows  to  the  destitution  in  which  Mr.  Tompson  died: 

"  Braintree  was  of  the  jewel  then  possessed. 
Until  himself  he  labored  into  rest; 
His  Inventory  then  with  John's  was  took, 
A  rough  coat,  girdle,  with  the  sacred  book.""" 

His  widow,  Ann  Crosby,  died  in  1675.  Her  epitaph  in  Quincy 
churchyard  reads  thus: 

"  Here  lyes  buried  ye  Body  of  The  Pious  Mrs.  Ann  Tompson  wife  to 
Mr:  William  Tompson  who  deceased  October  8,  1675,  aged  69.'" 

Thomas,  the  eldest  of  the  children  of  Simon  Crosby,  was  about  eleven 
years  old  when  his  mother  remarried,  and  the  youngest,  Joseph,  with 
whom  we  arc  most  concerned,  was  only  seven.  Their  step-father,.  Mr. 
Tompson,  must  have  had  the  greatest  influence  in  their  education  and 
in  the  foundation  of  their  characters. 

In  1657  we  are  told  that  Air.  Tompson's  family  consisted  of  only 
three  persons,  and  these  must  have  been  himself,  his  wife, and  their  only 
child  Ann,  born  in  164S.  It  follows  that  by  this  time  their  children  by 
former  marriages  must  have  left  the  parental  roof.  Joseph  Crosby  was 
then  18  years  old. 

We  may  now  dismiss  the  older  brothers  in  a  few  words.  Thomas, f 
born  in  England  in  16^,5,  was  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1655, 
and  became  a  clergyman.  He  was  minister  at  Eastham  from  1655  to 
1670.  He  died  in  1702,  and  has  had  many  descendants  on  Cape  Cod. 
Simon,  junior,  bom  in  1657,  removed  early  to  Billerica  and  was  the  first 
Inn-keeper  in  that  town.  He  was  Representative  in  the  General  Court 
in  1691,  1697,  and  1698.  He  died  about  1725  and  his  descendants  have 
also  been  numerous. 

Joseph,  the  third  son,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  family  whose  Hue  we 
are  tracing.  He  was  born  at  Cambridge  in  February,  103c.  His  father 
died  when  he  was  but  seven  months  old.  He  lived  with  his  mother  at 
Cambridge  until  she  married  the  Rev.  William  Tompson,  when,  at  the 
age  of  about  seven  years,  he  was  taken  by  her  to  Braintree  to  live  with 
his  step-father's  family.  He  passed  the  rest  of  his  life  there  as  a  farmer. 
He  was  always  prominent  in  town  affairs  and  we  frequently  find  him 
serving  upon  committees. 4  Tims,  for  instance,  on  March  25,  1673,  he 
was  named  one  of  a  committee  of  three  to  survey  a  tract  of  6.000  acres 
belonging  to  the  town  ;  for  which  service  they  were  each  to  receive  500 
acres.

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In  1683  we  find  him  again  on  a  committee  charged  with  an  impor- 
tant duty.  One  Richard  Thayer  had  presented  a  claim  to  all  the  lands 
of  Braintree,  basing  his  rights  upon  a  supposed  deed  from  an  Indian 
chief  named  Wampatuck,  alias  Josiah  Sachem.  Tim  matter  came  up 
before  the  Privy  Council  at  'Whitehall,  and  the  town  was  much  alarmed. 
On  July  17th  the  following  minute  appears  in  the  records  :  "  At  a  public 
Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  present  Selectmen  together  with, 
Caleb  Hobart  and  Joseph  Crosby  shall  be  a  committee  and  be  empow- 
ered by  the  Town  of  Brantry  to  consider  and  act  according  to  their  best 
discretion,  what  may  be  most  advisable  in  order  to  a  transmission  of  an 
Authentic  Copy  of  a  Deed  from  Josiah  Sachem  according  to  his  Majes- 
tie's  order  ;  and  also  to  consider  and  to  do  what  maybe  most  conducable 
for  the  Town's  safety  in  all  the  premises,  to  do  in  behalf  of  the  Towne, 
according  to  their  best  judgment ;  only  the  Towne  to  have  a  sight  to 
what  is  sent/'  *  Life  at  Braintree  at  this  time  was  rendered  unsafe  by 
the  Indians.  On  February  25,  1675,  they  made  a  raid  on  the  town  and 
killed  three  men  and  one  woman.  They  carried  her  six  or  seven  miles 
and  hung  her  up  by  the  wayside.  On  December  3d,  in  the  same  year, 
Joseph  Crosby  was  impressed  as  a  ';  trooper  "  with  six  others  from  his 
town  and  mustered  into  Captain  Davis's  company. ~\  A  garrison  on 
the  frontier  of  the  township  was  eventually  established. 

On  May  20th,  1689.  ''the  inhabitants  of  Braintree  being  convened 
together  to  give  their  sentiments  and  minds  about  a  present  settlement 
of  a  government  in  the  said  colony  until  we  shall  receive  orders  from 
the  Crown  of  England."  chose  Christopher  Webb,  senior,  and  Joseph 
Crosby,  to  represent  them  at  Boston. 

The  representatives  had  been  summoned  to  consider  the  case  of  the 
Governor,  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  who  had  been  turned  out  of  office  and 
imprisoned  as  the  result  of  a  bloodless  revolution.  Andros  had  repre- 
sented the  Stuart  despotism.  Me  had  overturned  the  Charter  of  the 
Province,  imposed  taxes  without  the  consent  of  the  peop>le,  infringed  the 
liberty  of  the  press,  and  arrested  those  who  protested.  The  representa- 
tives, of  whom  Joseph  Crosby  was  one,  met  in  June,  1689,  and  demanded 
the  unconditional  resumption  of  the  charter.  Fortunately,  at  the  same 
time  the  Revolution  occurred  in  England  ;  James  II.  was  driven  out  and 
the  new  government  substantially  approved  of  the  little  revolution  in 
Massachusetts.]; 

In  7690  Joseph  was  a  selectman,  and  on  March  4th,  1695,  he  was 
chosen  eonsrable. 

On  April  1st,  1675,  he  had  been  married  by  Mr.  Tyng  to  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Captain  Richard  Brackett,  a  leading  fellow-townsman. 
They  had  several  children,  but  their  oldest  son,  Joseph,  was  not  bom 
until  about  the  year  168;.  Thomas  and  Simon,  twins,  were  born  lan- 
uary  16,  1689.  Mrs.  Crosby  died  about  1690  and  her  husband  was 
married  again  to  Eleanor,  widow  of  Stephen  Paine,  and  daughter  of 
William  and  Eleanor  Veasy.  The  Paine's  and  Veasy 's  were  well  known 
Braintree  families.      Eleanor  had    married   her  first  husband,   Stephen

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Paine,  in  1681.  He  cited  of  small-pox  May  24,  1690.  and  is  described 
as  "a  devout  Christian,  a  cunning  artificer  and  ingenious  to  admiration." 
When  she  married  Joseph  Crosby,  Eleanor  Paine  was  about  three  or 
four  and  thirty,  and  had  several  children.  Joseph  Crosby  had  one  son 
by  her  named  Ebenezer,  born  November  17,  1694. 

Joseph  Crosby  died  November  26,  1695,  at  the  age  of  56.  His 
widow  Eleanor  survived  until  1722,  when  her  sons  took  out  letters  of 
administration  on  her  estate,  giving  bonds  in  the  sum  of  ,^5co.  Joseph's 
will  was  admitted  to  probate  at  Boston  on  February  20th,  1696,  and 
reads  as  follows  :  * 
"  November  16,  1695. 

"  In  the  name  of  God,  Amen  :  I,  Joseph  Crosbye  of  Brain  trey  in 
New  England,  being  now  upon  a  sick  bed  and  for  ought  I  know  upon 
my  death  bed  ;  and  remembering  and  being  mindful  of  That  word 
set  thyne  house  in  order,  and  I  not  knowing  how  it  may  please  God 
To  deal  with  me,  and  being  yet  of  memory  and  of  a  disposing  mincle  I  doe 
Trusting  in  God  through  ye  alone  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  my  only 
saviour  and  redeemer  for  acceptance  and  salvation,  revoke  and 
make  null  all  former  wills  by  me  made,  and  doe  ordayne  tins  my  last 
will  and  Testament  as  followeth — 

my  will  is  that  my  beloved  wife  Elm  Crosby  (after  my  just  debts 
with  funerall  charges  are  defrayed  and  payd)  shall  have  and  improve 
■my  whole  estate  for  the  benetitt  and  com  fori  of  her  and  my  children 
with  ye  children  that  she  brought  .with  her,  during  her  Widdowhood 
whilest  she  bares  my  name  ;  but  in  case  she  remains  a  widdow  until  my 
eldest  son  come  of  age,  then  she  to  have  such  a  part  of  my  estate  as  my 
overseers  and  shee  can  agree  upon,  but  if  she  change  her  condition  I  give 
her  a  hundred  pound  and  the  house-hold  stuffe  she  brought  with  her. 
I  give  to  my  eldest  son  a  double  Portion  of  all  my  lauds  and  estate 
and  he  to  have  his  choice  both  of  Lands  and  mead  do  w  and  to  my  other 
f  fower  sons  equal!  shares  of  the  remainder  of  the  estate  To  them  and 
either  of  them  their  heirs  and    assigns  forever. 

I  give  to  my  daughter  Anna  Crosby  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever 
a  hundred  pound  besides  what  she  hath  had  given  her  allready  and  my 
will  is  that  if  any  of  my  sons  dye  without  issue  Their  Lands  shall  be 
equally  divided  amongest  the  rest  of  my  sons,  my  eldest  having  a  double 
portion  out  of  it.  Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  ye  Pore  of  ye  church  five 
Pounds;  and  doe  desire  and  request  my  oversears  hereafter  named  to 
take  ye  care  of  my  children  and  at  their  discression  To  dispose  of  them 
into  such  Famiiyes  and  To  such  Trades  as  may  be  for  their  best  good, 
both  as  to  outward  and  inward  man  and  I  desire  and  impowermy  Love- 
ing  Freinds  Mr.  John  Wilson.  Lieutenant  Alexander  Marsh,  James 
Brackett  and  Nathaniel  Wales  To  see  this  my  will  performed  and  to 
make  a  divission  thereof  as  above  expressed  and  doe  oblige  each  and  all 
my  children  To  rest  sattisned  therewith:  and  I  doe  give  them  full  power 
To  demand  sue  for  and  recover  all  debts  due  to  my  estate:  and  farther 
doe  appoint  my  soun  Joseph  Crosby  to  bee  sole  executor  To  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament  when  he  shall  arrive  to  the  age  of  one  and  twenty

November  ye  26,  1695."

THE    PARKER    FAMILY    OF    NEW   JERSEY. 


By  James  Parkek,  of  Perth  Am-eoy,  New  Jersey 


Nothing  is  truer  than  the  oft-quoted  sentiment  that  "  Men,  high- 
minded  men,  do  constitute  the  State,"  and  tested  by  this  standard, 
the  influence  of  this  family  in  making  New  Jersey  what  she  is,  can- 
not be  overestimated  or  stated.  The  men,  and,  to  a  large  degree,  the 
women  too,  have  been  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit  that  glows  -in 
that  magnificent  address  of  the  elder  Bishop  Doane,  made  fifty-one  years 
ago  before  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society. 

Said  he  :  "  I  never  shall  forget  with  what  a  strange  and  startled  joy  I 
stopped,  and  stood,  and  gazed  upon  a  few  black  letters  on  a  plain  deal 
board,  at  the  comer  of  a  street  in  the  old  English  town  of  Lincoln.  I 
had  been  musing,  beneath  the  Roman  Archway,  called  the  'Newport 
Gate,' of  the  ever-changing  stream  of  life  that  had  not  ceased  to  roll 
through  it  for  twice  ten  centuries,  and  busied  with  my  thoughts,  had  wan- 
dered off  alone.  When,  as  I  climbed  the  steep  ascent  on  which  the  town 
is  built,  lifting  my  eyes  from  the  ground  near  the  '  Danes'  Gate,'  they  were 
arrested  by  the  words  *'  New  Jersey.' 

"  In  an  instant  Romans,  Danes,  English,  all  were  gone,  and  I  stood 
a  Jerseyman,  and  in  New  jersey." 

These  nen,  of  whom  I  am  to  speak  to  you,  were  all,  in  the  largest 
sense  of  that  word,  ''Americans"  ;  but  they  found  that  they  could  best 
fill  the  measure  of  that  character  by  being  with  all  their  hearts  true 
Jcrseymen,  and  of  them  may  almost  be  said  what  Louis  XIV.  said  of  him- 
seli  :   they  were  "The  State." 

If,  in  speaking  of  trie  Parker  family,  I  confine  myself  almost  exclusively 
to  that  branch  of  it  of  which  I  am  a  member,  I  trust  that  I  shall  not  be 
deemed  egotistical.  Other  Parkers  there  were,  and  00m  the  fact  that 
they  appeared  in  different  parts  of  the  colony  about  the  same  time,  it  is 
fairly  inferrable  that  they  were  relatives.  Many  of  the  others  were  of  local 
celebrity,  but  none  of  them  seems  to  have  attained  much  more,  except 
the  late  Governor  Joel  Parker,  with  whose  career  as  citizen,  patriot,  Gov- 
ernor, and  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  all  of  us  are  familiar. 
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He  was  called  to  the  helm  of  State  at  a  time  when  the  great  Civil  "War 
was  raging,  and  minds  were  aflame,  and  hearts  were  filled  with  angry 
passions  ;  but  he  was  equal  to  every  occasion,  and  though  politically  out 
of  accord — the  only  Governor  but  one  who  was  not  in  accord — with  the 
party  that  ruled  the  hour,  he  administered  his  high  office  with  a  single- 
eye  to  the  right,  with  complete  fidelity  both  to  the  State  and  the  United 
States  governments,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  and  high  commenda- 
tion of  President  Lincoln  and  Secretary  Stanton.  Governor  Parker  knew 
that  the  best  way  to  be  a  true  American  was  to  be  a  true  Jerseyman. 

The  Parkers  of  whom  J  shall  speak  have  long  been  residents  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex. 

The  earliest  knowledge  that  we  have  of  them  is,  that  as  far  back  as 
1 675>  Elisha  Parker  (i)  was  a  resident  of  the  town  of  Woodbridge,  in 
that  county.  That  place  was  settled  by  a  colon}-  from  Newbury,  as  it 
was  then  called,  Massachusetts,  and  named  after  Rev.  John  Woodbridge, 
their  former  minister.  Exactly  whence  this  first  Elisha  came  is  not  cer- 
tainly known.  There  was  one  of  that  name  mentioned  in  the  Annals  of 
Barnstable,  Massachusetts,  as  far  back  as  1657,  in  which  year  (July  15) 
he  married  Elizabeth  Hinckley,  a  daughter  of  Samuel  Hinckley,  who  had 
come  to  Scituate,  Cape  Cod,  from  Tenterden,  Count}-  Kent,  in  the  ship 
Hercules  of  Sandwich,  from  England,  in  the  year  1634.  She  was  bap- 
tized at  Scituate,  September  6,  1635.  Samuel  moved  from  Scituate  to 
Barnstable  in  1639-40.  His  eldest  son.  Thomas  Hinckley,  was  very 
prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  and  was  Governor  from 
16S1  to  1692.  Hinckieys  are  mentioned  as  prominent  in  Staffordshire, 
England,  where  one  of  them  was  High  Sheriff  as  far  back  as  1327-30 
(Edward  111.).  Elizabeth  was  the  name  of  the  wife  of  the  first  Elisha,  of 
Woodbridge.  The  children  of  Elisha  (of  Barnstable)  were  (1)  Thomas; 
born  Ma}',  165S  ;  (2)  Elisha,  born  1660;  these  were  also  the  names  of 
the  children  of  Elisha  of  Woodbridge.  An  affidavit  made  by  one  of  these 
Eli&has,  at  Woodbridge,  on  May  1,  1707,  gives  his  age  at  thai  time  as 
forty-six  years,  which  makes  him  born  in  1660-1,  and  probably  the  one 
above  referred  to,  who  was  born  in  Barnstable  in   that  year. 

Mr.  Whitehead,  credits  the  first  Elisha  of  Woodbridge  with  having  had 
three  wives  :  1,  Elizabeth  ;  2,  Hannah  Rolf;  3,  Ursula  Craige,  and  gives 
the  name  of  his  first  daughter  by  Hannah  Rolf  as  Elizabeth.  Hannah 
would  hardly  have  been  willing  to  name  her  first  child  after  her  own  im- 
mediate predecessor  in  her  husband's  affections,  but  if  his  mother  was 
Elizabeth,  he  would  probably  have  desired,  and  Hannah  would  have  been 
willing,  to  name  her  child  after  her.  Mr.  Whitehead  shows  that  the  first 
Elisha  he  mentions  was  old  enough  to  be  a  grandfather  in  May,  1676, 
which,  if  he  was  the  son  of  the  Elisha  of  Barnstable, 'would  confer  that 
honor  upon  him  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  (Not  even  the  Parkers  were  so 
precocious  3s  that. )  Mr.  Whitehead  mentions  two  deeds,  which  I  saw 
some  years  ago-- one  from  Elisha  to  his  son  Elisha,  dated  1600,  and 
another  from  Elisha  to  his  son  John,  dated  in  1707.  The  signature  to  the 
first  was  evidently  that  of  a  man  then  very  old  ;  the  signature  of  the 
second  was  that  of  a  very  much  younger  man,  and  the  will  of  the 
Elisha  who  signed  the  second  with  the  same  signature  is  on  file 
at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  at  Trenton.  In  that  will  he 
provides  for  his  children  and  for  his  wife  Ursula.  The  second  Elisha 
mentioned   bv  Mr.  Whitehead    married   Catherine   Alexander,    and    died 
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childless.  From  all  these  facts  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  Elisha 
of  Barnstable,  and  the  first,  of  Woodbridge,  were  the  same,  and  if  so, 
it  carries  the  family  back  in  America  to  the  earliest  days  of  the  Plym- 
outh Colony.  No  Parker,  or  Hinckley,  or  Rolf  came  over  in  the  A/ay- 
fiower. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  first  Elisha  who  was  High  Sheriff 
of  Middlesex  County  in  1794  ;  the  Elisha  who  was  born  in  1660  would 
be-  rather  young. 

1.  Elisha  Parker  (besides  E  Thomas,  and  II.  Elisha,  before  men- 
tioned) had  a  daughter,  III.  Mary,  and  a  son,  IV.  Samuel;  these  were 
also  names  of  the   Hinckley  family. 

2.  "Thomas  Parker  never  made  any  pai  cicular  name  for  himself.  He 
moved  to  Staten  Island  prior  to  1687,  and  although  he  had  several  chil- 
dren, nothing  further  is  known  of  him  or  them. 

3.  "Elisha  Parker  was  a  man  of  note.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Assembly  in  1707-8-9  and  '10,  and  seems  to  have  been  promi- 
nent in  that  body.  August  12,  171 2,  in  recommending  him  to  Queen 
Anne  for  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  he  was  stated  to  be 
"an  inhabitant  of  Perth  Amboy,  a  very  large  trader,  and  of  the  best  es- 
tate.''' August  12,  1712,  Queen  Anne  appointed  him,  and  he  took  his 
seat  January  7,  171 3.  She  died  in  j 7 14,  and  George  I.  reigned  in  her 
stead,  and  on  August  19th.  the  Council — Mr.  Parker  among  them — took 
the  oaths  of  allegiance  to  the  new  sovereign.  He  continued  to  serve  until 
January  26,   1716,  his  last  appearance  as   such.      Pie  died  in  that  year. 

4.  3  Samuel  Parker,  brother  of  the  last-mentioned  Elisha,  had  one  son, 
3James}  who  became  a  very  prominent  man  in  his  time.  He  was  the  first 
printer  of  New  Jersey,  and  was  born  in  Woodbridge  in  1714.  In  1724  he  was 
apprenticed  to  William  Bradford,  the  first  printer  in  New  A7ork,  who  began 
in  that  year  the  publication  of  The  New  York  Gazette.  In  1733  the  appren- 
tice ran  away  from  his  employer  ;  nine  years  later  returned  to  New  York, 
and  the  Gazette  having  been  discontinued,  he  revived  it  as  Tlie  JJ^eekly  Post 
Boy,  which  he  continued  to  publish  for  many  years.  In  1751  Mr.  Parker 
established  the  first  printing  press  in  New  Jersey,  at  Woodbridge,  and 
printed  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature.  In  1755  he  established  the 
Connecticut  Gazette,  the  first  newspaper  printed  in  that  Province.  He 
continued  his  business  as  a  printer  at  intervals  until  his  death.  The 
second  volume  of  "  Neviil's  Laws  "  and  "  Smith's  History  of  New  Jersey  " 
came  from  his  presses.  He  was  in  other  fields  a  very  useful  man.  In 
connection  with  Benjamin  Franklin,  he  first  interested  himself  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  postal  system  for  the  colonies,  was  for  several  years  Post- 
master at  New  York,  and  at  the  time  oi'  his  death  in  1770  was  Comp- 
troller and  Secretary  of  the  Post  Office  for  the  Northern  District  of  the 
British  Colonies.  He  died  in  Burlington,  N.  J.,  greatly  lamented,  and 
his  body  was  attended  for  live  miles  on  its  way  by  a  large  number  of 
gentlemen,  and  met  in  like  manner  at  Perth  Amboy,  and  escorted  to  his 
burial  at  Woodbridge.  He  was  a  strong  Church  of  England  man,  and  the 
then  Chaplain  of  a  British  regiment  of  foot  read  the  Jmrial  Office  of  the 
Church  over  his  remains,  tie  was  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  graveyard. 
He  left  one  son,  of  whom  nothing  is  now  known,  and  a  daughter,  Janet, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Governor  Gunning  Bedford  of  Delaware. 

5.  The  successor  of"  Elisha  Parker  in  the  Council  was  his  son  3  John 
Parker,,  who  was  born   November  11,  1693.      ^e  ^e^  a  commission  as 
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Colonel  of  the  Provincial  forces,  but  it  is  not  known  that  he  was  ever 
in  active  service.  He  was  appointed  a  member  of  Council  by  Governor 
Hunter;  took  oath  April  9,  1718,  and  continued  in  that,  position  until 
his  death  in  1732,  his  last  appearance  being  August  6th.  In  that  year 
George  Washington  was  born.  We  make  a  little  fun  over  the  fondness 
of  our  Southern  brethren  for  military  titles.  That  fondness  is  not  modern. 
There  were  four  colonels  out  of  nine  members  of  that  Council. 

During  the  period  of  his  service,  much  of  the  spirit  of  unrest  which 
finally  culminated  in  the  Revolution  was  exhibited.  The  Council  and 
the  Assembly  were  in  frequent  differences,  and  both  with  the  Governor, 
over  questions  of  prerogative  and  taxation  ;  but  many  excellent  laws  were 
passed,  under  which,  as  amended,  we  live  to  this  day.  He  held  several 
local  offices  at  various  times,  was  several  times  mayor  of  Perth  Amboy,  a 
warden  and  vestryman  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  lived  a  useful  and 
respected  public  and  private  life.  He  married,  September  16,  1721, 
Janet,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Johnstone,  whose  wife  was  Upham  Scot, 
daughter  of  George  Scot,  the  Laird  of  Pitlochie,  Scotland,  the  author 
of  "Scot's  Model."  Dr.  Johnstone  and  his  wife  had  come  together  from 
Scotland  to  Perth  Amboy  in  the  ill-fated  ship  Henry  and  Francis,  arriv- 
ing in  December,  1685.  John  Parker  built  the  stone  part  of  the  "  Castle  " 
(as  it  has  long  been  called)  to  take  his  bride  to,  in  1721,  and  it  has  ever 
since  been  the  home  of  the  family  in  Perth  Amboy,  and  is  now  my  home, 

Pie  had  several  children.  His  son  4John,  like  himself,  was  possessed 
of  a  military  taste  and  spirit,  and  became  a  midshipman  in  the  royal  navy 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  ;  but  he  soon  resigned,  and  engaged  for  a  while  in 
mercantile  pursuits.  He  took  part  in  the  campaigns  against  the  French 
in  1755-6,  as  captain  of  a  company  in  Colonel  Schuyler's  battalion  of 
''Royal  Americans."  Captain  Parker  thought  that  Colonel  Schuyler  had 
not  properly  defended  Oswego,  and  indulged  in  some  tart  criticism  of 
his  superior  officer.  Later  on,  having  been  commissioned  colonel,  he 
commanded  in  an  attack  upon  Fort  Tjconderoga,  which  resulted  so 
disastrously  that  only  himself  and  some  sixty  or  seventy  of  his  men,  out 
of  about  300,  escaped  death  or  capture.  Pic  was  at  the  frontier  again  in 
1759,  and  to  the  end  of  his  life  continued  to  take  part  in  whatever  fight- 
ing offered  him  opportunity  ;  and  he  died  at  Port  Royal,  Jamaica,  in 
17S2,  being  part  of  the  expedition  which  in  that  year  undertook  the 
capture  of  the  French  West  India  islands, 

Another  son  of  John  Parker  was  *£lisha,  who  read  law  under  James 
Alexander,  formerly  attorney-general  of  the  province  (1721-28),  whose 
daughter,  Catharine,  he  married,  Pie  was  licensed  at  the  August  term, 
1745  ;  was  an  able  man,  but  contracted  consumption,  and  died  in  1751, 
leaving  no  children.  His  wife  was  a  sister  of  William  Alexander,  who, 
though  an  ardent  Revolutionary  hero,  maintained,  and  used  to  the  end 
of  his  life,  the  title  "Earl  of  Stirling."  General  Washington  always 
addressed  him  as  "My  Lord,"  and  spoke  of  him  as  '''his  Lordship." 
He  had  a  most  brilliant  record  as  a  soldier  ;  won  honors  at  the  battles  of 
Long  Island  (where  he  was  captured),  at  Trenton,  Bfandywine,  and 
Monmouth.  For  his  distinguished  services  he  was  made  major-general,. 
It  was  said  that  next  t'o  Washington  he  had  the  most  martial  presence  of 
any  commander  in  the  army.      Pie  died  in  1784  at  Albany,  N.  Y.

[It  is  a  curious  coincidence  that,  in  Norfolkshire,  Eng.,  we  find  the  names  of 
seven  prominent  families  of  Southold,  L.  L,  viz.:  Youngs,  Wells,  Tuthill,  King, 
Browne,    Reeve,  and   Corey. 

The  following  brief  account  of  these  families  in  England  may  be  of  interest  as 
throwing  some  light  on  their  probable  relationship  to  those  of  the  name  in  Southold, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that,  of  the  seven  mentioned,  four  are  buried  in  the  Church 
of  St.  Peter  Mancroft. 

Youngs.— The  will  of  Rev.  Christopher  Yonges  (from  1611-1625  Vicar  of  Rey- 
don  and  South  wold,  Suffolk,  Eng.),  dated  21  November,  16 — ,  proved  2  July.  1626 
(Ah  E.  Register.  April,  '98),  gives  us  reason  to  believe  that  he  was  the  father  of  his 
Curate.  Rev.  John  Yonges,  afterwards  of  Southold,  L.  I. 

The  will  of  Col.  John  Yonges,  son  of  Rev.  John,  bears  an  heraldic  seal,  of  which 
it  is  difficult  to  give  an  accurate  blazon.  It  is  apparently,  Or.  o  lion  rampant.  —  --. 
Crest,  a  helmet  in  profile,  surmounted  by  a  greyhound,  or  zoo//,  passant.  (Z.  /.  Trav- 
eler, 26  February,  i3o,3  ;  X.  Y.  City  Wills,   Liber  v.,  page  203.) 

Gideon  and  David  Youngs,  descendants  of  Capt.  Joseph  Youngs,  of  Southold, 
used  a  griffin,  or  lion  sejant,  crest.  Either  Capt.  Joseph  or  his  wife  was  the  child  of 
Rev.  Christopher  Yonges. 

At  Geystweyt,  Norfolkshire,  is  a  Bulwer  tomb  and  arms,  impaling,  for  Yonge, 
Or,  on  a  bend  sable,  in  a  bordure,  in gr ailed  azure,  bezanty  three  griffins'  heads  erased, 
of  the  first.      (Ulomefield's  "  Norfolk,"  viii.,  220.) 

Wells.  —  Notwithstanding  a  slight  discrepancy  of  date,  William  Weils.  Gent., 
of  Southold,  is  counted,  by  a  tradition  of  two  centuries  and   the  best  authorities  on 
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Long  Island  genealogy,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  William  Wells,  who  was  from  1598-1620 
Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Man  croft  Church.  Norwich,"  and  also  Prebendary  of  Norwich 
Cathedral.  The  arms  on  his  tomb  in  St.  Peter's. are  :  Or,  a  lion  double  quevee,  sable, 
in  bordure  ingrailed  gules.     ("  Genealogy  of  Wells  of  Southold,  L.  I.") 

Tuthill. — The''  "Pedigree  of  Tuthill  of  Norfolk  Co.,  Eng.,"  in  the  College' 
of  Heralds,  London,  places  John  Tuthill,  of  Saxlingham,  as  founder  of  the  family. 
His  oldest  son,  William  Tuthill,  of  Newton,  Gent.,  died  in  15-91.  He  bought  the 
Manor  of  Thorpehall,  Saxlingham,  in  1567,  from  John,  Dimock. 

Thie  arms  from  the  tomb  of  Lady  Dalyson,  daughter  of  William  Tuthill,  have 
already  been  described. 

William's  younger  brother,  John  Tuthill,  married  Elizabeth  Woolmer.  The  two 
sons  of  this  latter  couple,  given  by  the  College  of  Heralds,  are  William  and  John. 
Their  youngest  brother  is  .-apposed  to  be  1  lenry  Tuthill,  of  Tharston,  born  1580,  third 
son  of  John;,  of  Saxlingham.  and  father  of  John  and  Henry  Tuthill,  of  Southold. 

KING.  —  In  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  is  an  armorial  b'rass  plate  on  the 
tomb  of  John  King,  late  of  Norwich,  (dent.,  who  died  31  May,  1058.  The  arms 
blazoned,  Sable,  on  a  chevron  ingrailed  argent,  three  escalops  of  the  field -(Blome- 
field,  v.,  207),  are  ascribed  by  heraldic  writers  to  King,  of  Wiltshire  ;  but  they  were 
also  borne  by  King,  of  Shelly,  Suffolk  County,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  fourteenth 
century.     ("Davy's  MSS.,"  p.  2lS,  British  Museum.) 

Robert  King,  Esq.,  of  Great  Thurlow,, Suffolk,  in  1689,  was  afterwards  Lord  of 
Tharston,  in  Norfolk.     (Blomeheld,  v.,  347.) 

An  examination  of  the  "  Pedigree  of  King,  of  Norwich.,'"  in  the  College  of 
Heralds.  London,  might  repay  those  interested  in  the  name. 

Browne. —  More  than  twenty  manors  in  Norfolk  were  at  different  -times  owned 
by  families  bearing  this  name,  and  Blomefield  describes  many  coats  of  arms  and 
sepulchral  monuments  in  the  county. 

Robert  Browne,  Mayor  of  Norwich  in  1522.  has  his  arms,  Sable,  three  cranes 
argent,  on  the  font  and  turret  oi  St.  Stephen  Pi oto- Martyr  Church,  Norwich.  {Ibid., 
iv.,  1 54-) 

Sir  Thomas  Browne,  M.D.,  author  of  "  Religio  Medici,"  was  born  19  October, 
1605,  died  19  October,  16S2,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft. 
On  his  tomb  are  the  arms  :  A  bend  voided  sable,  bettoeen  two  pellets.     (IV.,  193. ) 

Reeve. — Thomas  Reeve  and  Ralf  Sherman  had  the  rectory  and  advowson  of  the 
Vicarage  of  Almoner's  Manor  in  1562. 

John  Reeve,  A.M.,  was  Rector  of  Diss,  Norfolkshire,  in  1 5 ? 9 . 

Thonaas  Reeve  bought  Claver's   Manor  in  163b. 

Sir  Edmund  Reeve  wasJLord  Chief  Justice  of  Common  Pleas,  preferred  in  1638. 
His  tomb  at  Stratton  beats  the  arms  :  Azure,  a  chevron,  between  three  pairs  of  wings, 
conjoined,  and  elevated,  or,  impaling  sable,  on  a  chevroji  between  three  griffins'  heads 
erased,  or,  three  stars  af  six  points,  gules. 

Corey.  —  Mr.  Corey,  of  Bramerton,  after  1603  owned  Saxlingham  Manor.  It 
was  bought  by  Sir  Robert  Reeve.      (V..  469.) 

Thomas  Corie,  Esq.,  who  died  5  Eebruary,  16S2,  ae.  twenty-seven,  was  the  only 
son  of  Erancis  Corie,  Esq.,,  and  Ann,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Job;!  Corbet,  of 
Swrowston,  Bart.  Arms:  Crest,  a  denii  griffin,  or,  issuant  from  a  ducal  coronet, 
prefer,  quartering  Corbet  arms .      (V.,  472.) 

Corie  arms  at  Cation,  Norfolkshire,  on  the  tomb  of  Judith  Corie,  who  died  9 
January,  16S5  :  Quarterly,  first  and  fourth  sable,  on  a  chevron  between  three  griffins'1 
heads  erased,  or,  as  many  mullets,  gules,  impaling  in  the  second  and  third  per  pale 
argent  and  sable,  an  unicorn,  passant,  between  three  cross  crosslets  counterchanged,  im- 
paling argent,  three  crosses.      (X.,  40S.M

The  colony  of  New  Jersey  made  a  legal  distinction  between  slaves 
and  servants.  The  first  legislation  in  regard  to  the  latter  was  made  in 
East  Jersey,,  whose  Assembly,  which  met  on  March  r,  1682,  decreed 
that  four  years  should  be  the  period  for  which  an  adult  might  be  held. 
At  the  end  of  their  servitude  they  were  to  receive  two  suits  of  clothes, 
one  axe,  one  hoe,  and  seven  bushels  of  Indian  corn.  Minors  under 
seventeen  were  not  to  be  ir^cCl  until  of  age.  In  Ala}-  of  the  same  year 
the  West  Jersey  Assembly  made  the  term  of  service  also  four  years,  but 
the  time  of  minors  was  to  be  fixed  by  the  Court.  The  perquisites  to  be 
given  them  upon  their  freedom  were  more  liberal  than  those  of  the 
Eastern  division,  as  they  were  entitled  to  ten  bushels  of  Indian  corn, 
"  necessary  clothes,"  two  horses  and  one  ox. 

The  first  enactment  in  relation  to  servant-  after  the  union  of  East 
and  West  Jersey  in  1702  was  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Assembh  held 
March  11,  171^.  Its  preamble  gives  us  an  insight  into  the  state  of 
public  sentiment  in  regard  to  this  class  of  persons.  It  says  :  "Whereas 
the  importation  of  white  Servants  into  this  Province  would  be  a  great 
Benefit  to  the  Country  in  general  by  settling  in  and  improving  the  same," 
&c;  therefore  certain  restraints  are  placed  upon  their  running  away. 
Servants  who  absented  themselves  from  their  masters'  service  were  to 
pay  all  costs  and  damages,  and  were  to  serve  a  double  time.  Anyone 
enticing  them  to  run  away  was  fined  ^10,  and  10s.  for  each  day  they 
harbored  them,  in  addition  to  the  costs  of  suit.  Anyone  returning  the 
runaway  was  to  receive  15s.  They  could  not  travel  through  the  colony 
without  a  pass,  nor  could  any  boatman  or  ferryman  carry  them  unless 
they  exhibited  it. 

The  law  of  July  8,  1730,  prescribed  the  regulations  for  importing 
"  any  men  or  women  passengers  or  servants."  The  importer  must 
within  twenty-four  hours  make  entry  with  the  Collector  of  the  Division 
of  all  their  names,  which  the  latter  must  report  to  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace  of  the  county,  who  must  examine  them  and  judge  which  of  them 
were  "  fit  to  be  landed  or  disposed  of  as  servants,  and  do  not  appear  to 
them  to  have  been  formerly  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes  mentioned 
in  this  Act,  or  such  as  do  not  appear  to  them  to  be  such  as  ma}'  be 
chargeable  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province." 

These  laws  remained  in  force  during  the  colonial  period  of  New 
jersey,  with  but  one  addition.  An  act  was  passed  in  1751  which  pro- 
hibited the  sale  of  liquor  to  servants, 

The  ownership  o(  slaves  was  permitted  under  the  English  law, 
therefore  we  find  no  specific  act  granting  this  right  in  either  the  East  or 
West  Jersey  colonies.  The  first  reference  to  this  class  6i  persons  is  an 
enactment  of  the  East  Jersey  Assembly  passed  -March  t.  [,682,  which  is 
entitled  .'  An  act  against  trading  with  negro  slaves."  This  forbade  all 
planters  or  freeholders  from  buying,  selling,  or  bartering  with  them 
without  the  consent  of  their  masters.  The  penalties  were  a  fine  of  ^5 
for  the  white  trader,  while  the  slave  was  to  be  whipped.      The  next  law 
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on  this  subject  was  passed  in  1694,  by  the  Mime  Assembly.  It  prohibited 
slaves  from  carrying  guns  or  from  keeping  swine,  also  providing  for 
their  arrest  if  found  five  miles  from  home  without  a  pass.  The  last  law 
of  this  province  on  this  subject  was  passed  the  next  year.  It  established 
punishment  for  theft. 

'There  was  no  legislation  of  any  kind  about  slavery  in  West  Jersey 
during  its  proprietary  colonial  existence.  .As  has  been  previously 
stated,  the  Quakers,  coming  direct  from  England,  were  prejudiced 
against  it.  It  has  also  been  shown  that  during  tin's  period  slaves  were  held 
by  the  emigrants  from  Long  Island,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
adopted  by  the  former  class  until  after  the  union  of  East  and  West 
Jersey  in  1702.  In  that  year  the  Proprietors  of  both  of  these  provinces 
surrendered  them  to  the  Crown,  and  Queen  Anne  appointed  her  rela- 
tive, Lord  Gornbury,  as  governor  of  New  Jersey,  with  a  long  list  of 
instructions,  among  which  was  the  following,  viz.: 

"You  shall  endeavor  to  get  a. 'law  passed  for  restraining  of  any 
inhuman  severity  which  by  ill  masters  or  overseers  may  be  used  towards 
their  Christian  servants  and  their  slaves,  and  that  provision  be  made 
therein  that  wilful!  killing  of  Indians  and  Negroes  may  be  punished 
with  death,  and  that  a  fit  penalty  be  imposed  for  the  maiming  of  them." 
In  compliance  with  this,  a  law  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  the 
united  colonies  which  met  on  Dec.  12,  1704.  It  bore  the  title,  "  For 
regulating  Negro.  Indian  and  .Mulatto  slaves  within  the  Province  of 
New  Jersey."     This,  however,  was  disallowed  by  the  Crown. 

At  the  session  of  1715-14,011  March  1 1,  quite  a  voluminous  law 
was  passed,  called.  "  an  act  for  regulating  slaves."  The  provisions  of 
this,  with  some  subsequent  amendments,  remained  in  force  until  the 
Revolution.  It  forbade  anyone  to  buy  or  sell  or  traffic  "with  any 
Negro.  Indian  or  Mulatto  Slave  for  any  Rum,  Wine,  Beer,  Cider  or 
strong  drink,"  or  for  any  goods  or  chattels,  without  the  consent  of  their 
master  or  mistress,  with  a  penalty  of  20s.  for  the  first  and  40s.  for  the 
second  offence.      Any  person  finding  a  slave  five  miles  from  their  home

ithout  the  permission  of  the  owner  was  authorized  to  whip  such  slave 
n  the  bare  back  with  twenty  lashes,  and  was  to  be  paid  5s.  and  the 
Dsts  of  taking  such  slave  home.  No  slave  belonging  to  any  other 
province  was  allowed  to  come  into  New  Jersey  without  a  license  from 
the  hand  of  his  master  or  mistress.  "  Corporal  punishment  not  extend- 
ing to  life  or  limb,"  was 'to  be  inflicted  for  assault  on  any  white  woman 
or  maid,  or  that  shall  presume  to  assault  or  strike  any  man  or  woman 
.professing  Christianity.  Fort}'  lashes  was  the  penalty  for  theft  of  anything 
above  5s.  in  value.  The  fines  and  expenses  of  enforcing  these  penalties 
were  to  be  paid  by  the  owners.  Forty  shillings  was  the  cost  of  harbor- 
ins  or  concealing  a  slave,  and  if  one  was  injured  or  death  resulted  the 
master  or  mistress  could  recover  the  value  in  any  court  of  record. 

The  liberating  of  slaves  was  not  looked  upon  with  favor  by  the 
people  of  New  Jersey,  as  will  appear  by  two  sections  of  the  law,  which 
are  here  quoted  entire  : 

"  Section  13.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that 
no  Negro,  Indian  or  Mulatto  that  shall  hereafter  be  made  free,  shall 
enjoy,  hold  or  possess  any  House  or  Houses,  Lands,  Tenements  or 
Hereditaments  within  the  Province,  in  his  or  her  own  Right  in  Fee 
Simple  or  Fee  Tail,  but  the  same  shall  escheat  to  her  Majesty,  her 
heirs  and  successors. 
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"  Section  14.  And  Whereas  ii  is  found  by  experience  that  Free 
Negroes  are  an  idle  and  slothful  People,  and  prove  very  often  a  Charge 
to  the  Place  where  they  are,  Be  it  therefore  further  enacted  by  the 
Authority  aforesaid.  That  any  Master  or  Mistress,  manumitting  and  setting 
at  Liberty  any  Negro  or  -Mulatto  Slave  shall  enter  into  sufficient  Security 
unto  Her  Majesty,  her  Heirs  arid  Successors  with  two  Sureties  in  the 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds,  to  pay  yearly  and  every  year  to  such 
Negro  or  Mulatto  Slave  during  their  lives  the  sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  : 
and  if  such  Negro  or  Mulatto  Slave  shall  be  made  free  bj  the  Will  and 
Testament  of  any  person  deceased,  that  then  the  Executors  of  such 
Persons  shall  enter  into  Security  as  above,  immediately  upon  proving 
the  said  will  and  Testament  which  if  refused  to  be  given,  the  said 
■Manumission  to  be  void  and  of  none  effect." 

These  sections  continued  in  force  and  unchanged  until  Nov.  16, 
1769.  when  they  were  amended  so  that  the  executor  of  any  will  liber- 
ating slaves  might  give  a  bond  for  /.'200  to  secure  the  town,  or  district 
'"in  case  such  Negro,  Indian  or  Mulatto  slave  shall  by  sickness  or 
otherwise  be  rendered  incapable  to  support  or  maintain  him  or  herself." 
As  this  last  law  did  not  repeal  the  act  of  17 13-14,  and  was  to  expire  in 
ten  years,  or  at  the  next  session  of  the  Assembly  thereafter,  it  left  the 
original  enactment  in  force  in  the  middle  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  a 
time  when  lawmakers  were  busy  with  other  and  more  vital  affairs. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  whole  of  its  colonial 
existence  New  Jersey  was  a  slave-holding  province.  Contrary  to  the 
popular  belief  that  the  Indian  could  not  be  enslaved,  we  find  that  not 
only  were  there  laws  classifying  and  regulating  them  the  same  as 
negroes,  but  that  the  old  census  of  Northampton  Township,  Burlington 
Count}'  (1709),  gives  the  individual  names  of  the  Indian  slaves  and  of 
their  owners.  No  doubt  the  latter  proved  intractable  and  soon  gave 
way  to  the  meeker  African.  If  slaves  were  not  numerous  in  the  colony 
it  was  not  for  want  of  legislation,  but  because  the  sentiment  of  many 
people,  especially  the  Quakers,  was  averse  to  it. 

During  the  Revolution  efforts  were  made  to  abolish  slavery.  John 
Cooper  (a  Friend),  member  of  the  Assembly  from  Gloucester  County, 
is  said  to  have  introduced  into  it  the  first  bill  for  its  abolition.  It  was 
entitled  "  An  act  to  abolish  slave  keeping,"  and  was  placed  on  the 
calendar  September  21,  17 So.  It  passed  the  second  reading,  was  then 
postponed  until  the  next  legislature,  and  was  then  defeated.  Nothing 
was  done  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  slaves  until  1798,  when  a  bill 
was  passed  on  March  4  prohibiting  the  bringing  of  slaves  into  the  State 
except  for  residence,  requiring  that  all  slaves  born  since  November  26, 
1788,  must  be  taught  to  read,  and  that  no  one  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  who  had  resided  in  the  State  one  year  should  be  removed  from  it. 

In  the  meantime  slavery  was  slowly  disappearing  from  New  Jersey, 
and  the  unfriendly  sentiment  against  it  was  steadily  increasing.  An 
act  to  gradually  abolish  it  was  passed  in  1804,  but  was  repealed  in  eSo6. 
There  was  some  farther  legislation  concerning  it,  but  it  was  hot  until 
October  24,  1820,  that  the  matter  was  finally  disposed  of  by  the  passage 
of  a  bill  that  declared  that  every  child  born  of  a  slave  in  the  State  since 
July  4,  1804,  shall  be  free,  but  remain  a  servant  until  twenty-one  year.-, 
old.  For  150  years  New  Jersey  was  a  slave  colony  and  State.  Her 
borders  have  only  been  free  a  little  over  half  a  century.

T'he  writer  hereof  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  Baird's 
"  History  of  Huguenot  Emigration  to  America,"  It,  possibly,  contains 
some  items  relating  to  Dumont  family. 

In  a  book  entitled  "Off-hand  Portraits  of  Prominent  New  Yorkers," 
by  Stephen  Fiske  (New  York,  1884).  will  be  found  a  sketch  of  Mr. 
Theodore  S.  Dumont  (pages  102-107),  wherein  mention  is  made  of  a 
novel, — "  The  Story  of  .Marie  Dumont,"  by  Lady  Pollock,  which,  it  is 
stated,  relates  the  sufferings  and  experiences  of  a  Huguenot  family  in 
France.  The  writer  hereof  has  not  had  tire  pleasure  of  reading  the 
novel  referred  to. 

The  careful  student  of  Dumont  family  history  will  not  overlook  that 
ponderous  work  entitled  "Corps  'Universe!  Diplomatique  du  Droit  des 
Gens."  etc.,  qxc,  by  Jean  Dumont  (Baron  de  Carlscroon),  published  in 
Amsterdam,  1726.  It  is  contained  in  the  Chicago  public  library,  but  the 
writer  hereof,  unfortunately,  is  not  familiar  with  the  French  language. 

In  an  "  Historical  Atlas  of  Indiana,'"'  published  by  Baskin,  Forster 
&:  Co..  Chicago,  about  1S76,  it  is  said  (page  324)  that  the  first  couple 
married  in  Switzerland  County.  Indiana,  after  its  organization,  was 
Richard  Dumont  and  Matilda  Phillips.  The  license  was  issued  by 
John  Francis  Defour,  in  September,  1814.  A  son  of  this  couple,  John 
J.  Dumont.  lived  in  Indianapolis  up  to  the  time  of  his  decease,  which 
occurred  a  few  years  ago.  Richard  Dumont  was  popularly  known  as 
"Dick,"  and  (so  the  writer  has  been  informed)  always  claimed  relation- 
ship with  the  descendants  of  Peter"1  Dumont,  in  Vevay,  Indiana,  and 
vicinity. 

Those  interested  in  the  "  Staats  "  family  will  find  a  sketch  of  Barent 
P.  Staats,  one-time  mayor  of  Albany,  New  York,  and  a  descendant  of 
Dr.  Abraham  Staats  who  came  from  Holland  to  Alb  ;  >y,  N.  Y..in  1642, 
in. the  "  American  Biographical  Sketch  Book,"  by  William  Hunt  (New 
York.  184S),  page  163.

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AppJetdn's  "Cyclopedia  of  American  Biography"  (New  York,  [887) 
contains  a  sketch  of  Mis.  Julia  L.  Dumont  (where  her  maiden  name 
appears,  in  error,  as  "  Carey  ')  ;  also  a  sketch  of  her  son,  the  hue  Gen- 
eral Ebenezer  Dumont.  An  incomplete  sketch  of  the  Litter  is  also  given 
in  Lannian's  "  Dictionary  of  U.  S.  Congress,"  etc.  (Hartford,  1868).

This  work  was  revised 
and  republished,  about  1887,  under  title  "  Biog.  Annals  of  the  Civil 
Gov.."  and  later  edition  may  contain  more  information. 

The  "  History  of  Somerset  Count}',"  previously  mentioned,  contains 
many  references  to  following  surnames  :  Dumont,  Frelinghuysen, 
Staats,  Van  Vegten,  or  Van  Veghten,  and  Veghte.  On  page  6  of  the 
appendix,  in  list  of  Common  Picas  Judges,  appears  :  "  1795.  '96,  '97, 
'98,  '99,  Peter  Dumont."  This  was  probably  Peter3  Dumont  (Peter"), 
as  Peter  !  Dumont  was,  as  is  shown,  living  in  Saratoga  County,  New 
York,  in  1796.  Peter"  Dumont,  it  will  be  further  noticed,  did  not  die 
until  Nov.  21,  1808.  The  same  work,  on  pages  i~2  of  appendix,  pre- 
sents an  unique  copy  of  interesting  Resolutions  adopted,  at  a  meeting  in 
Hillsborough  Township,  showing  the  manner  of  enrolling  the  Militia  in 
Somerset  Countv.  John  Baptist  Dumont  was  Chairman,  and  Peter  D. 
Vroom.  Clerk. 

The  manner  of  writing  the  surname  "  dii  Mont  "  is,  doubtless,  a  Dutch 
innovation.  It  so  appears  in  the  records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
New  York,  in  The  Record,  Vol.  XXVIII. ,  pp.  103-143,  and  also  in  the 
records  of  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  1664,  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  of  Waller* 
and1  cl ci  Mont.  The  name,  according  to  the  French  custom,  is  written. 
"  Dumont."  and  that  form,  therefore,  should  be  considered  correct. 
This  surname  may,  of  course,  primarily,  have  been  developed  from  a 
phrase,  "  du  rhorit,"  meaning  "of  the  mountain,"  signifying  that  the 
early  jprOgenitors  of  the  family  lived  on  or  near  the  mountains.  'Phis, 
however,  may  have  been  the  designation  of  many  families  not  related  to 
each  other,  and  the  mutual  possession  of  the  surname  does  not  of  itself 
Conclusively  prove  relationship  between  any  two  persons. 

In  the  records  given  in  the  appendix  to  the  "  History  of  Kingston, 
N.  Y."  (New  York,  1888),  referred  to  in  the  beginning  of  this  article, 
the  name  "  Dumont  "  or  "  DumOnd  "  is  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  is 
spelled  both  ways,  almost  indiscriminately. 

The  fact  that  there  are  towns  named  "  Dumont  "  in  Colorado,  Iowa, 
Minnesota,  South  Dakota,  and  Texas  (both  in  King  and  Harris  Coun- 
ties), as  well  as  a  "  Dumontville  "  in  Ohio,  indicates  that  the  family,  in 
its  later  generations,  has  scattered  over  a  wide  section  of  country. 

"  The  Vevav  (Indiana)  Democrat"  of  March  4th,  1876,  contains  a 
two-column  sketch  of  Mrs.  Julia  L.  Dumont,  written  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Eddy.  Mrs.  Dumont  was  the  earliest  female  writer  in  the  West  whose 
poems,  tales,  and  sketches  have  been  preserved.  Her  parents,  Ebenezer 
and  Martha  D.  Corey,  emigrated  from  Rhode  island  to  Marietta,  Ohio, 
with  the  "  Ohio  Company,"  which  settled  at  that  place.  She  was  born 
at  Waterford,  Washington  County,  Ohio,  on  the  Muskingum  River,  in 
October,  1794.  Her  parents  returned  to  Rhode  Island  during  her  in- 
fancy :   and  while  she  was  a  mere   babe   her  father  died.      Her  mother 
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removed  lo  Greenfield,  Saratoga  Count}',  Now  York,  and  married  a 
second  time.  They  then  had  their  residence  on  the  Kayaderosseras 
Mountain,  in  Greenfield.  She  spent  some  time  in  the  Milton  Academy, 
in  Saratoga  County.  In  1S1  r  taught  a  school  in  Greenfield,  and  in 
iSi2  in  Cambridge.  Washington  County,  X.  Y.  In  August,  r8i2,  she 
married  John  Dumont,  and  in  October  of  that  year  they  removed  to 
Ohio.  She  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  "  Literary  Gazette,"  pub- 
lished at  Cincinnati.  In  the  years  1854.  '35,  and  '36,  she  wrote  often 
for  the  "  Cincinnati  Minor/'  but  mostly  in  prose.  The  Rev.  Eddy 
states  that  i(  While  examining  the  characteristics  of  Mrs.  Dumont's  style, 
we  are  impressed  with  its  purity." 

Among  others,  ulimentioned  previously,  to  whom  the  writer  must 
acknowledge  his  indebtedness  for  information,  is  the  Hon.  Robert  N. 
Lamb,  of  Indianapolis,  who,  notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  his  pro- 
fessional duties,  has  most  kindly  and  courteously  answered  all  inquiries. 

In  conclusion,  it  will,  perhaps,  be  well  to  add  that  the  foregoing 
genealogy  has  been  carefully  revised  and  corrected  as  to  names  and 
dates,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  is  free  from  any  essential  errors. 

Addenda.— The  writer's  father,  lion.  Henry  Guest  M'Pike,  of 
Alton,  Illinois,  who  is  a  grandson  of  Lydia  Dumont-Guest  (Peter1, 
Hendrick3),  clearly  remembers  a  family  tradition  reciting  that  the 
Huguenot  ancestors  of  Peter'  Dumont  (Hendrick3)  lived  in  the  city 
of  Paris,  and  made  their  escape  by  a  ruse — having  a  banquet  and 
grand  illumination,  during  which  they  fled,  having  previously  made 
arrangements  therefor  with  shipmaster — leaving  all  their  property 
behind.  'This  seems  to  relate  to  both  the  paternal  and  maternal  ances- 
try of  the  said  Peter4.  The  Dumont  family,  as  was  shown  in  the  be- 
ginning of  this  sketch,  probably  resided  in  Paris,  but  the  Traverier  or 
Traverrier  family  seems  to  have  lived  in  or  near  the  city  of  Bordeaux. 
The  tradition  as  to  manner  of  escape  has  been  related  to  the  writer 
bv  several  other  descendants  of  Peter"  Dumont,  some  adding  that  the 
table  was  set  with  the  "family  plate,"  etc.,  the  servants  in  the  midst  of 
their  duties,  and  the  family  went  out  for  a  drive.  It  is  also  said  that 
when  they  reached  America  they  were  almost  penniless,  and  as  u  the 
grandmother"  possessed  a  recipe  for  making  perfumer)',  that  was 
resorted  to  for  temporary  support.  These  latter  items  appear  to  relate 
to  the  Traverier  family.

He  came  to  America  in  1870  ;  now  residing  in  Chicago.

vi.   Jane,  died  when  about  9. 
vii.    Robert,  died  when  about  8.

ix.   Joseph,  married .  no  issue.      Now  living  in  Folkestone, 

Kent,  England.      He  possesses  family  Bible  record.

Note. — Some  have  considered  the  similarity  between  the  coats  of  arms  of  the 
Washington  and  Denton  family  sufficient  to  warrant  a  belief  that  the  early  pro- 
genitors of  each  were  related.  This  may  be  true.  The  reader  of  Irving's  Life  of 
George  Washington  will  recollect  that  in  the  first  chapter  mention  is  made  of  John 
Washington  (who  came  to  Virginia  about  1657),  having  "for  some  time  resided  at 
South  Cave,  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire."  While  South  Cave  is,  it  is  said,  but 
about  a  mile  from  Hotham,  it  is  altogether  probable  that  the  nearness  of  the  respective 
places  of  residence  is  only  a  coincidence.  The  relationship,  if  any,  between  the 
families  is  doubtless,  to  be  traced  through  ancestors  of  some  generations  earlier. 
This  problem  must  be  left  for  the  researches  of  the  expert  genealogist  to  solve.

*  Against  tire  protest  of  Mr.  Greene,  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
published  in  its  early  Year  Books  William  Webb,  of  Southold,  L.  I.,  as  the  lands- 
man on  the  frigate  Trumbull.  We  give  below  the  Southold  Webb  line  :  "  : Richard 
Webb,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  1626.  Stamford,  Conn.,  1655,  where  he  was  Deputy  to 
the  General  Court,  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  J  no.  Gregory.

Mary  Terry  and  died  at  Southold,  L.  I.  (probably  1776  as  he  did  not 
join  the  exodus  to  Conn.).  '"William  Webb,  his  son.  was  with  Col.  Josiah  Smith's 
First  Long  Island  Regiment,  at  the  battle  of  Cong  Island,  after  which  he  went  to 
Conn.,  and  was  at  Saratoga,  as  he  told  the  writer's  father,  but  there  seems  to  be  no 
list  of  Col.  Thaddeus  Cooke's  regimen;,  or  Capt.  Edward  Shopman's  (Saybrook) 
company,  though  these  are  known  to  have  been  with  the  army  at  the  capture  of  Bur- 
goyne;  possibly  he  was  with  them.  Ed. 
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from  England  about  1645  >  n-  Christopher,  b.  1630,  d.  1694;  iii. 
Samuel,  b.  1660,  d.  1738,  m.  Mary  Webb,  also  m.  Samuel  Bas>  :  iv.

"  The  Trumbull  was  not  captured  until  1781.''     This  date  does  not 
agtee  with   my  evidence  at  all.      You  will  see,  according  to  the  state- 
'  ment  which  follows,  William  Webb  was  not  captured  at  that  time  :

11  My  father  William  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  English  in  1779  and 
was  confined  in  the  famous  prison-ship  Jersey,  in  the  harbor  of  N.  V. 
through  the  autumn  and  succeeding  terrible  winter  of  1779-80,  known 
as  the  hard  winter.  In  the  tali  a  wealthy  young  prisoner  purchased  one 
or  two  stoves,  and.  wood  to  supply  them  through  the  winter,  but  as  soon 
as  he  was  gone  the  stove  and  wood  were  taken  from  them  and  they 
were  without  fire  the  whole  winter  either  for  warming  or  cooking. 
Many  of  the  prisoners  froze  their  feet  till  they  came  off  at  the  ankle  and 
sometimes  died  there  and  sometimes  were  removed  to  the  hospital  ship 
about  15  rods  away.  The  small  pox  came  among  them  and  when  my 
father  saw  that  he  had  sure  symptoms  of  it,  lie  went  to  a  young  English 
officer  with  whom  he  had  become  intimate  and  showed  him  that  the  dis- 
ease had  begun  to  be  manifest  on  the  skin,  and  said  '  I  shall  certainly 
die  here!'  The  young  officer  asked  him  to  drink  freely  some  gin 
which  seemed  to  bring  out  the  pustules,  and  he  always  said  this  young 
friend  saved  his  life. 

"Thus  they  lived,  without  fire,  and  ate  their  raw  salt  beef  and  pork 
and  sea  biscuit,  condemed  unfit  for  the  British  navy.  Yes  some  of  them 
lived  and  the  places  of  the  dead  were  filled  by  others  brought  there  to 
starve,  and  yet  the  spirit  of  independent  freedom  was  not  yet  crushed 
out  of  these  YTankee  boys.  In  the  spring  they  struck  a  spark  and  set 
the  old  Jersey  on  fire.  The  ice  in  the  river  was  breaking  up  and  my 
father  when  then  21  and  another  young  man,  after  pulling  on  deck  the 
sick  who  readied  up  their  hands  ran  below  to  find  others  and  when  he, 
my  father  returned  to  the  deck  he  found  himself  alone.  Every  boat 
had  gone  and  he  was  forced  to  make  his  escape  on  a  cake  of  ice  which 
happened  to  float  past  the  ship  just  at  that  moment.  He  was  soon 
picked  up  by  Long  Island  Tomes,  who  rowed  to  the  burning  ship  and 
drove  him  on  board  with  blows  of  their  boat-hook  declaring  they  would 

burn  the rebel  :   They  never  knew  that  they  failed  in  their  bad 

designs.  The  ship  was  now  ablaze  full  half  of  its  length,  but  He  who 
watches  the  sparrows  watched  His  child.  Near  by  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  ship  God  sent  an  old  man  paddling  in  a  skiff.  He  took 
him  off  and  conveyed  him  to  another  ship,  there  he  remained  with 
other  rescued  prisoners  till  an  English  officer  came  on  board  to  select 
the  more  feeble  for  exchange.  My  father  was  given  an  order  to  remain 
and  saying  to  himself  :  Go  now  or  go  never — slipped  in  among  the 
sickly  and  was  exchanged." 

Thus  the  account  ends.  I  would  be  thankful  for  new  facts.  I 
hope  to  ascertain  just  where  and  when  he  enlisted,  but  I  have  not  yet 
learned  these  facts. 
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NOTES. 

The  Schoharie,  New  Yoik,  Collegiate  Church,  containing  two  congregations, 
one  Lutheran  and  one  (Low;  Dutch  Reformed,  was  founded  a  few  years  before  1730, 
when  the  first  record  that  has  the  form  of  organization,  a  list  of  the  deacons  and  ci-

Tin:  fourth  and  final  volume  o(  the  "Register  Book  of  Marriages  belonging  to 
the  Parish  of  St.  George,  Hanover  Square,  co'  Middlesex,"  has  just  been  isr-ued  by 
the  Hirleian  Society  lo  its  member.-.  The  years  embraced  in  this  volume  are  [824 
to  1  ?37,  carrying  them  down  to  the  time  when  the  Civil  Registration  Act  of  1836 
came  into  force,  by  which  all  marriages  are  entered  at  Somerset  House,  arid  can  be 
inspected  there.  The  work  has  been  edited  by  G.  J.  Armytage,  Esq.,  F.S.  A., .  the 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Society  :  and  a  carefully  compiled  Index  completes  an  in- 
teresting and  valuable  genealogical  volume. 

vT_hk._Dr_ Witts  of  J  )or.drecht  and  New  York. — When  my  esteemed  friend 
and  kinsman,  Thomas  Grier  Evans,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  wrote  the  genealogy  of  the 
earlier  generations  of  the  descendants  of  our  ancestor,  Tjerck  Clae>sen  ,.De. .\VtLl ,  of 
Ulster  County,  he  was  unable,  after  the  most  careful  researching,  to  find  what  he  con- 
sidered positive  proof  that  said  De  Witt  was  connected  with  the  distinguished  De 
Wilt  family  of  Dordrecht,  although  he  supposed  such  was  the  case.  The  _De.\Vitt._ 
family  in  this  country  Skis  also  been  distinguished  by  such  members  as  De  Witt 
Clinton,  Governor  of  New  York  ;  Simeon  De  Witt,  chief  of  tire  topographical  staff  of 
General  Washington  and  Surveyor-General  of  New  York  ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  De 'WitL, .. 
D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Collegiate  Dutch  Church  of  Xew  York,  and  others;  but  one 
naturaliy  appreciates  a  proved  connection  with  an  honorable  family  in  the  mother 
country.  The  coat  of  arms  of  the  De  Witts  of  Dordrecht  is  described  thus  :  De 
sinople  un  lievre.  un  levrier.  et  un  braque  est  tout  d'argent  2  et  r..  Cr.  le  lievre 
est  eivre  un  vol  de  sinople  d'argent.  Of  course,  genealogists  are  often  obliged  to 
accept  the  proof  derived  from  seals  and  other  heraldically  ornamented  things. 
Recently  I  found  when  re>earching  in  the  old  records  of  the  ULter  County  Clerk's 
Office  the  wax  impression  of  a  seal,  which  undoubtedly  would  be  accepted  as  proof 
by  any  authority.  It  is  on  page  307  of  book  A.  A.,  the  first  vol  ..me  of  the  so-called 
English  records,  to  distinguish  them  from  the  earliest  set  of  records,  which  are  entirely 
in  Dutch.  Unfortunately  several  of  the  preceding  pages  are  missing,  evidently 
torn  out  through  carelessness,  but  fortunately  enough  remains  to  -how  that  the  record., 
was  connected  with  the  settlement  of  Tjerck  Claessen  De  Witt's  estate  after  the  death 
of  his  widow,  Barbara  (Andriessen  van  Amsterdam)  JDe  \\  ttf,  and  is  dated  February 
30,  r 716—7.  The  wax  seal,  attached  to  the  signature  of  Major  Johannis  Ilarden- 
bergh,  one  of  the  gentlemen  who  assisted  at  the  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  was 
stamped  with  a  seal,  engraved  with  the  coar  of  arms  borne  by  [an  I  >e  Witt,  the  (.band 
Pensionary  of  Holland,  and  his  family,  the  De  Witts  of  Dordrecht.  It  is  in  good 
preservation  considering  that  it  has  been  generally  handled  for  nearly  two  centuries. 
•  and  shosvs  that  the  seal  was  round,  and  engraved  with  a  hare  and  a  dog  at  'he  top 
and  a  dog  at  the  bottom,  and  there  were  initials  at  the  top,  which  are  now  quite 
illegible,  with  the  exception  of  the  fust,  which,  looks  like  a  C.  The  absence  of  lines 
to  denote  the  tincture  of  the  field  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  before  Silvestre  di. 
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Petrasancta,  an  Italian,  introduced  the  present  system  for  denoting  tinctures  about  1630, 
such  means  were  not  much  in  use,  and  probably  the  adoption  of  Petrasancta's  system 
was  slow.  Undoubtedly  Tjerck  Claessen  de  Witt  brought  the  seal  over  with  him, 
and  it  may  have  belonged  to  some  forefather.  1"  have  studied  much  of  European  and 
British  heraldry,  and  researched  very  extensively  among  the  early  records  of  this 
country,  but  1  do  not  remember  ever  to  have  seen  a  coat  of  arms  similar  to  that  of 
the  De  Witts,  which  is  truly  an  unusual  one,  so  that  there  is  not  the  possibility  of 
confusion.  The  absence  of  the  crest  on  the  seal  is  of  no  consequence,  as  often  simply 
the  shield  has  been  used,  especially  when  it  was  the  charge,  or  one  of  the  charge-, 
of  the  shield.  I  do  not  think  that  the  descendants  of  Tjej ■(•'.-  Claessen  1);;  WitLshould 
hesitate,  considering  the  proof,  to  use  the  said  coat  of  arms,  ami  I  shall  quarter  it 
with  the  other  coats  of  arms  to  which  1  am.  entitled.  Of  course,  I  do  not  believe  in 
carrying  the  use  of  coats  of  arms  too  far  in  a  Republic,  but  I  think  it  is  our  duty  to 
the  memory  o\  our  forefathers  to  make  a  proper  use  of  them.  Forefathers  should 
never  be  expected  to  carry  us  through  our  earthly  pilgrimage,  but  to  make  a  founda- 
tion OH  which  to  build.

The  gravestone  is  on  a  line  with  and  near  to  the  headstones  dedicated  to 
Thomas  Coon,  to  Thomas  Coon,  Jr.,  and  to  the  latter's  wife  fClizabeth,  being  next 
to  the  last.  The  stone  was  of  red  sandstone,  evidently  brought  from  England, 
polished  on  one  side  and  rough  on  the  other,  like  so  many  of  the  stones  in  the 
some   and   neighboring   cemeteries.  ■ 

There  is  a  will  on  file  at  Trenton,  made  by  Jacob  Cosart,  of  Township  of 
Bridge-water,  Somerset  County,  N.  J..  February  4,  1772  (Will  hook  K .  page  423),  and 
probated  May  2nd,  177?,.  In  this  will  the  testator  providers  that  a  respeciable  head- 
stone shall  he  erected  over  his  grave.  He  mentions  his  wife  Ann  ah,  his  sons  :  Jacob, 
Samuel,  Job,  and  Anthony.  Also  his  daughters  :  Anna,  wife  of  Orisimus,  alias 
Sirneo.n  Bell  ;  Mary,  widow  of  Sutton  ;  Leah,  wife  of  Joseph  Riggs  ;  and  grandson, 
Abram  Lewis.  It  is  evident  that  the  Jacob  Cosart  lying  in  the  Hound  Brook  grave- 
yard is  the  one  who  made  the  will  on  file  at  Trenton. 

There  is  in  the  baptismal  records  of  tire  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Brooklyn 
the  following  entry  :  October  16.  170J,  Jacob.  Antoni  Cousaar  and  Lysbeth  Pents, 
(King..  County  Genealogical  collections,  Vols.  5  and  6).  There  is  a  tradition  in  the 
family  that  the  Jacob  Cousaai  born  at  Brooklyn  in  1701  was  the  Jacob  Cosart  who 
mode  the  will  above  mentioned.  The  name  Cossart,  which  was  the  original  form,  is 
very  often  written  Cousaar. 

Can  any  readers  of  The  Record  furnish  any  evidence  tending  to  identify  these 
two  persons  as  the  same  one?  Anthony  Cousaar  (Cossart',  mentioned  above,  and  Ids 
wife  Elizabeth  sold  their  house  lot  in  Cripple  Bush,  Brooklyn,  .March  20,  1703, 
(Brooklyn  Deed  Books,  Liber  2,  page  too'),  2nd  on  the  records  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church  of  Raritan  at  Summerville  appears  later,  from  1712  on,  live  name 
of  Anthony  Cossart.  It  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  supposition  that  this  Anthony, 
with  his  son  facob.  migrated  to  the  Raritan  with  the  other  settlers  who  left  in  such 
large  numbers  from  the  neighborhood  of  Brooklyn  when  the  Raritan  region  was 
being  settled  up  from  16S0  to  1720. 

This  Anthony  (baptized  November  19,  1673.  married;  Elizabeth  Valentine,  fitly 
17,  r/696)  was  the  son  of  Jacques  Cossart,  who  joined  the  Dutch  Church  in  New  York, 
April  1.  1603.  This  Jacques  Co.-sart  was  appointed  collector  of  the  weekly  assess- 
ment for  the  behoof  of  the  soldiers  in  New  Amsterdam,  May  1st,  1666.  lie  was  also 
collector  of  the  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  clergy  in  the  city.  (Compare  the 
records  of  New  Amsterdam.  1663--1674,  Vol.  5,  page  332.  Vol.  6,  pages  4,  40,  44, 
and  79.)  The  facob  Cosart  whose  will  is  mentioned  above  was  the  lather  of 
Anthony  Cosad,  of  Bernardstown,  Somerset  Co.,  N.  J.,  d.  1796  (Will  on  tile  at 
Trenton.,  Book  31  of  Wilis,  p.  509),  and  the  latter  was  the  father  of  Rev.  Thomas, 
Casad,  of  Wantage,  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  born  September  13.  1763,  died  Novem- 
ber   19,   [So 3.      See  The  Record  for  April,  1S9S,  page  95,  also  Vol.  VIII.,  page  32.

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'OBITUARY. 

Cruger,  S.  V.  R. —  Col.  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer  Cruger,  one  of  ibe  best  known 
business  and  club  men  of  this  city,  died  suddenly  June  23d,  :u  his  place,  Bayville, 
L,  I.     Col,  Cruger  was  born  in  this  city  May  9,  1844,      He  received   his  preliminary 

education  at  home,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  was  sent  to  Europe,  where  he  remained 
but  three  years.  He  was  still  z\  school,  but  as  soon  as  he  heard  of  the  fall  of  Fort 
Sumter  he  hastened  home  and  offered  Ids  services  to  defend   the  Union. 

A  commission- as  First  Lieutenant  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Regiment, 
New  York  Volunteers,  was  at  once  given  him.  although,  he  was  only  seventeen  years 
old.  He  was,  however,  of  powerful  build,  standing  over  six  feet  in  height,  and 
looked  considerably  older  than  his  age.  During  the  first  year  of  his  service,  though 
participating  in  a  number  of  hot  skiimish.es  and  on  several  occasions  performing 
dangerous  duties,  he  escaped  unharmed.  He  participated  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg 
in  1S63,  and  his  gallantry  and  daring  while  under  fire  drew  the  attention  of  his  supe- 
rior officers. 

The  following  month  he  was  promoted  Adjutant  of  his  regiment.  In  the  Spring 
of  1864  his  regiment  was  transferred  to  the  Twentieth  Army  Corps,  forming  part  of 
Gen.  Sherman's  command. 

Throughout  the  Georgia  campaign  Adjt.  Cruger  showed  conspicuous  gallantrv  in 
battle.  During  the  engagement  known  as  the  battle  of  Resaca,  he  was  twice 
wounded,  and  had  to  be  carried  from  the  field.  His  injuries  were  too  severe  to 
permit  of  further  service,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon  he  received  an 
honorable  discharge  from  the  War  Department;  and  was  ordered  home. 

After  several  months  he  was  finally  restored  to  health,  and  resolved  to  enter  the 
service  of  the  Union  once  more,  and  on  hearing  that  his  old  position  had  remained 
unfilled  he  immediately  applied  for  it.  The  Secretary  of  War  readily  granted  his  re- 
quest, ami  the  young  Adjutant  was  reappointed.  In  September,  1864,  he  rejoined 
his  regiment  at  Atlanta,  and  took  part  in  the  famous  "  March  to  the  Sea." 

He  was  with  hi?  regiment  during  the  capture  of  Raleigh,  and  at  trie  battle  of 
Averysborough  had  his  horse  shot  under  him.  For  valorous  service  on  the  field  of 
battle  he  was  promoted  to  a  Captaincy,  and  received  the  appointment  of  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance of  the  First  Division  of  the  Twentieth  Corps.  During  the  succeeding  cam- 
paigns in  the  Carolinas,  continued  gallant  and  meritorious  service  brought  Capt. 
Cruger  promotion  to  Brevet  Major  and  Lieutenant  Colonel,  the  latter  being  the  rank 
with  which  he  was  mustered  out  of  service. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Col.  Cruger  entered  upon  a  business  career  and  soon  de- 
veloped remarkable  executive  ability.  fie  became  manager  of  numerous  estates,  and 
had  complete  charge  of  the  large  real  estate  interests  of  the  Trinity  Church  corpora- 
tion. He  stili  retained  his  interest  in  military  matters,  however,  and  became  actively 
identified  with  the  New  York  National  Guard,  and  was  made  Colonel  of  the  Twelfth 
Regiment.  He  brought  that  organization  up  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  but  was 
compelled  to  resign,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  business  which  prevented  his  giving  his 
command  the  necessary  attention.  .      4- 

Soon  after  his  return  from  the  war,  Col.  Cruger  joined  the  ranks  of  the  Republican 
Party.  He  was  made  a  member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee,  ami  for  two 
years  was  Chairman  of  that  body.  In  1S8S  he  was  nominated  for  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor on  the  same  ticket  with  Warner  Miller,  and,  though  defeated  by  the  Democrats, 
he  made  a  creditable  showing. 

On  August  6,  1894,  he  was  nominated  as  Republican  candidate  for.  Mayor  of  New 
York.      Colonel  Cruger  became  a  member  of  this  Society,  November  9,  188S. 


During-  the  summer  the  Society  Building  has  been  altered  and  greatly  improved.  The  front

The  space  between  the  front  and  rear  buildings  has  been  enclosed,  and  an  iron  stairway 
built  leading  to  the  second  story.  The  walls  of  the  Library  have  been  tinted  an  agreeable  shade 
of  Pompeiian  red.  and  a  new  black-walnut  door  with  ground  glass. panels  has  been  placed  at  the 
entrance.  The  work  has  been  done,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee,  by 
George  M.  VValgrove,  architect,  of  42  East  Twenty-third  Street,  and  O.  T.  Mackeyox.  Co..  builders.
